Now  KNOW  YE, 
that  for  divers  causes  and  considerations,  and  taking  into  consideration  the 
ease  and  convenience  of  Our  Loving  Subjects,  We  have  thought  fit  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  to  relieve  you,  and  each  of  you,  of 
your  attendance  at  the  time  aforesaid,  hereby  convoking  and  by  these  presents 
enjoining  you  and  each  of  you,  that  on  MONDAY,  the  TWENTY-SEVENTH 
day  of  the  month  of  DECEMBER,  1926,  you  meet  Us,  in  Our  Parliament  of 
Canada,  at  Our  City  of  OTTAWA,  there  to  take  into  consideration  the  state  and 
welfare  of  Our  said  Dominion  of  Canada  and  therein  to  do  as  may  seem  neces 
sary.  HEREIN  FAIL  NOT.

THURSDAY,  the  NINTH  day  of  the  month  of  DECEMBER,  1926,  next,  at 
Our  City  of  OTTAWA,  aforesaid,  personally  you  be  and  appear,  for  the 
DESPATCH  of  BUSINESS,  to  treat,  do,  act  and  conclude  upon  these  things 
which  in  Our  said  Parliament  of  Canada,  by  the  Common  Council  of  Our  said 
Dominion,  may  by  the  favour  of  God  be  ordained.

To-day  being  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  First  Session  of  the 
Sixteenth  Parliament  for  the  Despatch  of  Business,  Arthur  Beauchesne,  Esquire, 
M.A.,  K.C.,  F.R.S.C.,  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Commons;  Thomas  Munro  Fraser, 
Esquire,  LL.B.,  Assistant  Clerk,  and  Lieut.-Col.  Henry  W.  Bowie,  Sergeant-at- 
Arms,  Commissioners  appointed  by  Dedimus  Potestatum  for  the  purpose  of 
administering  the  Oath  to  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  all  attending 
according  to  their  duty,  the  said  Arthur  Beauchesne,  Esquire,  M.A.,  K.C., 
F.R.S.C.,  laid  upon  the  Table  a  List  of  the  Members  returned  to  serve  in  this 
Parliament  received  by  him  as  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Commons  from  and 
certified  under  the  hand  of  Oliver  Mowat  Biggar,  Esquire,  one  of  His  Majesty's 
Counsel,  the  Chief  Electoral  Officer,  which  said  Certificate  and  List  is  as 
follows: — 

SIXTEENTH  GENERAL  ELECTION 

OFFICE  OF  THE  CHIEF  ELECTORAL  OFFICER 

This  is  to  certify  that  since  the  dissolution  of  the  Fifteenth  Parliament  on 
the  second  day  of  July,  1926,  writs  of  election  dated  on  the  twentieth  day  of 
July  were  issued  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  for  the  election  of  a 
member  or  members  for  every  electoral  district  in  Canada,  such  writs  being 
severally  addressed  to  the  returning  officers  mentioned  in  the  attached  list  and 
directing  the  nomination  of  candidates  to  be  held  either  on  the  thirty-first  day 
of  August  or  the  seventh  day  of  September,  and  the  poll,  if  required,  on  the 
fourteenth  day  of  September  of  the  said  year. 

And  that  thereafter  from  time  to  time  by  reason  of  the  acceptance  of  office 
of  profit  under  the  Crown  of  certain  of  the  members  elected  under  such  first 
mentioned  writs  further  writs  of  election  were  issued  for  the  election  of  members 
for  certain  electoral  districts  as  in  the  said  list  more  fully  appears. 

And  that  the  persons  named  in  the  attached  list  have  from  time  to  time  been 
returned  as  elected  pursuant  to  the  said  writs,  their  names  having  been  duly 
entered  in  the  order  in  which  the  several  returns  were  received  in  the  book  kept 
for  that  purpose  pursuant  to  the  statute  in  that  behalf  and  notice  of  such  returns 
having  from  time  to  time  been  duly  published  in  The  Canada  Gazette. 
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And  that  the  names  of  the  members  first  elected  who,  after  their  election, 
accepted  offices  of  profit  under  the  Crown,  are  distinguished  in  the  said  list  by 
an  asterisk  thus  (*). 

And  that  after  the  name  of  each  returning  officer  to  whom  a  writ  was 
directed  on  any  date  other  than  the  20th  of  July,  1926,  there  appears  the  date 
of  his  appointment.

A  Message  was  delivered  by  Major  A.  R.  Thompson,  Gentleman  Usher 
of  the  Black  Rod:- 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

His  Honour  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  desires 
the  immediate  attendance  of  this  Honourable  House  in  the  Chamber  of  the 
Honourable  the  Senate. 

Accordingly,  the  House  went  up  to  the  Senate  Chamber,  when  the  Speaker 
of  the  Senate  said: — 

Honourable  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and        '„ 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

I  have  it  in  command  to  let  you  know  that  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
General  does  not  see  fit  to  declare  the  causes  of  his  summoning  the  present 
Parliament  of  Canada,  until  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons  shall  have 
been  chosen  according  to  Law,  but  to-morrow,  at  the  hour  of  three  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  His  Excellency  will  declare  the  causes  of  calling  this  Parliament. 
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And  the  Members  being  returned,  Honourable  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  (Prince 
Albert),  addressing  himself  to  the  Clerk,  moved,  seconded  by  Honourable  Mr. 
Lapointe,  that  Honourable  Rodolphe  Lemieux,  Member  for  the  Electoral  District 
of  Gaspe,  do  take  the  Chair  of  this  House  as  Speaker. 

After  Debate  thereon,  the  question  being  put  on  the  said  motion;  it  was 
agreed  to. 

And  the  Clerk  having  declared  Honourable  Rodolphe  Lemieux  duly  elected, 
he  was  conducted  to  the  Chair  by  Honourable  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  (Prince 
Albert)  and  Honourable  Mr.  Lapointe,  when  he  returned  his  humble  acknowl 
edgments  to  the  House  for  the  great  honour  they  had  been  pleased  to  confer 
upon  him  by  choosing  him  to  be  their  Speaker: — then  the  Mace  was  laid  upon 
the  Table. 

Mr.  Speaker  informed  the  House  that  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  with  his 
approval,  had  appointed  Edouard  Taschereau,  Esquire,  to  be  his  Deputy  during 
the  present  session  of  Parliament. 

The  House  then  adjourned  at  3.55  o'clock,  p.m.,  until  to-morrow,  at  3 
o'clock,  p.m.

A  message  was  delivered  by  Major  A.  R.  Thompson,  Gentleman  Usher  of 
the  Black  Rod: — 

Mr.  SPEAKER, 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  desires  the  immediate  attendance  of 
this  Honourable  House  in  the  Chamber  of  the  Honourable  the  Senate. 

Accordingly,  Mr.  Speaker,  with  the  House,  went  up  to  the  Senate  Chamber, 
and  then  Mr.  Speaker  spoke  to  the  following  effect: — 

MAY  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  EXCELLENCY: 

The  House  of  Commons  has  elected  me  their  Speaker,  though  I  am  but 
little  able  to  fulfil  the  important  duties  thus  assigned  to  me. 
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If,  in  the  performance  of  those  duties,  I  should  at  any  time  fall  into  error,  I 
pray  that  the  fault  may  be  imputed  to  me,  and  not  to  the  Commons,  whose 
servant  I  am,  and  who,  through  me,  the  better  to  enable  them  to  discharge  their 
duty  to  their  King  and  Country,  humbly  dlaim  all  their  undoubted  rights  and 
privileges,  especially  that  they  may  have  freedom  of  speech  in  their  debates, 
access  to  Your  Excellency's  person  at  all  seasonable  times,  and  that  their  pro 
ceedings  may  receive  from  Your  Excellency  the  most  favourable  consideration. 

The  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate  then  said:— 
Mr.  SPEAKER, — I  am  commanded  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General 
to  declare  to  you  that  he  freely  confides  in  the  duty  and  attachment  of  the  House 
of  Commons  to  His  Majesty's  Person  and  Government,  and  not  doubting  that 
their  proceedings  will  be  conducted  with  wisdom,  temper  and  prudence,  he  grants, 
and  upon  all  occasions  will  recognize  and  allow  their  constitutional  privileges. 
I  am  commanded  also  to  assure  you,  that  the  Commons  shall  have  ready 
access  to  His  Excellency  upon  all  seasonable  occasions,   and  that  their  pro 
ceedings,  as  well  as  your  words  and  actions,  will  constantly  receive  from  him  the 
most  favourable  construction. 

And  the  House  being  returned, — 

Mr.  Speaker  reported  that  the  House  had  been  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  and 
that  he  had,  in  their  names  and  on  their  behalf,  made  the  usual  claim  of  privileges, 
which  His  Excellency  had  been  pleased  to  confirm  to  them. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  King  (Prince  Albert)  introduced  a  Bill,  No.  1,  An  Act 
respecting  the  administration  of  Oaths  of  Office,  which  was  read  the  first  time. 

Mr.  Speaker  reported,  That  when  the  House  did  attend  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  General  this  day  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  His  Excellency  was  pleased 
to  make  a  speech  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  to  prevent  mistakes,  he 
had  obtained  a  copy  which  he  read  to  the  House  as  follows:  — 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

I  desire  on  this  occasion  to  assure  you  of  the  great  satisfaction  it  affords 
me  to  be  associated  with  you  in  the  important  tasks  upon  which  you  are  about 
to  enter  at  this,  the  first  session  of  the  Sixteenth  Parliament  of  Canada,  and  to 
avail  myself  of  your  assistance  and  advice  in  discharging  the  duties  which 
His  Majesty  the  King  has  entrusted  to  me  as  his  representative. 

Once  again  we  have  cause  to  be  thankful  for  a  bountiful  harvest  and  other 
assurances  of  continued  prosperity.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  during  the 
year  the  foreign  trade  of  Canada  has  shown  further  marked  improvement  and 
that  immigration  has  substantially  increased. 

The  necessity  of  making  adequate  provision  for  the  public  services  has 
compelled  me  to  summon  you  at  an  earlier  date  than  would  otherwise  have 
been  necessary.  In  order  to  provide  for  present  and  immediate  future  needs, 
and  to  regularize  expenditures  already  made,  you  will  be  asked  forthwith  to 
vote  the  necessary  supply  for  the  current  financial  year.  It  is  not  proposed  to 
proceed  with  the  ordinary  business  of  the  session  until  the  reassembling  of 
Parliament  in  the  New  Year. 

Those  government  measures  which  passed  the  House  of  Commons  at  the 
last  session  of  Parliament,  but  which  failed  to  become  law,  will  be  reintroduced. 
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Amendments  to  the  Canada  Grain  Act  will  also  be  submitted  ifor  your  con 
sideration. 

With  a  view  to  expediting  public  business  generally,  it  is  proposed  to  afford 
opportunity  for  an  early  consideration  of  Amendments  to  the  Rules  of  the 
House  of  Commons. 

My  Government  has  continued  to  give  special  attention  to  the  fuel  problem 
and  measures  providing  for  assistance  to  works  constructed  for  the  production 
of  domestic  coke  from  Canadian  coal  will  be  submitted. 

The  report  of  the  Commission  appointed  under  the  Inquiries  Act  to  examine 
and  report  upon  conditions  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  will  be  presented  immedi 
ately  and  your  attention  will  be  invited  to  its  recommendations.  Measures 
dealing  with  the  matters  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Commission  are  now 
under  consideration  by  my  Government,  and  certain  legislation  in  respect  thereto 
will  be  introduced. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  with  work  on  the  Hudson  Bay  Railway  and 
it  is  planned  to  continue  construction  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  next  year. 
It  has  been  decided  to  submit  the  study  of  conditions  at  the  Port  to  the  careful 
examination  of  an  outstanding  British  authority  on  tidal  and  estuarial  conditions 
affecting  harbours. 

Canadian  National  branch  line  construction  on  the  basis  of  a  definite  three- 
year  programme  having  proved  entirely  successful,  that  method  of  dealing  with 
necessary  railway  expansion  will  be  continued,  and  another  three-year  pro 
gramme  will  be  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

You  will  also  be  asked  to  approve  an  agreement  with  the  holders  of  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  perpetual  debentures. 

Members  of  my  Government  have  just  returned  to  Canada  from  attending 
the  meetings  of  the  Imperial  Conference.  The  Report  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Conference,  together  with  its  recommendations,  will  be  placed  before  you  for  con 
sideration.  It  will,  I  believe,  be  recognized  that  the  joint  labours  of  the  Govern 
ments  represented  at  the  Conference  have  gone  far  to  set  forth  the  relations  of  the 
members  of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations  to  one  another  and  to  foreign 
countries  and  to  ensure  a  ready  appreciation  of  the  full  measure  of  self-govern 
ment  now  attained  in  all  that  relates  to  their  domestic  and  external  affairs.  In 
the  prolonged  consideration  given  to  specific  matters  of  joint  concern,  the  Con 
ference  has  done  much  to  ensure  the  free  and  effective  co-operation  in  common 
ends  of  the  Governments  and  peoples  of  the  British  Empire. 

The  recent  appointment  of  a  Minister  Plenipotentiary  accredited  by  His 
Majesty  to  represent  the  interests  of  Canada  in  the  United  States  marks  an 
important  stage  in  the  development  of  the  international  relations  of  the 
Dominion. 

The  Diamond  Jubilee  of  Confederation  will  be  appropriately  celebrated 
during  the  coming  year.  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  His  Royal  Highness 
the  Prince  of  Wales  has  graciously  accepted  the  invitation  of  my  Government  to 
visit  Canada,  circumstances  permitting,  in  connection  with  the  celebration.  My 
Government  has  also  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Prime  Minister  of  Great 
Britain;  the  Prime  Minister  has  accepted  the  invitation  and  has  expressed  the 
hope  that  when  the  time  arrives  he  may  find  it  possible  to  be  present. 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

The  estimates  for  the  current  fiscal  year  which  have  not  hitherto  been  voted 
by  Parliament  will,  as  already  mentioned,  be  submitted  for  your  approval  forth 
with.  Estimates  for  the  financial  year  1927-28  will  be  submitted  for  your  con 
sideration  when  Parliament  reassembles. 
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Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

In  inviting  your  careful  consideration  of  the  important  matters  which  will 
engage  your  attention,  I  pray  that  Divine  Providence  may  guide  and  bless  your 
deliberations. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  (Prince  Albert) ,  it  was  ordered,  That  the 
Speech  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament, 
be  taken  into  consideration  on  Monday  next,  and  that  this  order  have  precedence 
over  all  other  business  except  the  introduction  of  bills,  until  disposed  of. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  (Prince  Albert),  a  Special  Committee 
was  appointed  to  prepare  and  report  with  all  convenient  speed,  Lists  of  Members 
to  compose  the  Select  Standing  Committees  of  this  House  under  Rule  10,  said 
Committee  to  be  composed  of  Messrs.:  King  (Kootenay  East),  Forke,  Casgrain, 
Stewart  (Leeds)  and  Hanson. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  King  (Prince  Albert),  delivered  a  message  from  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  General,  which  was  read  by  Mr.  Speaker,  as  follows:—

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIANS  FOR  1926. 

To  the  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  Joint  Librarians  have  the  honour  to  submit  their  Report  for  the  year 
1926. 

The  Supplementary  Catalogue  of  books  purchased  during  the  present  year 
and  the  list  of  those  books  donated  to  the  Library  will  be  sent  to  the  printer  at 
the  end  of  the  month,  and  presented  to  Parliament  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  political  and  economic  section  on  the  main  floor  of  the  Library,  has 
been  getting  more  congested  from  year  to  year.  During  the  Recess  this  section 
has  received  special  attention.  Duplicate  copies  of  important  works  have  been 
placed  elsewhere;  the  books  have  been  arranged  more  systematically:  Title 
and  Subject  cards  have  been  made,  and  it  is  believed  that  users  of  the  Library 
will  find  this  important  section  more  convenient  for  consultation. 
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The  work  of  making  an  index  to  the  thousands  of  volumes  in  the  vaults, 
which  was  referred  to  in  the  last  Report,  has  been  practically  completed. 

The  work  of  arranging  in  convenient  form  the  large  collection  of  pamphlets 
in  the  Library  has  been  continued.  One  hundred  and  twenty  volumes  have 
been  bound  during  the  present  year,  each  volume  consisting  of  related  subjects, 
and  an  index  has  been  prepared  which  is  now  in  the  printer's  hands,  and  will 
appear  in  the  supplement  of  the  Library  catalogue.  The  revising  and  extension 
of  our  card  index  to  the  old  volumes  of  pamphlets  has  been  continued  and  will 
be  brought  up  to  date  in  the  course  of  1927.

The  Governor  General  transmits  to  the  House  of  Commons,  Estimates  of 
sums  required  for  the  service  of  the  Dominion  for  the  year  ending  on  the  31st 
March,  1927,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  "  The  British  North 
America  Act,  1867,"  the  Governor  General  recommends  these  Estimates  to  the 
House  of  Commons. 
GOVERNMENT  HOUSE, 

OTTAWA,  February  9,  1927. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Robb,  the  said  Message  and  Estimates  were  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  Supply. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  (Prince  Albert),  it  was  resolved,  That 
on  Wednesday,  the  16th  instant,  and  every  Wednesday  until  the  end  of  the 
session  the  House  shall  meet  at  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Mr.  Mackenzie  King  (Prince  Albert),  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy 
Council,  laid  before  the  House,  by  command  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
General, — Report  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of  External  Affairs  for  the  year 
ended  March  31,  1926. 

Mr.  Forke,  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council,  laid  before  the  House,— 
Copy  of  Order  in  Council,  P.C.  1,  dated  January  5,  1927,  concerning  amendments 
to  the  regulations  made  by  the  Soldier  Settlement  Board  affecting  Dominion 
Lands  under  Section  63  of  the  Soldier  Settlement  Act,  1919  (Proxy  entry). 

Mr.  Elliott,  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council,  for  Mr.  King  (Kootenay

First  reading  of  Senate  Bills  being  called; 

MR.  SPEAKER:  On  December  15th  last,  the  Examiner  of  Petitions  for 
Private  Bills  made  a  Special  Report  on  most  of  these  Bills,  and  on  the  balance 
to-day,  to  the  effect  that  while  the  Rule  regarding  publication  of  Notice  had 
been  fully  complied  with  last  year,  no  Notice  has  been  published  in  reference 
to  any  of  them  this  year. 
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Under  the  provisions  of  Rule  96  (2)  the  Petitions  an.d  the  above  mentioned 
Report  stand  automatically  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  for 
a  recommendation,  as  to  the  action  which  the  House  should  take;  under  the 
circumstances  these  Bills  should  not  be  proceeded  with  until  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  has  been  received.

Mr.  Church,  seconded  by  Mr.  Garland  (Carleton),  moved, — Whereas  it  was 
deemed  necessary  and  expedient  to  impose  an  income  tax  by  the  Parliament 
of  Canada  as  a  revenue  measure  growing  out  of  the  war  and  to  temporarily 
invade  the  former  exclusive  field  of  the  Municipalities  to  collect  this  form  of 
taxation. 

And  whereas  such  taxation  has  led  to  duplication  and  there  is  an  urgent 
demand  for  further  reduction  of  taxation  and  to  restore  to  the  municipalities 
their  former  exclusive  rights  and  prerogatives  to  this  form  of  taxation.  There 
fore  this  House  will  support  the  Government  in  any  immediate  measures  it 
may  take  to  give  effect  to  the  principles  of  this  resolution  or  to  reduce  taxation 
generally,  including  Income  Tax,  Sales  Tax,  stamp  revenue  postage  and  other 
forms  of  what  are  called  nuisance  taxes. 

After  Debate  thereon,  the  said  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  with 
drawn. 

Mr.  Church,  seconded  by  Mr.  McGibbon,  moved, — That,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  House,  the  present  Election  Act  as  to  voters  lists  is  unsatisfactory  and 
should  be  repealed  and  replaced  by  a  national  registration  voters  list  system 
adapted  to  Canada's  special  circumstances  by  which  every  voter  must  register 
to  secure  the  franchise  before  any  federal  election. 

After  Debate  thereon,  the  said  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  with 
drawn. 

The  House  then  adjourned  at  5.00  o'clock,  p.m.

ing  after  deducting  from  such  total  issue  the  certificates  representing  £3,000,000 
of  Pacific  Stock  held  by  His  Majesty  in  the  right  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
as  collateral  security  for  advances  made  by  His  Majesty  to  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway  Company. 

3.  That  the  new  stock  shall  carry  interest  as  from  1st  July,  1926,  at  the 
rate  of  two  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  half-yearly,  and  a  sinking  fund  is  to 
be  set  aside  each  year  fee-  redemption  of  stock  equal  to  two  per  cent. 

4.  That  the  Governor  in  Council    may    authorize    the    guarantee  by  His 
Majesty  in  the  right  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  of  the  due  and  punctual  pay 
ment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  new  stock,  and  the  provision  for  and 
application  of  the  instalments  of  the  sinking  fund,  and  other  relative  clauses 
of  the  Scheme  of  Arrangement.

Mr.  Heenan  moved,  That  the  House  do  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
to-morrow,  to  consider  the  following  proposed  Resolutions:— 

That  it  is  expedient  to  bring  in  a  measure  respecting  Old  Age  Pensions,  and 
to  provide, — 

1.  That  the  Governor  in  Council  may  make  an  agreement  with  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor  in  Council  of  any  province  for  the  payment  to  such  province 
quarterly  of  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  the  net  sum  paid  out  during  the 
preceding  quarter  by  such  province  for  pensions  pursuant  to  a  provincial  statute 
authorizing  and  providing  for  the  payment  of  such  pensions  to  the  persons  and 
under   the    conditions   hereinafter   specified   and   regulations   made   under   the 
proposed  legislation. 

2.  That  every  agreement  so  made  shall  continue  in  force  so  long  as  the 
provincial  statute  remains  in  operation  or  until  after  the  expiration  of  ten  years 
from  the  date  upon  which  notice  of  an  intention  to  determine  the  agreement  is 
given  by  the  Governor  General  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  province 
with  which  the  same  was  made. 

3.  That  before  any  agreement  so  made  comes  into  operation,  the  Governor 
in  Council  shall  approve  the  scheme  for  the  administration  of  pensions  proposed 
to  be  adopted  by  the  province,  and  no  change  in  such  scheme  shall  be  made 
by  the  province  without  the  consent  of  the  Governor  in  Council. 

4.  That  all  sums  payable  to  any  province  in  pursuance  of  any  such  agree 
ment  shall  be  payable  from  time  to  time  on  the  certificate  of  the  Minister  of 
Finance  out  of  any  moneys  belonging  to  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of 
Canada  not  otherwise  appropriated. 
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5.  That  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  payment  of  a  pension  to  every 
person  who,  at  the  date  of  the  proposed  commencement  of  the  pension:— 

(a)  is  a  British  subject,  or,  being  a  widow,  was  such  before  her 
marriage ; 

(b)  has  attained  the  age  of  seventy  years; 

(c)  has  resided  in  Canada  for  the  twenty  years  immediately  preced 
ing  the  date  aforesaid; 

(d)  has  resided  in  the  province  in  which  the  application  for  pension 
is  made  for  the  five  years  immediately  preceding  the  said  date; 

(e)  is  not  an  Indian  as  defined  by  the  Indian  Act; 

(/)  has  not  made  any  voluntary  assignment  or  transfer  of  property 
for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  for  a  pension. 

6.  That  the  receipt  of  a  pension  shall  not  by  itself  constitute  a  disqualifica 
tion  from  voting  at  any  provincial  or  municipal  election. 

7.  That  the  maximum  pension  payable  shall  be  two  hundred   and  forty 
dollars  yearly,  which  shall  be  subject  to  reduction  by  the  amount  of  the  income 
of  the  pensioner  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  a  year. 

8.  That  provisions  be  made  as  to  the  credit  to  the  pension  authority  of  the 
annual  value  of  a  pensioner's  residence,  and  the  recovery  of  pension  payments 
out  of  deceased  pensioner's  estate,  and  for  the  distribution  of  pension  burden 
among  provinces  by  proportionate  reimbursement  or  proportionate  reduction 
where  the  pensioner  resided  in  more  than  one  province  or  transfers  his  permanent 
residence  to  another  province,  and  for  ceasing  of  payments  where  he  transfers 
his  residence  to  some  place  out  of  Canada,  and  the  revival  of  his  rights  upon 
again  becoming  a  resident  of  Canada. 

9.  That  no  pension  shall  be  subject  to  alienation  or  transfer  by  the  pen 
sioner,  or  to  seizure  in  satisfaction  of  any  claim  against  him. 

10.  That  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  in  each  year,  the  Minister 
of  Finance  shall  make  a  full  report  to  Parliament  of  the  operation  of  the  agree 
ments  made  pursuant  to  the  proposed  Act,  and  of  the  moneys  of  Canada  paid  to 
the  provinces  under  each  of  the  several  agreements  entered  into  pursuant  thereto. 

11.  That  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time,  on

That  such  grants  shall  be  payable  on  condition  that  the  Government  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario  make  to  this  Association  a  grant  equal  in  amount  and 
for  the  same  periods  as  the  grants  from  the  Dominion  Government,  and  upon 
such  other  conditions  as  to  allocation  of  space,  premiums,  and  plans  and  specifi 
cations,  as  may  be  prescribed. 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Motherwell,  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council, 
informed  the  House,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  having  been 
informed  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  said  proposed  Resolutions,  recommends 
them  to  the  House. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  do  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to-morrow, 
to  consider  the  said  proposed  Resolutions. 

Mr.  Robb  moved,  That  the  House  do  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,

3.  That  the  Government  of  each  Province  in  which  loans  are  made  shall  be 
required  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Board  as  loans  are  made  in 
such  Province  an  amount  equal  to  5  per  cent  of  the  said  loans  and  eiach  bor 
rower  an  amount  of  5  per  cent  of  his  loan  payable  at  the  time  the  loan  is  made. 
The  loans  shall  be  made  on,  the  security  of  first  mortgage  on  farm  lands;  the 
interest  rate  shall  be  such  a  rate  in  excess  of  the  interest  payable  on  the  farm 
loan  bonds  as  is  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  operation;  the  farm 
loan  bonds  shall  be  legal  investments  and  may  be  purchased  by  the  Minister 
of  Finance  provided  that  the  amount  of  such  bonds  held  by  him  shall  not  at 
any  time  exceed  $15,000,000;  and  the  amount  of  any  payment  by  the  Govern 
ment  of  Canada  on  account  of  capital  of  the  Board  or  as  payment  for  farm 
loan  bonds  purchased  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  on, 
the  authority  of  the  Governor  in  Council. 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Robb,  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council,  informed 
the  House,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  having  been,  informed 
of  the  subject-matter  of  the  said  proposed  Resolutions,  recommends  them  to 
the  House.

2.  That  where  it  is  shown  that  there  has  been  depreciation  in  the  value  of 
the  land  and  improvements,  credit  shall  be  given  the  settler  as  on  the  standard 
date  in  1926,  with  the  amount  of  the  depreciation  as  finally  determined,  and  the 
balance  owing  by  the  settler  shall  be  consolidated    and    the  total  cost  of  the 
property  may  be  amortized  over  the  remaining  period  of  the  loan. 

3.  That  the  expenditures  necessarily  incurred  thereby  shall  be  paid  out  of 
moneys  appropriated  from  time  to  time  by  Parliament  to  Soldier  Land  Settle 
ment. 

Resolutions  to  be  reported. 


The  said  Resolutions  were  reported,  read  the  second  time  and  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Forke  then,  by  leave  of  the  House,  presented  a  Bill,  No.  61,  An  Act  to 
amend  the  Soldier  Settlement  Act,  1919,  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
ordered  for  a  second  reading  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House. 

The  House  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  certain  proposed 
Resolutions  respecting  the  Canadian  Farm  Loan  Board. 

(In  the  Committee) 

The  following  Resolutions  were  adopted:  — 

Resolved, — 1.  That  there  shall  be  a  Board  known  as  the  Canadian  Farm 
Loan  Board  which  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  consisting  of  four 
members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Minister  of  Finan.ce  and  the  other  three 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council  and  of  the  latter  one  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Canadian  Farm  Loan  Commissioners. 
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2.  That  the  Board  shall  issue  farm  loan  bonds  to  make  long  term  loans  to 
farmers,  and  the  Government  of  Canada  shall  provide  initial  capital  for  the 
Board  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  million  dollars  and  subscribe  an  amount 
of  5  per  cent  of  the  capital  stock  as  loans  are  made  by  the  Board. 

3.  That  the  Government  of  each  Province  in  which  loans  are  made  shall  be 
required  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Board  as  loans  are  made  in  such 
Province  an  amount  equal  to  5  per  cent  of  the  said  loans  and  each  borrower  an 
amount  of  5  per  cent  of  his  loan,  payable  at  the  time  the  loan  is  made.     The 
loans  shall  be  made  on  the  security  of  first  mortgage  on  farm  lands;  the  interest 
rate  shall  be  such  a  rate  in  excess  of  the  interest  payable  on  the  farm  loan  bonds 
as  is  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  expenses  of  operation;  the  farm  loan  bonds 
shall  be  legal  investments  and  may  be  purchased  by  the  Minister  of  Finance 
provided  that  the  amount  of  such  bonds  held  by  him  shall  not  at  any  time 
exceed  $15,000,000;  and  the  amount  of  any  payment  by  the  Government  of 
Canada  on    account  of  capital  of  the  Board  or  as  payment  for  farm  loan  bonds 
purchased  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  on  the  authority 
of  the  Governor  in  Council. 

Resolutions  to  be  reported. 

The  said  Resolutions  were  reported,  read  the  second  time  and  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Robb  then,  by  leave  of  the  House,  presented  a  Bill,  No.  62,  An  Act 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  in  Canada  a  system  of  Long  Term  Mortgage 
Credit  for  Farmers,  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and  ordered  for  a  second  read 
ing  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House. 

The  House  then  adjourned  at  9.50  o'clock,  p.m.,  until  Monday  next,  at  3 
o'clock,  p.m.

Mr.  Speaker  ruled  the  said  motion  out  of  Order  on  the  ground  that  the 
matter  was  sitb-judice,  the  Government  having  referred  to  the  Supreme  Court 
the  validity  of  section  17  of  the  Alberta  Act. 

Mr.  Church,  seconded  by  Mr.  Cotnam,  moved, — That,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  House,  the  time  has  arrived  for  Canada  to  have  a  National  Policy  in 
relation  to  its  coal  supply  and  that  no  part  of  Canada  should  be  left  dependent 
on  United  States  for  such  supply. 

That  the  Government  should  immediately  consider  the  initiation  of  an  all 
British  and  Canadian  coal  supply,  and  that  such  a  policy  is  both  a  social  and 
economic  necessity  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  future  of  Canada. 

That  the  Government  should  consider  the  advisability  of  placing  a  duty 
on  coal  from  the  United  States  to  insure  an  all  British  supply  for  Canada  and 
thus  afford  adequate  protection  to  coal  mined  and  coked  under  the  British  flag. 

That  whereas  coal  is  a  necessity  in  effect  equal  to  that  of  food  the  Gov 
ernment  should  consider  the  advisability  of  carrying  it  on  a  preferential  toll 
basis  on  the  same  basis  as  grain  and  flour,  and  of  granting  subsidies  and  sub 
ventions  to  this  industry.

beg  to  recommend  that  the  time  for  filing  Private  Bills  be  also  extended,  namely, 
from  the  2nd  December,  1926,  to  the  1st  of  February,  inclusive,  1927.

Mr.  Dunning,  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council,  laid  before  the 
TJoiise, — Report  of  Work  done  and  Expenditures  made  to  end  of  year  1926,  also 
calendar  year  1926,  in  connection  with  Acts  (Chapters  14  to  32  inclusive  of 
14-15  George  V)  and  (Chapters  5  and  7  of  15-16  George  V)  respecting  con 
struction  of  Canadian  National  Railway  Branch  Lines. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Morin  (St.  Hyacinthe-Rouville),  the  First  and  Second 
Reports  of  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Standing  Orders  were  concurred  in. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dunning,  it  was  resolved, — That  Rule  10  of  the  House  of 
Commons  relating  to  the  appointment  of  the  Select  Standing  Committees  of 
the  House  be  amended  by  adding  to  the  Select  Standing  Committees  of  the 
House  for  the  present  session  a  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Railways  and 
Shipping,  owned,  operated  and  controlled  by  the  Government,  to  which  will  be 
referred  the  estimates  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  the  Canadian 
Merchant  Marine  for  the  present  session,  for  consideration  and  for  report  to 
the  House,  provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  resolution  shall  be  construed 
to  curtail  in  any  way  the  full  right  of  discussion  in  Committee  of  Supply;  and 
that  the  said  Committee  consist  of  Messrs.  Bennett,  Cantley,  Chaplin,  Duff, 
Dunning,  Fiset,  Goodison,  Harris,  Jelliff,  Jenkins,  Jones,  McLean  (Melfort), 
Milne,  Power  and  Stevens. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  (Prince  Albert),  a  Message  was  ordered 
to  be  sent  to  the  Senate  informing  Their  Honours  that  this  House  has  appointed

Accordingly  Mr.  Speaker  with  the  House  went  to  the  Senate  Chamber;  and 
being  returned; 
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Mr.  Speaker  reported  that  His  Honour  the  Deputy  Governor  General  had 
been  pleased  to  give,  in  His  Majesty's  name,  the  Royal  Assent  to  the  following 
Bills  :- 

An  Act  to  amend  The  Special  War  Revenue  Act,  1915. 

An  Act  respecting  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  respect 
ing  Canadian  National  Railways. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  a  National  Committee  for  the  celebration  of  the 
Diamond  Jubilee  of  Confederation. 

An  Act  for  the  granting  of  assistance  to  the  Royal  Agricultural  Winter 
Fair  Association  of  Canada  at  Toronto,  Ontario. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  a  loan  to  the  Harbour  Commissioners  of  Montreal. 

And  then  that  he  (the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons)  had  addressed 
His  Honour  the  Deputy  Governor  General  as  follows:— 

"  MAY  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  HONOUR: 

"  The  Commons  of  Canada  have  voted  Supplies  required  to  enable  the 
Government  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  Public  Service. 

"  In  the  name  of  the  Commons,  I  present  to  Your  Honour  the  following 
Bills:— 

"  An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money  for  the  public 
service  of  the  financial  years  ending  respectively  the  31st  March,  1926,  and  the 
31st  March,  1927. 

"An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  a  certain  sum  of  money  for  the 
public  service  of  the  financial  year  ending  the  31st  March,  1927. 

"  To  which  Bills  I  humbly  request  Your  Honour's  assent." 

And  that  to  these  Bills  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  by  command  of  the  Deputy 
of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  did  thereupon  say:— 

"  In  His  Majesty's  name  His  Honour  the  Deputy  Governor  General  thanks 
His  Loyal  Subjects,  accepts  their  benevolence,  and  assents  to  these  Bills." 

The  House  then  went  again  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  certain 
proposed  Resolutions  respecting  Old  Age  Pensions. 

(In  the  Committee) 

The  following  Resolutions  were  adopted:— 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  to  bring  in  a  measure  respecting  Old  Age 
Pensions,  and  to  provide, — 

1.  That  the   Governor  in   Council    may    make    an    agreement  with   the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  of  any  province  for  the  payment  to  such  province 
quarterly  of  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  the  net  sum  paid  out  during  the 
preceding  quarter  by  such  province  for  pensions  pursuant  to  a  provincial  statute 
authorizing  and  providing  for  the  payment  of  such  pensions  to  the  persons  and 
under  the  conditions  hereinafter  specified  and  regulations  made  under  the  pro 
posed  legislation. 

2.  That  every  agreement  so  made  shall  continue  in  force  so  long  as  the 
provincial  statute  remains  in  operation  or  until  after  the  expiration  of  ten  years 
from  the  date  upon  which  notice  of  an  intention  to  determine  the  agreement  is 
given  by  the  Governor  General  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  province  with 
which  the  same  was  made. 

3.  That  before  any  agreement  so  made  comes  into  operation,  the  Governor 
in  Council  shall  approve  the  scheme  for  the  administration  of  pensions  proposed 
to  be  adopted  by  the  province,  and  no  change  in  such  scheme  shall  be  made  by 
the  province  without  the  consent  of  the  Governor  in  Council. 
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4.  That  all  sums  payable  to  any  province  in  pursuance  of  any  such  agree 
ment  shall  be  payable  from  time  to  time  on  the  certificate  of  the  Minister  of 
Finance  out  of  any  moneys  belonging  to  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  of 
Canada  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

5.  That  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  payment  of  a  pension  to  every 
person  who,  at  the  date  of  the  proposed  commencement  of  the  pension:— 

(a)  is  a  British  subject,  or,  being  a  widow,  was  such  before  her 
marriage; 

(b)  has  attained  the  age  of  seventy  years; 

(c)  has  resided  in  Canada  for  the  twenty  years  immediately  pre 
ceding  the  date  aforesaid; 

(d)  has  resided  in  the  province  in  which  the  application  for  pension 
is  made  for  the  five  years  immediately  preceding  the  said  date; 

(e)  is  not  an  Indian  as  defined  by  the  Indian  Act; 

(/)   has  not  made  any  voluntary  assignment  or  transfer  of  property 
for  the  purpose  of  qualifying  for  a  pension. 

6.  That  the  receipt  of  a  pension  shall  not  by  itself  constitute  a  disqualifica 
tion  from  voting  at  any  provincial  or  municipal  election. 

7.  That  the  maximum  pension  payable  shall  be  two  hundred  and  forty 
dollars  yearly,  which  shall  be  subject  to  reduction  by  the  amount  of  the  income 
of  the  pensioner  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  a  year. 

8.  That  provisions  be  made  as  to  the  credit  to  the  pension  authority  of  the 
annual  value  of  a  pensioner's  residence,  and  the  recovery  of  pension  payments 
out  of  deceased  pensioner's  estate,  and  for  the  distribution  of  pension  burden 
among  provinces   by  proportionate  reimbursement  or  proportionate   reduction 
where  the  pensioner  resided  in  more  than  one  province  or  transfers  his  permanent 
residence  to  another  province,  and  for  ceasing  of  payments  where  he  transfers 
his  residence  to  some  place  out  of  Canada,  and  the  revival  of  his  rights  upon 
again  becoming  a  resident  of  Canada. 

9.  That  no  pension  shall  be  subject  to  alienation  or  transfer  by  the  pen 
sioner,  or  to  seizure  in  satisfaction  of  any  claim  against  him. 

10.  That  on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  in  each  year,  the  Minister 
of  Finance  shall  make  a  full  report  to  Parliament  of  the  operation,  of  the  agree 
ments  made  pursuant  to  the  proposed  Act,  and  of  the  moneys  of  Canada  paid 
to  the  provinces  under  each  of  the  several  agreements  entered  into  pursuant 
thereto. 

11.  That  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Labour,  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
Treasury  Board,  to  make  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the 
proposed  Act,  with  regard  to  the  pensions  herein  provided  for,  and  such  regula 
tions  shall  be  published  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  and  be  laid  before  Parliament. 

Resolutions  to  be  reported. 

The  said  Resolutions  were  reported,  read  the  second  time  and  concurred  in. 

Mr.  Heenan  then,  by  leave  of  the  House,  presented  a  Bill,  No.  70,  An  Act 
respecting  Old  Age  Pensions,  which  was  read  a  first  and  a  second  time,  and  com 
mitted  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House. 

The  House  then  adjourned  at  11.25  o'clock,  p.m.,  until  Monday  next,  at 
3  o'clock,  p.m.

The  said  Bill  was  read  the  first  time  and  ordered  for  a  second  reading  at 
the  next  sitting  of  the  House,  pursuant  to  Rule  99. 

Mr.  Kay,  from  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Coloniza 
tion,  presented  the  First  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows:— 

Your  Committee  pursuant  to  its  Order  of  Reference  has  had  under  con 
sideration  the  subject  of  the  granting  of  seed  grain  licenses  under  the  provisions 
of  section  6  of  the  Seeds  Act,  1923.  After  hearing  officers  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  the  representative  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Seed 
Growers  your  Committee  adopted  the  following  resolution  which  it  hereby 
recommends  to  the  House  for  its  consideration. 

Resolution: — 

Whereas  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Seeds 
Act,  1923,  has  no  power  to  withhold  a  license  for  any  variety  of  wheat  for  seed 
purposes  where  an  application  for  such  license  has  been  made,  once  it  has  been 
submitted  to  a  propagating  test  and  is  shown  to  be  a  realty  new  variety. 

» 

This  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  Seeds  Act,  1923,  be  amended 
so  as  to  provide: — 

(1)  That  the  Minister  shall  not  be  required  to  issue  a  license  for  any  new 
variety  of  wheat  for  seed  purposes,  when  such  variety  has  been  proven  to  be 
really  a  new  variety,  as  at  present  required,  but  shall  have  the  right  to  refer  the 
application  to   a  Board  consisting  of  the  Seed  Commissioner,  the  Dominion 
Cerealist,  a  representative  of  the  Canadian  Seed  Growers'  Association,  a  repre 
sentative   of  the  Provincial  Seed  Board   of  the  Province   in  which  the  seed 
originated,  and  a  representative  of  the  Wheat  Pool,  whose  recommendation  shall 
be  seriously  considered. 

(2)  That  the  Minister  shall  have  power  to  revoke   any  license   already 
granted  for  a  new  variety  of  wheat  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  said  Board, 
upon  representation  that  the  variety  of  wheat  in  question  is  of  poor  quality. 

Mr.  Malcolm,  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council,  laid  before  the 
House, — Report  of  the  President  and  Financial  Statement  of  the  Honorary 
Advisory  Council  for  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  for  the  year  ending 
March  31,  1926. 

Mr.  Euler,  by  leave  of  the  House,  introduced  a  Bill,  No.  113,  An  Act  respect 
ing  The  Department  of  National  Revenue,  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
ordered  for  a  second  reading  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House. 


Mr.  Speaker  ruled  that  the  Bill  appearing  on  the  Order  Paper  under 
"  Introduction  of  Bills,"  intituled:  "An  Act  respecting  the  Purchasing  and  Dis 
posal  of  Departmental  and  other  Supplies  and  Surplus  Goods,"  was  out  of 
Order  as  it  involved  an  expenditure  of  public  money  and  could  only  be  intro 
duced  in  pursuance  of  a  recommendation  from  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
General,  and  then  it  should  be  preceded  by  a  resolution  under  Rule  77. 
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The  following  Order  of  the  House  was  issued  to  the  proper  officer  under 
subsection  4  of  Rule  37: — 

By  Mr.  Garland  (Bow  River) : — Order  of  the  House  for  a  Return  showing:— 

1.  Number  of  postmasters  dismissed  from  the  public  service  between  October 
29,  1925,  and  September  14,  1926;  (a)  on  account  of  political  partisanship;  and 
(b)  for  other  causes. 

2.  Number  of  postmasters  dismissed  from  the  public  service  between  Septem 
ber  15,  1926,  and  the  present  time,  (a)  for  political  partisanship;  and  (b)  for 
other  causes. 

Mr.  Seguin,  seconded  by  Mr.  Delisle,  moved, — That,  in  the  opinion  of  this 
House,  in  view  of  spreading  the  knowledge  of  both  official  languages  in  the 
public  service  and  thereby  rendering  them  more  effective; 

The  Civil  Service  Act  should  be  amended  so  as  to  give  preference  in  future 
appointments  to  candidates  knowing  the  two  official  languages. 

The  public  employees  having  a  knowledge  of  both  the  official  languages, 
should,  owing  to  this  qualification,  be  better  remunerated;  and  the  superiority 
of  the  employees  possessing  both  languages  should  be  considered  in  all  reclassi- 
fication. 

And  a  Debate  arising  thereon,  and  continuing;

3.  That  if  the  said  Judge  be  not  then  eligible  for  the  grant  of  an  annuity,  and 
was  appointed  before  the  passing  of  this  legislation,  or  if  he  was  appointed  after 
the  passing  of  this  legislation  and  has  continued  in  office  for  at  least  ten  years, 
he  may  be  granted  an  annuity  equal  to  two-thirds  of  his  salary  at  the  time  he 
ceased  to  hold  such  office.

Estimated  mileage  9.5  miles;  average  expenditure  per  mile  $56,526;  estimated 
cost  $537,000. 

Section  (2).  From  a  point  on  lie  d'Alma  on  the  Saguenay  River  to  Savanne 
on  the  Peribonka  River  in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  Estimated  mileage  25.0; 
average  expenditure  per  mile  $63,800;  estimated  cost  $1,595,000. 

Total  (b)  Mileage  34.5;  average  expenditure  per  mile  $61,797;  estimated 
cost  $2,132,000. 

The  construction  of  these  lines  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  conditions:—

authorized  by  this  Act  between  near  Hebertville  and  He  d'Alma  shall  not  be 
constructed  by  the  company,  nor  shall  securities  be  issued  or  guaranteed  in 
respect  thereof.

Whereupon,  Mr.  Stewart  (Edmonton  West),  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy 
Council,  informed  the  House,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  having 
been  informed  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  proposed  Resolution,  recommends 
it  to  the  House. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  do  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to-morrow, 
to  consider  the  said  proposed  Resolution. 

Mr.  Dunning  moved,  That  the  House  do  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole, 
to-morrow,  to  consider  the  following  proposed  Resolution:— 

That  it  is  expedient  to  bring  in  a  measure  respecting  the  Canadian 
National  Railways  to  provide  for  the  refunding  of  certain  maturing  financial 
obligations,  and  to  issue  substituted  securities  therefor  guaranteed  by  the 
Dominion  as  to  principal  and  interest,  but  not  exceeding  $20,000,000,  the  aggre 
gate  face  value  of  the  original  securities. 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Dunning,  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council,  informed 
the  House,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  having  been  informed  of 
the  subject-matter  of  the  proposed  Resolution,  recommends  it  to  the  House. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  do  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to-morrow, 
to  consider  the  said  proposed  Resolution. 

The  Bill  No.  70,  An  Act  respecting  Old  Age  Pensions,  was  considered  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  progress  having  been  made  and  reported,  the  Com 
mittee  obtained  leave  to  consider  it  again  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House.

4.  That   any  of  the  boats   now   operated   by  the   Canadian   Government 
Merchant  Marine,  Limited,  may  be  transferred  to  the  Company  on  a  reasonable 
valuation  and  on  terms  to  be  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and  if 
transferred  to  be  operated  by  individual  companies,  such  companies  shall  issue 
to  the  Company  all  their  capital  stock  to  indemnify  the  Crown  against  liability 
in  respect  of  the  guarantee.

Mr.  Dunning  then,  by  leave  of  the  House,  presented  a  Bill,  No.  121,  An  Act 
respecting  the  Canadian  National  Railways,  and  to  provide  for  the  refunding 
of  certain  maturing  financial  obligations,  which  was  read  the  first  time,  and 
ordered  for  a  second  reading  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  House. 

The  House  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  a  proposed 
Resolution  respecting  certain  debts  due  the  Crown.

(ii)  That  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  1927,  the  stamp  tax  on  matches 
shall  be  as  follows: — 

•  On  each  package  of  matches  manufactured  or  sold three-fourths    of   one   cent   for 

each  one  hundred  matches 
or  fraction  of  one  hundred 
matches ; 
On  each  package  containing  not  more  than  sixty  and  not  less 

than   thirty   matches three-eighths  of  one   cent  per 

package ; 

On  each  package  containing  less  than  thirty  matches three-sixteenths    of    one    cent 

per  package. 

(iii)  That  from  and  after  the  sixth  day  of  July,  1927,  the  following  stamp 
taxes  be  abolished,  namely, — 

On  advances  made  by  a  bank,  as  imposed  by  paragraphs  (c),  (d),  and  (e)- 
of  subsection  three  of  section  twelve  of  the  said  Act; 

On  overdrafts,  as  imposed  by  paragraphs   (/)   and   (g)   of  said  subsection 
three ; 

On  advances  by  any  person  not  being  a  bank,  as  imposed  by  subsection  19 
of  said  section  twelve. 

2.  That  the  rate  of  consumption  or  sales  tax  be  reduced  to  four  per  cent 
and  that  any  enactment  which  may  be  founded  on  this  Resolution  number  two 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  come  into  force  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  February, 
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1927,  and  to  have  applied  to  goods  imported  or  taken  out  of  warehouse  on  and 
after  that  date,  and  to  have  applied  to  goods  previously  imported  for  which 
no  entry  for  consumption  was  made  before  that  date. 

3.  That  said  section  nineteen  BBB  be  further  amended  by  providing  that, 
for  the  purposes  of  the  said  section,  printers,  publishers,  lithographers  and 
engravers  shall  be  regarded  as  producers  or  manufacturers,  and  that  any  enact 
ment  which  may  be  founded  on  this  Resolution  number  three  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  come  into  force  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  February,  1927.

The  question  being  put  by  Mr.  Speaker:  shall  the  ruling  of  the  Chairman 
be  confirmed;  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative,  on  the  following  division: —

Mr.  Robb  then,  by  leave  of  the  House,  presented  a  Bill,  No.  150,  An  Act  to 
amend  The  Income  War  Tax  Act,  1917,  whic'a  was  read  a  first  and  a  second 
time,  considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  progress  having  been  made 
and  reported,  the  Committee  obtained  leave  to  consider  it  again  at  the  next 
sitting  of  the  House. 

By  leave  of  the  House,  Mr.  Lapointf  moved, — That  the  House  do  now 
return  to  Routine  Proceedings;  which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Speaker  then  presented  the  following  Report;— 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
APPOINTED  TO  REVISE  THE  RULES  OF 
THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

The  Special  Coinmittee  appointed  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  revising  the  Standing  Orders,  usually 
called  the  Rules  of  the  House,  has  the  honour  to  report 
that  the  Committee  has  considered  all  the  said  Rules 
and  agreed  to  certain  amendments  drafted  with  the 
view  of  conducting  the  public  business  with  improved 
regularity  and  despatch.  Some  of  the  rules  have  become 
obsolete  by  the  inclusion  of  certain  provisions  in  the 
Dominion  Elections  and  Civil  Service  Acts;  others  were 
passed  under  conditions  which  do  not  exist  to-day. 

Your  Committee  has  adhered  to  the  principle  that  the 
greatest  freedom  be  allowed  the  House  in  both  its  debate 
and  proceedings.  Factors  tending  to  restrict  liberty  have 
been  eliminated.  The  tendency  has  been  to  reduce  the 
number  of  standing  orders  and  to  make  them  clearer,  with 
the  object  that  only  absolutely  necessary  rules  be  in  force, 
so  that  the  House  will  be  more  particularly  guided  by  the 
general  principles  followed  in  British  legislative  assemblies 
and  familiar  to  parliamentarians  in  Great  Britain  and  the 
self-governing  Dominions.

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RULE  1 
General  Rule 

In  all  cases  not  provided  for  hereinafter  or  by  Sessional  or  other 
Orders,  the  rules,  usages  and  forms  of  proceeding  of  the  House  of  Com 
mons  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  in  force  on  the 
first  day  of  July,  1867,  shall  be  followed. 

This  Rule  prevents  the  House  from  accepting  in  unprovided 
cases  the  practice  followed  in  Great  Britain  since  the  first  of 
July,  1867.  There  is  no  valid  reason  why  English  precedents, 
where  Canadian  ones  do  not  exist,  should  not  be  accepted 
irrespective  of  the  dates  at  which  they  were  established.  The 
rule  goes  too  far  inasmuch  as  it  compels  the  House  to  follow 
the  British  rules  in  force  prior  to  1867.  It  is  somewhat  difficult 
to  be  governed  in  any  case  by  the  rules  of  the  British  Parlia 
ment,  as  they  do  not  always  suit  our  conditions,  whilst  there  is 
a  better  scope  for  meeting  all  requirements  in  accepting  as  guides 
its  customs  and  usages. 

RULE  2 
Sittings  o/  the  House 

The  time  set  for  the  House  to  meet  on  Wednesday,  namely, 
two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  does  not  seem  to  be  warranted  by 
necessity  or  by  any  other  consideration.  The  last  two  Parlia 
ments  have  not  followed  this  rule  but  have  always  adopted  a 
motion  for  meeting  at  three  o'clock  on  that  day  as  well  as  on 
any  other  day.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  following 
words  be  struck  out: — 

"  except    Wednesday,   when   the   time    of   meeting   shall    be    two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon." 

Adjournment  at  11  o'clock  p.m. 

Late  sittings  at  night  are  injurious  to  the  members'  health 
and  do  not  materially  shorten  the  sessions.  They  have  been 
considerably  curtailed  in  England.  Members  of  Parliament 
have  to  dispose  of  a  heavy  correspondence,  attend  committees 
and  call  on  departments  in  the  interest  of  their  constituents, 
and  they  should  not  be  forced  to  sit  up  until  the  early  hours 
of  the  morning.

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RULE  10 

Select  Standing  Committees 

(1)  At  the  commencement  of  each  session  a  Special  Committee, 
consisting  of  five  Members,  shall  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
prepare  and  report,  with  all  convenient  speed,  Lists  of  Members  to 
compose  the  Select  Standing  Committees  of  the  House,  for  the  following 
purposes : — • 

On  Privileges  and  Elections. 

On  Railways,  Canals  and  Telegraph  Lines. 

On  Miscellaneous  Private  Bills. 

On  Standing  Orders. 

On  Printing,  to  act  as  Members  on  the  part  of  this  House  on  the 
Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  on  the  subject  of  the  Printing  of 
Parliament. 

On  Public  Accounts. 

On  Banking  and  Commerce. 

On  Agriculture  and  Colonization. 

On  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

On  Mines  and  Minerals. 

On  Forests,  Waterways  and  Water-powers. 

To  supervise  the  Official  Reports  of  the  Debates  of  the  House. 

On  the  Library  of  Parliament,  to  assist  Mr.  Speaker,  so  far  as  the 
interests  of  this  House  are  concerned,  and  to  act  as  Members  of 
the  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  on  the  Library. 

For  many  reasons,  the  number  of  members  placed  on  each 
of  the  standing  committees,  as  at  present  constituted,  is  un 
doubtedly  too  large  to  obtain  satisfactory  results.  This  also 
places  a  great  burden  upon  some  members,  who  may  belong  to  as 
many  as  four  or  five  standing  committees,  not  to  mention  special 
committees. 

It  was  the  practice  at  one  time  in  the  British  House  of 
Commons  to  have  very  large  committees,  but  the  system  proved 
to  be  so  unwieldy  and  the  results  so  unsatisfactory  as  a  whole 
that  it  was  decided  to  reduce  the  membership  of  all  committees 
to  a  very  considerable  extent. 

The  Committees  on  Railway,  Canals  and  Telegraph  Lines, 
Miscellaneous  Private  Bills  and  Banking  and  Commerce  deal 
almost  exclusively  with  Private  Bills  (though  Public  Bills  of  a 
somewhat  similar  nature  are  occasionally  referred  to  them)  and 
there  is  not  the  same  necessity  for  the  regular  attendance  of 
members  at  every  sitting  as  would  be  desirable  in  cases  where 
a  committee  is  considering  a  special  subject  which  requires  the 
careful  attention  of  members  from  day  to  day  through  a  more 
or  less  extended  period.  The  various  bills  referred  have  no 
connection  with  one  another,  and  the  consideration  of  any  one 
bill  rarely  extends  beyond  one  sitting  of  the  Committee.  The 
membership,  therefore,  might  be  somewhat  larger  than  other 
committees. 

As  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Colonization 
usually  consists  of  listening  to  prepared  lectures  on  agriculture, 
horticulture,  or  other  kindred  subjects,  and  as  they  rarely  have 
any  controversial  matter  before  them,  and  as  the  meetings  of  the 
Committee,  as  in  the  case  of  all  other  committees,  are  open  to 
all  members  of  the  House,  it  is  suggested  that  a  Committee  of 
60  members  would  be  more  efficient  to  prepare  the  necessary 
program  for  the  session,  as  well  as  deal  intelligently  and  effect 
ively  with  any  special  matters  which  might  at  any  time  be 
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Special 
Committees.

AMENDED  RULE  11 

(1)  No  Special  Committee  may,  without  leave  of  the 
House,  consist  of  more  than  fifteen  members;  such  leave 
shall  not  be  moved  for  without  notice;  and  in  the  case  of  mem 
bers  proposed  to  be  added  or  substituted,  after  the  first  appoint 
ment  of  the  Committee,  the  notice  shall  include  the  names 
of  the  members  proposed  to  be  added  or  substituted. 

(2)  It  shall  always  be  understood  that  no  member  who 
declares  or  decides  against  the  principle  of   a  bill,  resolu 
tion,  or  matter  to  be  committed,  can  be  nominated  of  such 
committee. 

(3)  A  majority  of  the  members  of  a  Special  Committee 
shall  be  a  quorum,  unless  the  House  has  otherwise  ordered. 

RULE  12. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  Rule  12  be  transferred 
to  Rule  11  as  section  3. 

AMENDED  RULE  15 

A  motion  that  the  Chairman  leave  the  chair  is  always  in 
order,  shall  take  precedence  of  any  other  motion,  and  shall 
not  be  debatable. 

Such  motion,  if  rejected,  cannot  be  renewed  unless  some 
intermediate  proceeding  has  taken  place. 

AMENDED  RULE  17A 

The  following  motions  are  debatable:— 

(a)  Every  motion  standing  on  the  order  of  proceedings 
for  the  day,  except  Government  Notices  of  Motion  for 
the  House  to  go  into  Committee  at  a  later  date,  or 

(b)  for  the  concurrence  in  a  report  of  a  standing  or  special 
committee,  or 

(c)  for  the  previous  question,  or 

(d)  for  the  second  reading  of  a  bill,  or 

(e)  for  the  third  reading  of  a  bill,  or 

(f)  f°r  the  consideration  of  Senate  amendments  to  House 
of  Commons  Bills,  or 

(0)  for  a  conference  with  the  Senate,  or 

(h)  for  the  adjournment  of  the  House  when  made  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  a  definite  matter  of  urgent 
public  importance,  or 

(1)  for  the  adoption  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  or  of 
Supply,   or  of  Ways  and  Means,   of    the   resolution 
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referred  to  them.  The  present  membership  of  105,  with  a 
quorum  of  12,  might,  therefore,  be  reduced  to  one  of  60,  with  a 
quorum  of  20. 

The  lists  of  members  belonging  to  standing  committees  have 
been  so  re-arranged  as  to  make  the  total  membership  consist  of 
490,  which  is  double  the  membership  of  the  House.  Under  this 
re-arrangement  each  member  may  belong  to  two  committees. 

RULE  11 

Select  Special  Committees 

No  special  Committee  may,  without  leave  of  the  House,  consist  of 
more  than  fifteen  Members,  and  the  mover  may  submit  the  names  to 
form  the  committee,  unless  objected  to  by  five  Members;  if  objected  to, 
the  House  may  name  the  committee  in  the  following  manner: — each 
Member  to  name  one,  and  those  who  have  most  voices,  with  the  mover, 
shall  form  the  same;  but  it  shall  always  be  understood  that  no  Member 
who  declares  or  decides  against  the  principle  or  substances  of  a  bill, 
resolution,  or  matter  to  be  committed,  can  be  nominated  of  such  com 
mittee. 

This  Rule  provides  a  peculiar  procedure  for  the  appointment 
of  a  Special  Committee,  viz.,  that,  in  case  any  objection  is 
raised,  the  Clerk  will  call  out  in  alphabetical  order  the  members 
and  each  will  immediately  reply  with  the  name  of  the  member 
he  votes  for.  It  was  only  followed  three  times  since  Con 
federation.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  valuable  reason 
for  appointing  a  Special  Committee  of  more  than  fifteen  mem 
bers  by  following  such  a  complicated  procedure. 

RULE  15 

Motion  to  Leave  the  Chair 

A  motion  that  the  Chairman  leave  the  chair  is  always  in  order,  and 
shall  take  precedence  of  any  other  motion. 

In  order  to  avoid  all  doubt,  it  is  suggested  to  add  at  the  end 
of  this  rule: — "and  shall  not  be  debatable." 

RULE  17A 
Debatable  Motions. 

Every  motion  heretofore  debatable  made  upon  routine  proceedings, 
except  adjournment  Motions  and  every  Motion  standing  on  the  order  of 
the  proceedings  for  the  day,  or  for  the  concurrence  in  a  report  of  a 
standing  or  special  Committee,  or  for  the  previous  question  or  for  the 
Third  Reading  of  a  Bill,  or  for  the  adjournment  of  the  House  when  made 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  definite  matter  of  urgent  public  importance, 
or  for  the  adoption,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  or  of  Supply,  or  of  Ways 
and  Means,  of  the  resolution,  clause,  section,  preamble  or  title  under 
consideration  shall  be  debatable;  but  all  other  Motions  shall  be  decided 
without  debate  or  amendment. 

This  Rule  provides  that  all  motions  standing  on  the  order 
of  proceedings  for  the  day,  without  distinction,  whether  they 
appear  under  the  title  of  Government  Notices  of  Motions, 
private  members'  Notices  of  Motions,  Government  Orders  or 
Public  or  Private  Bills  may  be  debated  and,  in  addition,  it 
enumerates  a  few  other  motions  which  may  also  be  debated 
in  all  cases.  Among  these  are  the  concurrence  in  standing 
and  special  committee  reports,  the  previous  question,  the  third 
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clause,  section,  preamble  or  title  under  consideration,  or 
(j )  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  or 
(k)  for  reference  to  a  committee  of  a  report  or  any  return 

laid  on  the  table  of  the  House,  or 
(I)  for  the  suspension  of  any  rule  of  the  House,  or 
(m)  such  other  motion,  made  upon  routine  proceedings,  as 
may  be  required  for  the  observance  of  the  proprieties  of 
the  House,  the  maintenance  of  its  authority,  the  appoint 
ment  or  conduct  of  its  officers,   the  management  of  its 
business,  the  arrangements  of  its  proceedings,  the  correct 
ness  of  its  records,  the  fixing  of  its  sitting  days  or  the 
times  of  its  meeting  or  adjournment. 

All   other  motions,  including  adjournment  motions,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate  or  amendment. 

AMENDED  RULE  13 

(1)  A  Chairman  of  Committees  who  shall  also  be  Deputy 
Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  elected  at  the  commencement 
of  every  parliament,  as  soon  as  an  Address  has  been  agreed 
to  in  answer  to  His  Excellency's  Speech;  and  the  member 
so  elected  shall,  if  in  his  place  in  the  House,  take  the  chair 

Speaker.  of  all  Committees  of  the  Whole,  including  the  Committees 
of  Supply  and  Ways  and  Means,  in  accordance  with  the 
usages  which  regulate  the  duties  of  a  similar  officer,  gene 
rally  designated  the  Chairman  of  the  Committees  of  Ways 
and  Means,  in  the  House  of  Commons  of  England. 

(2)  The  member  elected  to  serve  as  Deputy  Speaker  and 
Chairman  of  Committees  shall  be  required  to  possess  the 
full  and  practical  knowledge  of  the  language  which  is  not 
that  of  the  Speaker  for  the  time  being. 

(3)  The  member  so  elected  as  Deputy  Speaker  and  Chair 
man  of  Committees  shall  continue  to  act  in  that  capacity 
until  the  end  of  the  Parliament  for  which  he  is  elected,  and 
in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise, 
the  House  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  elect  a  successor.

It  has  also  been  found  necessary  to 
give  a  few  examples  of  the  routine  motions  which  will  come 
under  this  order.

(1)  A  Chairman  of*  Committees  of  the  House  shall  be  elected  at  the 
commencement  of  every  Parliament,  as  soon,  as  an  Address  has  been  agreed 
to  in  answer  to  His  Excellency's  Speech;  and  the  Member  so  elected  shall, 
if  in  his  place  in  the  House,  take  the   Chair  of  all  Committees  of  the 
Whole,  including   the   Committees  of  Supply  and  Ways  and   Means,   in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  usages  which  regulate  the  duties  of  a  similar 
officer,  generally  designated  the  Chairman  of  the   Committees  of  Ways 
and  Means,  in  the  House  of  Commons  of  England. 

(2)  The  Member  elected  to  serve  as  Deputy  Speaker  and  Chairman 
of  Committees  shall  be  required  to  possess  the  full  and  practical  knowledge 
of  the  language  which  is  not  that  of  the  Speaker  for  the  time  being. 

(3)  The  Member  so  elected  Chairman  of  Committees  shall  continue 
to  act  in  that  capacity  until  the  end  of  the  Parliament  for  which  he  is 
elected,  and  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise, 
the  House  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  elect  a  successor. 

(4)  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  Committees  of  the  House,  ths 
Speaker  may,  in  forming  a  Committee  of  the  whole  House,  before  leaving 
the  chair  appoint  any  Member  Chairman  of  the  Committee.     The  Rules 
of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of  the  whole  House  so 
far  as  may  be  applicable,  except  the  rules  as  to  the  seconding  of  motions 
and  limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking.    B.  p.  174. 

(5)  Speeches  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  must  be  strictly  relevant 
to  the  item  or  clause  under  consideration. 


It  is  suggested  to  describe  the  officer  named  in  this  Rule  as  the 
Deputy  Speaker  and  Chairman  of  Committees.  The  last  sentence 
in  section  4  and  section  5  should  be  taken  out  of  this  rule  and 
made  part  of  Rule  14.

This  rule  seems  to  state  that  a  member  may  be  called  to 
order  by  another  member  as  well  as  by  the  Speaker,  and,  more 
over,  it  is  somewhat  negligently  drafted,  as  the  word  "order" 
appears  five  times  in  three  short  sentences. 

The  word  "tedious"  has  been  struck  out  in  the  second  para 
graph  and  provision  has  been  added  for  the  Speaker  to  name  a 
member  who  persists  in  irrelevance  and  repetition. 

The  provision  for  an  appeal  from  the  Speaker's  decision  has 
been  struck  out  as  it  was  already  covered  by  Rule  5  which  has 
been  embodied  in  Amended  Rule  23.

The  evident  object  here  is  to  compel  a  member  to  give  notice 
of  a  question  which  he  wishes  to  place  on  the  Order  Paper.  It 
is  therefore  suggested  to  make  a  slight  change  so  as  to  remove 
all  doubts.  The  words  objected  to  will  be  replaced  by  the  words: 
"  or  for  placing  a  question  on  the  Order  Paper." 

The  time  for  handing  these  questions  to  the  Clerk  is  extended 
from  five  to  six  o'clock. 

RULE  41 
Motion  without  Notice 

A  motion  may  be  made  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  House,  without 
previous  notice. 

The  unanimous  consent  of  the  House  is  usually  granted  with 
such  readiness  and  so  little  opposition  that  in  many  cases 
motions  are  passed  before  the  House  has  had  time  to  understand 
them.  Members  are  asked  to  waive  notice  and  rules  are  sus 
pended  without  the  members  realizing  that  some  questions  in 
which  they  may  be  keenly  interested  are  being  considered.  A 
satisfactory  explanation  should  be  given  by  the  member  who 
wishes  to  secure  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  House.

The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  expression  "  to 
commit  "  is  too  technical  and  the  words  "  to  refer  a  bill,  resolu 
tion  or  any  question  to  the  Committees  of  the  Whole,  or  any 
Standing  or  Special  Committee "  are  more  easily  understood 
and  should  be  used  in  this  rule. 

RULE  50 
Bills  relating  to  Trade 

No  bill  relating  to  trade,  or  the  alteration  of  the  laws  concerning 
trade,,  is  to  be  brought  into  this  House,  until  the  proposition  shall  have 
been  first  considered  in  a  committee  of  the  whole  House,  and  agreed 
unto  by  the  House. 

This  rule  seems  useless  and  tends  to  encourage  repetition  of  argument 
in  d'ebate.  There  was  a  similar  standing  order  in  the  British  House  but 
it  was  repealed  in  1888.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Law  Clerk  of  the  House  to  revise,  print 
and  put  marginal  notes  upon  all  bills;  to  revise  before  the  third  reading 
all  amendments  made  by  Select  Committees,  or  in  Committees  of  the 
Whole;  and  to  report  to  the  several  Chairmen  of  the  various  Select  Com 
mittees,  when  requested  so  to  do,  any  provisions  in  private  bills  which 
are  at  variance  with  general  Acts  on  the  subjects  to  which  such  bills 
relate  or  with  the  usual  provisions  of  private  Acts  on  similar  subjects,  and 
any  provisions  deserving  of  special  attention.

The  practice  followed  for  consideration  of  Private  Members' 
Notices  of  Motion  has  given  rise  to  some  slight  abuse.  As 
there  are  only  about  twelve  private  members'  days  in  a  whole 
session,  it  is  impossible  for  many  members  to  get  a  hearing 
on  those  days.  If  a  member  has  three  or  four  Notices  of 
Motions  standing  in  his  name,  he  takes  the  greater  part  of  the 
allotted  time  for  himself  thereby  preventing  other  members 
from  proceeding  with  their  own  resolutions.  Many  of  the 
questions  thus  brought  up  are  merely  technical  and  lead  to 
no  particular  conclusions.  In  Great  Britain  no  notice  can  be 
given  for  a  period  beyond  four  sitting  days  of  the  House. 
The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  some  restriction  should 
be  imposed  in  regard  to  the  number  of  notices  that  each  member 
may  place  on  the  Order  Paper.

Amendments  on  Going  into  Supply  or  Ways  and  Means 

Amendments  Only  one  amendment  and  one  sub-amendment  may  be 
to  leave0"  made  to  a  motion  for  the  Speaker  to  leave  the  Chair  for  the 
the  Chair.  House  to  go  into  Committee  of  Supply  or  Ways  and  Means. 
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Amendments  on  Going  into  Supply  or  Ways  and  Means 

Your  Committee  has  also  seriously  considered  the  question  of 
allowing  more  than  one  amendment  to  be  moved  to  the  motion 
that  the  Speaker  leave  the  Chair  for  the  House  to  go  into 
Committee  of  Supply.  Our  Speakers,  since  Confederation 
have  persistently  decided  that  the  one  amendment  allowed 
cannot  be  amended.  This  doctrine  is  not  in  accordance  with 
British  practice,  as  may  be  ascertained  by  referring  to  Volume 
134  of  the  British  Journals,  dated  April  4,  1879,  where  two 
sub-amendments  to  such  a  motion  were  voted  on,  the  second 
one  having  been  proposed  after  the  first  one  had  been  passed 
in  the  negative.  The  principle  is  sound.  The  reasons  given 
by  a  member  for  the  Speaker  not  to  leave  the  chair  may  only 
be  acceptable  to  another  member  if  modified  to  a  certain 
extent,  and  the  only  way  to  modify  it  is  to  amend  the  pro 
posed  amendment.  But,  of  course,  only  one  main  amendment 
may  be  moved,  because,  by  voting  it  down,  the  House  decides 
that  the  Speaker  must  leave  the  chair,  and  he  actually  has 
to  leave  it;  whereas  in  adopting  the  main  amendment  the  House 
decides  that  the  Speaker  shall  not  "  now "  leave  the  chair, 
meaning  that  it  will  not  go  in  Supply.  Whatever  may  be  the 
vote  on  the  main  amendment,  in  either  case  the  question  is 
finally  settled  and  there  is  no  possibility  of  proposing  another 
amendment.  In  other  words,  there  is  nothing  left  to  amend. 

Your  Committee,  after  mature  consideration,  recommends 
that  only  one  amendment  be  allowed  to  the  amendment  that 
the  Speaker  leave  the  chair  for  the  House  to  resolve  itself 
into  Committee  of  Supply  or  Ways  and  Means.

With  regard  to  the  first  and  second  proposals,  it  has  been 
found  somewhat  difficult  to  enforce  this  Rule  as  it  stands.  The 
intention  is  to  make  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  House 
the  last  day  upon  which  private  bills  may  be  filed  without  an 
extra  charge,  instead  of  the  eighth  day  before  the  House  meets. 
The  third  proposal  has  the  effect  of  reducing  the  maximum  charge 
for  late  filing  of  a  Bill.  Promoters  will  not  pay  as  high  as 
two  hundred  dollars  for  late  filing  of  a  Bill,  preferring  to  intro 
duce  their  Bills  in  the  Senate  where  no  such  fine  is  imposed.

If  the  works  of  any  company 
(incorporated,  or  to  be  incorporated)  are  to  be  declared  to  be  for  the 
general  advantage  of  Canada,  such  intention  shall  be  specifically  men 
tioned  in  the  notice;  and  the  applicants  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  notice 
to  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  each  county  or  municipality 
which  may  be  specially  affected  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  such 
works,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  in  which  such  works 
are,  or  may  be  located;  and  proof  of  compliance  with  this  requirement 
by  the  applicants  shall  be  established  by  statutory  declaration. 

It  is  proposed  to  amend  this  Rule  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"located"  in  the  second  line  from  the  end  the  substance  of  sub 
section  (d)  of  this  Rule,  as  follows:— 

"Every  such  notice  sent  by  registered  letter  shall  be  mailed  in  time 
to  reach  its  destination  not  later  than  two  weeks  before  the  consideration 
of  the  proposed  bill  by  the  committee  to  which  it  may  be  referred."

(3)  Where  a  private  bill  amends  any  section,  subsection 
or  paragraph  of  an  existing  Act,   such  section,   subsection 
or  paragraph  shall  be  repealed  in  the  text  of  the  bill  and 
re-enacted  as  proposed  to  be  amended,  the  new  matter  being 
indicated    by    under   lining;  and  the    section,    subsection    or 
paragraph  ivhich  is  to  be  so  repealed,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is 
essential,  shall  be  printed  in  the  right  hand  page  opposite 
such  section,  subsection  or  paragraph.

There  are  many  applications  at  the  present  time  for  the  con 
struction  of  branch  lines  and  the  present  Rule  does  not  provide 
for  them.

(b)  An  exhibit  showing  the  total  amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be 
raised  for  the  purpose  of  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  whether  by  ordinary  shares,  bonds,  deben 
tures,  or  other  securities,  and  the  amount  of  each,  respectively.

RULE  96  (1) 
Examination  of  Petitions 

96.  (1)  There  shall  be  an  examiner  of  petitions  for  private  'bills?- 

It  is  proposed  to  change  this  to  read:— 

"The  Chief  Clerk  of  Private  Bills  shall  be  the  Examiner  of  Petitions 
for  Private  Bills." 

There  was  no  Chief  Clerk  when  the  present  rule  was  adopted, 
and  as  the  Examiner  is  directly  responsible  to  the  House  for  his 
reports,  it  would  not  be  conducive  to  good  discipline  in  the  Branch 
if  a  subordinate  officer  were  in  a  position  to  act  independently 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Branch. 

RULE  96  (2) 

(2)  Petitions  for  private  bills,  when  received  by  the  House,  are  to 
be  taken,  into  consideration  by  the  examiner  who  shall  report  to  the 
House  in  each  case  the  extent  to  which  the  requirements  of  the  Rules 
regarding  notice  have  been  complied  with;  and  in  every  case  where  the 
notice  is  reported  by  the  examiner  to  have  been  insufficient  or  otherwise 
defective,  the  petition  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  without  special 
reference  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  who  shall  report  to  the 
House  recommending  the  course  to  be  taken  in  consequence  of  such 
insufficiency  of  notice  or  other  defects  therein. 

The  proposed  amendment  mainly  provides  for  cases  where  the 
Examiner  cannot  determine  to  his  own  satisfaction  that  the 
requirements  of  the  rule  as  to  due  publication  of  notice  have  been 
complied  with.  The  suggested  provision  is  taken  from  the  English 
practice.  The  other  suggested  amendments  are  merely  to  clarify 
the  meaning  of  the  present  rule.  The  new  matter  in  this  proposed 
amendment  is  printed  in  italics. 

RULE  98 . 

Suspension  of  Rules 

98.  No  motion  for  the  suspension  of  the  rules  upon  any  petition  for 
a  private  bill  will  be  entertained,  unless  the  same  has  been  reported  upon 
by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  and  the  committee  in  its  report 
shall  state  the  grounds  for  recommending  such  suspension. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  words  "the  rules  upon  any"  in  line  one 
shall  be  changed  to  read  "any  rule  respecting  a." 

A  motion  to  suspend  a  single  Rule  is  more  likely  to  be  made 
than  one  suspending  several  Rules.

Report  by  Examiner  of  Private  Bills. 

102.  Before  any  private  bill  is  considered  by  the  committee  to  which 
it  may  be  referred,  a  report  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  committee  by 
the  Examiner  of  Private  Bills,  stating  that  he  has  examined  the  same, 
and  has  noted,  opposite  each  section,  any  variations  from  the  provisions 
contained  in  "the   Model  Bill ;   and,  to  insure  uniformity,  the   Examiner 
shall  revise  and  certify  every  private  bill  passed  by  the  committees,  and 
the  reports  thereon,  before  they  are  presented  to  the  House. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  rule  be  rescinded  as  it  is  unneces 
sary,  not  being  in  accord  with  the  present  methods,  the  Chief 
Clerk  of  Private  Bills  being  now  responsible  for  the  performance 
of  any  duties  of  all  like  nature.

^  This  rule  is  obsolete  and  might  be  rescinded.  All  Private  Bill 
Committees  have  power  under  their  Orders  of  Reference  to  send 
for  persons  and  papers,  and  can  in  that  way  obtain  any  informa 
tion  which  may  be  required. 

RULE  106 

Provision  Not  Covered  by  Notice 

106.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  which  any  private  bill  may  be 
referred  by  the  House,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  House  specially  to  any 
provision  inserted  in  such  bill  that  does  not  appear  to  have  been  con 
templated  in  the  notice  or  petition  for  the  same,  as  reported  upon  by 
the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

It  is  suggested  to  amend  this  rule  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"upon"  in  the  second  to  last  line  the  words  "by  the  Examiner  of 
Petitions  or,"  and  to  add  to  the  end  of  the  Rule  the  following:— 
"and  any  Private  Bill  so  reported  shall  not  be  placed  on  the  Order  Paper 
for  consideration  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  until  a  Report  has  been 
made  by  the  said  Examiner  as  to  the  sufficiency  or  otherwise  of  the  notice 
to  cover  such  provisions." 

This  proposed  amendment  is  intended  to  give  logical  effect  to 
the  special  report  of  the  Committee.

107.  The  Committee  to  which  a  private  bill  may  have  been  referred, 
shall  report  the  same  to  the  House,  in  every  case ;  and  when  any  material 
alteration  has  been  made  in  the  preamble   of  the   bill,  such  alteration, 
and  the  reasons  for  the  same,  are  to  be  stated  in  the  report.

Committee  shall  be  prepared  daily  by  the  Chief  Clerk  of 
Private  Bills,  specifying  the  Committee  to  which  each  bill  has 
been  referred  and  the  date  on  or  after  which  the  bill  may  be 
considered  by  such  Committee,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
hung  up  in  the  lobby.

116.  A  book  to  be  called  the  "Private  Bill  Register",  shall  be  kept, 
in  which  book  shall  be  entered  by  a  Clerk,  appointed  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  House,  to  be  called  "Registrar  of  Private  Bills,"  the  name,  description 
and  place  of  reference  of  the  parties  applying  for  the  bill,  or  of  their 
agent,  etc. 

It  is  proposed  to  amend  this  portion  of  the  rule  by  leaving  out 
the  words  "by  a  clerk  appointed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House,"  to 
be  called  Registrar  of  Private  Bills. 

The  keeping  of  the  Private  Bill  Register  is  now  one  of  the 
routine  duties  of  the  office  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Clerk  of  Private  Bills.

Lists  of  Bills  and  Petitions 

117.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  cause  lists  of  all  private  bills  and 
petitions  for  such  bills  upon  which  any  committee  is  appointed  to  sit, 
to  be  prepared  daily  by  the  clerk  of  the  committee  to  which  such  bills 
are  referred,  specifying  the  time  of  the  meeting  and  the  room  where 
the  committee  sits  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  hung  up  in  the  lobby.

Parliamentary  Agents 

118.  (1)  No  person  shall  act  as  parliamentary  agent  conducting  pro 
ceedings  before  the  House   of  Commons  or  its  committees  without  the 
express  sanction  and  authority  of  the  Speaker,  and  all  such  agents  shall 
be   personally   responsible   to    the   House    and   to   the    Speaker,   for   the 
observance    of   the   rules,    orders   and   practice    of    Parliament    and   rules 
prescribed  by  the   Speaker,  and  also  for  the   payment   of  all  fees  and 
charges. 

2.  A  list  of  such  persons  shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
and  a  copy  thereof  filed  with  the  Chief  Clerk  of  Committees. 

Liability  of  Agents. 

119.  Any  parliamentary  agent  who  wilfully  acts  in  violation  of  the 
rules  and  practice  of  Parliament  or  of  any  rules  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
Speaker,   or  who   wilfully  misconducts   himself   in   prosecuting   any   pro 
ceedings  before  Parliament,  shall  be  liable  to  an  absolute  or  temporary 
prohibition  to  practice  as  a  parliamentary  agent,  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Speaker;  provided,  that  upon  the  application  of  such  agent,  the  Speaker 
shall  state  in  writing  the  ground  for  such  prohibition. 

The  appointment  of  solicitors  as  parliamentary  agents  is  con 
sidered  a  very  serious  matter  in  all  the  great  parliaments  of  the 
world.  Members  of  the  legal  profession  may  be  accredited  before 
all  the  tribunals  of  the  country  and  yet  not  be  allowed  to  appear 
before  Parliament.  In  Great  Britain,  they  have  adopted  sixteen 
special  rules  which  may  be  found  at  pages  691,  692,  and  693,  of 
May's  13th  edition.  The  qualifications,  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  parliamentary  agents  are  therein  clearly  denned.  Time  has 
not  yet  arrived  when  we  should  have  such  rigid  regulations,  but 
there  are  two  rules  which  your  Committee  desires  to  suggest: 
first  that  these  agents  pay  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  on  receiving 
their  certificate  from  the  Speaker  and,  secondly,  that  they  be  not 
appointed  unless  they  have  some  business  before  the  House. 
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CONCLUSION 

If  the  proposed  changes  are  concurred  in  by  the  House, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  re-number  and  reprint  the  Rules. 
Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  present  report  be 
only  put  in  force  at  the  next  session  of  Parliament.

Mr.  Stewart  (Edmonton  West) ,  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council, 
laid  before  the  House, — Report  of  the  Commission  appointed  by  the  Province 
of  Alberta  to  enquire  into  matters  affecting  the  welfare  of  that  part  of  the 
Province  of  Alberta  generally  known  as  the  Tilley  East  Drought  Area,  dated 
December  8,  1926. 
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Mr.  Robb,  for  Mr.  Dunning,  by  leave  of  the  House,  introduced  a  Bill,  No. 
176,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Canadian  National  Railways  Act,  1919,  which  was 
read  the  first  time,  and  ordered  for  a  second  reading  at  the  next  sitting  of  the 
House. 

The  House  resumed  the  adjourned  Debate  on  the  proposed  motion  of  Mr. 
Chevrier,—  That  the  Bill  No.  78,  An  Act  respecting  The  Montreal,  Ottawa  and 
Georgian  Bay  Canal  Company,  be  now  read  the  second  time,  and  the  proposed 
motion  of  Mr.  Guthrie  in  amendment  thereto. 

And  the  Debate  continuing; 


Mr.  Speaker  having  arrived  in  the  House,  took  the  Chair. 


At  six  o'clock,  p.m.,  by  leave  of  the  House. — Mr.  Robb,  a  Member  of  the

That  all  the  words  after  the  word  "  Therefor  "  in  the  said  Amendment  be 
struck  out  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: — 

"  inasmuch  as  the  construction  of  the  Montreal,  Ottawa  and  Georgian  Bay 
Canal  and  the  development  of  the  water-powers  incident  thereto  are  essentially 
of  the  nature  of  public  utilities, 

"  That  these  undertakings,  including  the  development  of  all  works  for  water- 
powers  or  otherwise  on  the  Ottawa  River,  Mattawa  River  and  French  River, 
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if  not  within  the  class  of  works  which  have  been  declared  for  the  general  advan 
tage  of  Canada  or  for  the  advantage  of  two  or  more  provinces  under  the  Statute 
of  1870,  shall  be  so  declared, 

"  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  House  that  such  natural  resources  should  not  be 
alienated, 

"  And  also,  that  no  further  leases  or  extensions  of  leases  on  the  Ottawa 
River,  Mattawa  River  and  French  River  should  be  granted  without  the  consent 
of  Parliament, 

"  That  all  existing  rights,  claims  and  leases  in  private  hands,  as  affecting  the 
Ottawa  River,  Mattawa  River  and  French  River,  with  the  exception  of  those 
power  sites  already  fully  developed,  should  be  recovered  for  the  general  benefit 
of  the  people  of  Canada, 

"  And  further,  that  this  House  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  developments  on 
the  Ottawa  River,  Mattawa  River  and  French  River  should  be  taken  over  by 
the  Government  of  Canada  as  part  of  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  supplying 
of  navigation  facilities  and  hydro-electric  power  to  the  people  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  at  the  lowest  possible  cost,'' 

Mr.  Speaker  ruled  the  said  amendment  to  the  amendment  out  of  Order  on 
the  ground  that  questions  of  public  policy  could  not  be  interjected  into  private 
Bills  on  their  second  reading. 

And  the  Debate  still  continuing,  the  said  Debate  was  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Bennett,  adjourned.

Resolution  to  be  reported. 

The  said  Resolution  was  reported,  read  the  second  time  and  concurred  in, 

Mr.  Dunning  then,  by  leave  of  the  House,  presented  a  Bill,  No.  178,  An 
Act  to  amend  an  Act  respecting  the  Construction  of  a  Canadian  National  Rail 
way  Line,  being  a  joint  section  from  Rosedale  southeasterly  in  the  Province  of 
Alberta,  which  was  read  a  first  and  a  second  time,  and  referred  to  the  Select 
Standing  Committee  on  Railways,  Canals  and  Telegraph  Lines. 

The  Bill  No.  176,  An  Act  to  amend  the  Canadian  National  Railways  Act, 
1919,  was  read  the  second  time,  considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  reported 
without  amendment,  read  the  third  time  and  passed. 

The  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  revising  the  Standing  Orders  usually  called  the  Rules  of  the  House,  was  again 
considered  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  reported  with  amendments,  considered 
as  amended,  and  concurred  in,  on  division,  as  follows: — 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
APPOINTED  TO  REVISE  THE  RULES  OF 
THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  revising  the  Standing  Orders,  usually 
called  the  Rules  of  the  House,  has  the  honour  to  report 
that  the  Committee  has  considered  all  the  said  Rules 
and  agreed  to  certain  amendments  drafted  with  the 
view  of  Conducting  the  public  business  with  improved 
regularity  and  despatch.  Some  of  the  rules  have  become 
obsolete  by  the  inclusion  of  certain  provisions  in  the 
Dominion  Elections  and  Civil  Service  Acts;  others  were 
passed  under  conditions  which  do  not  exist  to-day. 

Your  Committee  has  adhered  to  the  principle  that  the 
greatest  freedom  be  allowed  the  House  in  both  its  debate 
and  proceedings.  Factors  tending  to  restrict  liberty  have 
been  eliminated.  The  tendency  has  been  to  reduce  the 
number  of  standing  orders  and  to  make  them  clearer,  with 
the  object  that  only  absolutely  necessary  rules  be  in  force, 
so  that  the  House  will  be  more  particularly  guided  by  the 
general  principles  followed  in  British  legislative  assemblies 
and  familiar  to  parliamentarians  in  Great  Britain  and  the 
self-governing  Dominions.

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RULE  1 
General  Rule 

In  all  cases  not  provided  for  hereinafter  or  by  Sessional  or  other 
Orders,  the  rules,  usages  and  forms  of  proceeding  of  the  House  of  Com 
mons  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  in  force  on  the 
first  day  of  July,  1867,  shall  be  followed. 

This  Rule  prevents  the  House  from  accepting  in  unprovided 
cases  the  practice  followed  in  Great  Britain  since  the  first  of 
July,  1867.  There  is  no  valid  reason  why  English  precedents, 
where  Canadian  ones  do  not  exist,  should  not  be  accepted 
irrespective  of  the  dates  at  which  they  were  established.  The 
rule  goes  too  far  inasmuch  as  it  compels  the  House  to  follow 
the  British  rules  in  force  prior  to  1867.  It  is  somewhat  difficult 
to  be  governed  in  any  case  by  the  rules  of  the  British  Parlia 
ment,  as  they  do  not  always  suit  our  conditions,  whilst  there  is 
a  better  scope  for  meeting  all  requirements  in  accepting  as  guides 
its  customs  and  usages. 

RULE  2 
'Sittings  of  the  House 

The  time  set  for  the  House  to  meet  on  Wednesday,  namely, 
two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  does  not  seem  to  be  warranted  by 
necessity  or  by  any  other  consideration.  The  last  two  Parlia 
ments  have  not  followed  this  rule  but  have  always  adopted  a 
motion  for  meeting  at  three  o'clock  on  that  day  as  well  as  on 
any  other  day.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  following 
words  be  struck  out: — 

"  except    Wednesday,   when   the    time    of    meeting   shall    be    two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon." 


Adjournment  at  11  o'clock  p.m. 

Late  sittings  at  night  are  injurious  to  the  members'  health 
and  do  not  materially  shorten  the  sessions.  They  have  been 
considerably  curtailed  in  England.  Members  of  Parliament 
have  to  dispose  of  a  heavy  correspondence,  attend  committees 
and  call  on  departments  in  the  interest  of  their  constituents, 
and  they  should  not  be  forced  to  sit  up  until  the  early  hours 
of  the  morning.

Parliament. 

On  Public  Accounts. 

On  Banking  and  Commerce. 

On  Agriculture  and  Colonization. 

On  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

On  Mines  and  Minerals. 

On  Forests,  Waterways  and  Water-powers. 

To  supervise  the  Official  Reports  of  the  Debates  of  the  House. 

On  the  Library  of  Parliament,  to  assist  Mr.  Speaker,  so  far  as  the 
interests  of  this  House  are  concerned1,  and  to  act  as  Members  of 
the  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  on  the  Library. 

For  many  reasons,  the  number  of  members  placed  on  each 
of  the  standing  committees,  as  at  present  constituted,  is  un 
doubtedly  too  large  to  obtain  satisfactory  results.  This  also 
places  a  great  burden  upon  some  members,  who  may  belong  to  as 
many  as  four  or  five  standing  committees,  not  to  mention  special 
committees. 

It  was  the  practice  at  one  time  in  the  British  House  of 
Commons  to  have  very  large  committees,  but  the  system  proved 
to  be  so  unwieldy  and  the  results  so  unsatisfactory  as  a  whole 
that  it  was  decided  to  reduce  the  membership  of  all  committees 
to  a  very  considerable  extent. 

The  Committees  on  Railway,  Canals  and  Telegraph  Lines, 
Miscellaneous  Private  Bills  and  Banking  and  Commerce  deal 
almost  exclusively  with  Private  Bills  (though  Public  Bills  of  a 
somewhat  similar  nature  are  occasionally  referred  to  them)  and 
there  is  not  the  same  necessity  for  the  regular  attendance  of 
members  at  every  sitting  as  would  be  desirable  in  cases  where 
a  committee  is  considering  a  special  subject  which  requires  the 
careful  attention  of  members  from  day  to  day  through  a  more 
or  less  extended  period.  The  various  bills  referred  have  no 
connection  with  one  another,  and  the  consideration  of  any  one 
bill  rarely  extends  beyond  one  sitting  of  the  Committee.  The 
membership,  therefore,  might  be  somewhat  larger  than  other 
committees. 

As  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Colonization 
usually  consists  of  listening  to  prepared  lectures  on  agriculture, 
horticulture,  or  other  kindred  subjects,  and  as  they  rarely  have 
any  controversial  matter  before  them,  and  as  the  meetings  of  the 
Committee,  as  in  the  case  of  all  other  committees,  are  open  to 
all  members  of  the  House,  it  is  suggested  that  a  Committee  of 
60  members  would  be  more  efficient  to  prepare  the  necessary 
program  for  the  session,  as  well  as  deal  intelligently  and  effect 
ively  with  any  special  matters  which  might  at  any  time  be 
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Chair.

A  motion  that  the  Chairman  leave  the  chair  is  always  in 
order,  shall  take  precedence  of  any  other  motion,  and  shall 
not  be  debatable. 

Such  motion,  if  rejected,  cannot  be  renewed  unless  some 
intermediate  proceeding  has  taken  place. 

AMENDED  RULE  17A 

The  following  motions  are  debatable:— 

(a)  Every  motion  standing  on  the  order  of  proceedings 
for  the  day  (except  Government  Notices  of  Motion  for 
the  House  to  go  into  Committee  at  a  later  date), 

(b  )  for  the  concurrence  in  a  report  of  a  standing  or  special 
committee, 

(c)  for  the  previous  question, 

(d )  for  the  second  reading  of  a  bill, 

(e)  for  the  third  reading  of  a  bill, 

(})  f°r  the  consideration  of  Senate  amendments  to  House 

of  Commons  Bills, 
(g )  for  a  conference  with  the  Senate, 
(h)  for  the  adjournment  of  the  House  when  made  for 

the  purpose  of  discussing  a  definite  matter  of  urgent 

public  importance, 
(i)  for  the  adoption  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  or  of 

Supply,   or  of  Ways  and  Means,   of   the   resolution 
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referred  to  them.  The  present  membership  of  105,  with  a 
quorum  of  12,  might,  therefore,  be  reduced  to  one  of  60,  with  a 
quorum  of  20. 

The  lists  of  members  belonging  to  standing  committees  have 
been  so  re-arranged  as  to  make  the  total  membership  consist  of 
490,  which  is  double  the  membership  of  the  House.  Under  this 
re-arrangement  each  member  may  belong  to  two  committees. 

RULE  11 
Select  Special  Committees 

No  special  Committee  may,  without  leave  of  the  House,  consist  of 
more  than  fifteen  Members,  and  the  mover  may  submit  the  names  to 
form  the  committee,  unless  objected  to  by  five  Members;  if  objected  to, 
the  House  may  name  the  committee  in  the  following  manner: — each 
Member  to  name  one,  and  those  who  have  most  voices,  with  the  mover, 
shall  form  the  same;  but  it  shall  always  be  understood  that  no  Member 
who  declares  or  decides  against  the  principle  or  substances  of  a  bill, 
resolution,  or  matter  to  be  committed,  can  be  nominated  of  such  com 
mittee. 

This  Rule  provides  a  peculiar  procedure  for  the  appointment 
of  a  Special  Committee,  viz.,  that,  in  case  any  objection  is 
raised,  the  Clerk  will  call  out  in  alphabetical  order  the  members 
and  each  will  immediately  reply  with  the  name  of  the  member 
he  votes  for.  It  was  only  followed  three  times  since  Con 
federation.  There  does  not  seem  to  be  any  valuable  reason 
for  appointing  a  Special  Committee  of  more  than  fifteen  mem 
bers  by  following  such  a  complicated  procedure. 

RULE  15 

Motion  to  Leave  the  Chair 

A  motion  that  the  Chairman  leave  the  chair  is  always  in  order,  and 
shall  take  precedence  of  any  other  motion. 

In  order  to  avoid  all  doubt,  it  is  suggested  to  add  at  the  end 
of  this  rule: — "and  shall  not  be  debatable." 

RULE  17A 
Debatable  Motions. 

Every  motion  heretofore  debatable  made  upon  routine  proceedings, 
except  adjournment  Motions  and  every  Motion  standing  on  the  order  of 
the  proceedings  for  the  day,  or  for  the  concurrence  in  a  report  of  a 
standing  or  special  Committee,  or  for  the  previous  question  or  for  the 
Third  Reading  of  a  Bill,  or  for  the  adjournment  of  the  House  when  made 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a  definite  matter  of  urgent  public  importance, 
or  for  the  adoption,  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  or  of  Supply,  or  of  Ways 
and  Means,  of  the  resolution,  clause,  section,  preamble  or  title  under 
consideration  shall  be  debatable;  but  all  other  Motions  shall  be  decided 
without  debate  or  amendment. 

This  Rule  provides  that  all  motions  standing  on  the  order 
of  proceedings  for  the  day,  without  distinction,  whether  they 
appear  under  the  title  of  Government  Notices  of  Motions, 
private  members'  Notices  of  Motions,  Government  Orders  or 
Public  or  Private  Bills  may  be  debated  and,  in  addition,  it 
enumerates  a  few  other  motions  which  may  also  be  debated 
in  all  cases.  Among  these  are  the  concurrence  in  standing 
and  special  committee  reports,  the  previous  question,  the  third 
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clause,  section,  preamble  or  title  under  consideration, 

(j )  for  the  appointment  of  a  committee, 

(k)  for  reference  to  a  committee  of  a  report  or  any  return 
laid  on  the  table  of  the  House, 

(I)  for  the  suspension  of  any  rule  of  the  House, 

(m)  such  other  motion,  made  upon  routine  proceedings,  as 
may  be  required  for  the  observance  of  the  proprieties  of 
the  House,  the  maintenance  of  its  authority,  the  appoint 
ment  or  conduct  of  its  officers,  the  management  of  its 
business,  the  arrangements  of  its  proceedings,  the  correct 
ness  of  its  records,  the  fixing  of  its  sitting  days  or  the 
times  of  its  meeting  or  adjournment. 

All  other  motions,  including  adjournment  motions,  shall 
be  decided  without  debate  or  amendment. 

AMENDED  RULE  13 

(1)  A  Chairman  of  Committees  who  shall  also  be  Deputy 
Speaker  of  the  House  shall  be  elected  at  the  commencement 
of  every  parliament,  as  soon  as  an  Address  has  been  agreed 
to  in  answer  to  His  Excellency's  Speech;  and  the  member 
so  elected  shall,  if  in  his  place  in  the  House,  take  the  chair 

Speaker.  of  all  Committees  of  the  Whole,  including  the  Committees 
of  Supply  and  Ways  and  Means,  in  accordance  with  the 
usages  which  regulate  the  duties  of  a  similar  officer,  gene 
rally  designated  the  Chairman  of  the  Committees  of  Ways 
and  Means,  in  the  House  of  Commons  of  the  United  King 
dom  of  Great  Britain. 

(2)  The  member  elected  to  serve  as  Deputy  Speaker  and 
Chairman  of  Committees  shall  be  required  to  possess  the 
full  and  practical  knowledge  of 'the  language  which  is  not 
that  of  the  Speaker  for  the  time  being. 

(3)  The  member  so  elected  as  Deputy  Speaker  and  Chair 
man  of  Committees  shall  continue  to  act  in  that  capacity 
until  the  end  of  the  Parliament  for  which  he  is  elected,  and 
in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise, 
the  House  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  elect  a  successor. 

(4)  In  the  absence  of  the  Deputy  Speaker  and  Chairman 
of  Committees  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  may,  in  forming 
a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  before  leaving  the  chair, 
appoint  any  member  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
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reading  of  a  bill,  the  adjournment  of  the  House  under  Rule  39 
and  resolutions  in  Committees  of  the  Whole.  Such  important 
motions  as  the  second  reading  of  a  Bill,  the  adoption  of  Senate 
amendments,  a  conference  with  the  Senate  and  the  suspension 
of  a  rule  should  be  added  to  the  latter  category.  Debate  takes 
place  by  unanimous  consent  or  tolerance  on  those  motions  at 
the  present  time  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  stop  it;  but  it 
is  not  allowed  by  a  rule.  It  has  also  been  found  necessary  to 
give  a  few  examples  of  the  routine  motions  which  will  come 
under  this  order. 


RULE  13 

Deputy  Speaker 

(1)  A  Chairman  of  Committees  of  the  House  shall  be  elected  at  the 
commencement  of  every  Parliament,  as  soon  as  an  Address  has  been  agreed 
to  in  answer  to  His  Excellency's  Speech ;  and  the  Member  so  elected  shall, 
if  in  his  place  in  the  House,  take  the  Chair  of  all  Committees  of  the 
Whole,  including  the  Committees  of  Supply  and  Ways  and   Means,  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  usages  which  regulate  the  duties  of  a  similar 
officer,  generally  designated  the  Chairman  of  the  Committees  of  Ways 
and  Means,  in  the  House  of  Commons  of  England. 

(2)  The  Member  elected  to  serve  as  Deputy  Speaker  and  Chairman 
of  Committees  shall  be  required  to  possess  the  full  and  practical  knowledge 
of  the  language  which  is  not  that  of  the  Speaker  for  the  time  being. 

(3)  The  Member  so  elected  Chairman  of  Committees  shall  continue 
to  act  in  that  capacity  until  the  end'  of  the  Parliament  for  which  he  is 
elected,  and  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise, 
the  House  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  elect  a  successor. 

(4)  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  Committees  of  the  House,  the 
Speaker  may,  in  forming  a  Committee  of  the  whole  House,  before  leaving 
the  chair  appoint  any  Member  Chairman  of  the  Committee.     The  Rules 
of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  the  Committee  of  the  whole  House  so 
far  as  may  be  applicable,  except  the  rules  as  to  the  seconding  of  motions 
and  limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking.   B.  p.  174. 

(5)  Speeches  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  must  be  strictly  relevant 
to  the  item  or  clause  under  consideration. 


It  is  suggested  to  describe  the  officer  named  in  this  Rule  as  the 
Deputy  Speaker  and  Chairman  of  Committees.  The  last  sentence 
in  section  4  and  section  5  should  be  taken  out  of  this  rule  and 
made  part  of  Rule  14.

by  the  House,  on  receiving  a  report  thereof. 

The  first  two  and  a  half  lines  of  this  Rule  should  be  changed 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  "The  Chairman  shall  maintain  order  in 
the  Committees  of  the  whole  House".  .  .The  word  "Committee" 
should  be  in  the  plural. 

The  first  two  sections  of  the  Amended  Rule  are  taken  from 
Rule  13. 

RULE  17c 

Speaker  leaving  the  chair  on  Thursdays  and  Fridays 

On  Thursdays  and  Fridays  when  the  Order  of  the  Day  is  called  for 
the  House  to  go  into  Committee  of  Supply,  or  of  Ways  and  Means,  Mr. 
Speaker  shall  leave  the  Chair  without  putting  any  question,  provided  that, 
except  by  the  consent  of  the  House,  the  Estimates  of  each  Department 
shall  be  first  taken  up  on  a  day  other  than  Thursday  or  Friday. 

There  is  a  doubt  as  to  whether  the  consent  herein  mentioned  is 
to  be  unanimous  or  not.  In  rules  11,  39,  41  and  43,  the  consent 
to  be  given  is  qualified.  Recommendation  is  therefore  made  that 
the  word  "unanimous"  be  inserted  before  the  word  "consent"  in 
this  rule. 

RULE  18 

Question  of  Order 

(1)  A  Member  addressing  the  House,  shall,  if  called  to  order  by  the 
Speaker  or  by  any  other  Member,  sit  down  while  the  point  of  order  is 
being  stated,  after  which  he  may  explain.    The  Speaker  may  permit  debate 
of  the  point  of  order  before  rendering  hie  decision,  but  such  debate  must 
be  strictly  relevant  to  the  point  of  order  taken.    The  Speaker  shall  decide 
the  point  of  order,  which  decision  shall  be  subject  to  appeal  to  the  House, 
but  without  debate.    If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall 
be  final. 

(2)  Mr.  Speaker  or  the  Chairman,  after  having  called  the  attention 
of  the  House,  or  of  the  Committee,  to  the  conduct  of  a  Member  who 
persists  in  irrelevance,  or  tedious  repetition  either  of  his  own  arguments  or 
of  the  arguments  used  by  other  Members  in  debate,  may  direct  him  to 
discontinue  his  speech. 

This  rule  seems  to  state  that  a  member  may  be  called  to 
order  by  another  member  as  well  as  by  the  Speaker,  and,  more 
over,  it  is  somewhat  negligently  drafted,  as  the  word  "order" 
appears  five  times  in  three  short  sentences. 

The  word  "tedious"  has  been  struck  out  in  the  second  para 
graph  and  provision  has  been  added  for  the  Speaker  to  name  a 
member  who  persists  in  irrelevance  and  repetition. 

The  provision  for  an  appeal  from  the  Speaker's  decision  has 
been  struck  out  as  it  was  already  covered  by  Rule  5  which  haa 
been  embodied  in  Amended  Rule  23.

It  is  recommended  that  the  words  "nor  speak  beside  the  ques 
tion  in  debate"  be  deleted  as  the  question  of  irrelevance  is  covered 
by  sec.  2  of  Rule  18. 


RULE  20 

Any  member  may  require  the  question  under  discussion  to  be  read  at 
any  time  of  the  debate,  but  not  so  as  to  interrupt  a  member  whilst 
speaking. 

As  the  questions  which  come  before  the  House,  except  amend 
ments  moved  during  debate,  are  printed  on  the  Order  Paper  and 
in  the  Votes  and  Proceedings,  it  seems  hardly  necessary  to  pro 
vide  for  their  reading  in  the  course  of  debate. 

RULE  21 

Members  Not  to  Speak  Twice.    Reply 

(1)  No  member  may  speak  twice  to  a  question  except  in  explanation 
of  a  material  part  of  his  speech  which  may  have  been  misquoted  or  mis 
understood,  but  then  he  is  not  to  introduce  any  new  matter,  and  no  debate 
shall  be  allowed  upon  such  explanation. 

(2)  A  reply  shall  be  allowed  to  a  Member  who  has  moved  a  substantive 
motion,  or  the  second  reading  of  a  bill,  but  not  to  any  Member  who  has 
moved  an  order  of  the  day,  not  being  the  second  reading  of  a  bill,  an 
amendment,  the  previous  question,  an  adjournment  during  a  debate,  or 
an  instruction  to  a  committee. 

(3)  A   reply   shall    be    allowed    to   a    mover    of   substantive    motion 
although  the  debate  thereon,  by  being  adjourned,  becomes  an  order  of 
the  day. 

(4)  In  all  cases  the  reply  of  the  mover  of  the  original  motion  closes 
the  debate,  but  it  is  the  dtity  of  Mr.  Speaker  to  see  that  every  Member 
wishing  to  speak  has  the  opportunity  to  do  so  before  the  final  reply. 

This  Rule  should  have  been  amended  in  1918  when  Rule 
17A  was  passed  as  it  gives  the  right  of  reply  to  the  mover  of 
an  adjournment  of  de'bate  which  is  not  now  debatable.  Section 
3  is  useless  in  view  of  Section  2  of  the  amended  Rule. 

NEW  RULE 

Length  of  Speeches 

The  growing  practice  of  delivering  speeches  of  great  length, 
having  the  character  of  written  essays  is  destructive  of  pertinent 
debate  upon  public  questions  and  unreasonably  lengthens  the 
sessions  of  Parliament.  The  Committee  has  come,  to  the  con 
clusion  that  once  a  question  is  explained  by  its  sponsor  and 
criticised  by  its  main  opponent,  forty  minutes  are  sufficient  for 
any  speech  that  may  afterwards  be  delivered. 
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Decorum  in 
the  House. 


AMENDED  RULE  23 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and 
shall  decide  questions  of  order,   subject  to  an   appeal  to 
the  House  without  debate.     In  explaining  a  point  of  order 
or  practice,  he  shall  state  the  rule  or  authority  applicable 
to  the  case. 

2.  When  the  Speaker  is  putting  a  question,  no  member 
shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  House,  or  make  any  noise 
or  disturbance.

The  reading  of  prayers  prior  to  opening  the  sittings  of  the 
House  was  decided  upon  by  a  resolution  passed  on  the  13th 
February,  1877.

In  order  to  make  the  rule  clearer,  and  for  the  information  of 
new  members,  it  is  suggested  that  the  words:  "  Private  member's 
day  "  be  inserted  in  brackets  immediately  under  the  words 
"  Monday,"  "  Wednesday  "  and  the  first  four  "  Thursdays." 

Complaint  has  also  been  made  that  not  enough  time  is 
allowed  private  members  for  moving  resolutions  and  initiating 
bills.  The  suggestion  that  one  more  day  be  reserved  for  this 
purpose  does  not  seem  reasonable,  but  something  should  be  done 
to  advance  public  bills  farther  than  the  second  reading,  a  stage 
beyond  which  they  never  go  after  the  first  month  of  the  session.

The  evident  object  here  is  to  compel  a  member  to  give  notice 
of  a  question  which  he  wishes  to  place  on  the  Order  Paper.  It 
is  therefore  suggested  to  make  a  slight  change  so  as  to  remove 
all  doubts.  The  words  objected  to  will  be  replaced  by  the  words: 
"  or  for  placing  a  question  on  the  Order  Paper." 

The  time  for  handing  these  questions  to  the  Clerk  is  extended 
from  five  to  six  o'clock.

A  motion  may  be  made  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  House,  without 
previous  notice.

RULE  50 

Bills  relating  to  Trade 

No  bill  relating  to  trade,  or  the  alteration  of  the  laws  concerning 
trade,  is  to  be  brought  into  this  House,  until  the  proposition  shall  have 
been  first  considered  in  a  committee  of  the  whole  House,  and  agreed 
unto  by  the  House. 

This  rule  seems  useless  and  tends  to  encourage  repetition  of  argument 
iu  debate.

The  practice  followed  for  consideration  of  Private  Members'

there  are  only  about  twelve  private  members'  days  in  a  whole 
session,  it  is  impossible  for  many  members  to  get  a  hearing 
on  those  days.  If  a  member  has  three  or  four  Notices  of 
Motions  standing  in  his  name,  he  takes  the  greater  part  of  the 
allotted  time  for  himself  thereby  preventing  other  members 
from  proceeding  with  their  own  resolutions.  Many  of  the 
questions  thus  brought  up  are  merely  technical  and  lead  to 
no  particular  conclusions.  In  Great  Britain  no  notice  can  be 
given  for  a  period  beyond  four  sitting  days  of  the  House.

Amendments  on  Going  into  Supply  or  Ways  and  Means 

Your  Committee  has  also  seriously  considered  the  question  of 
allowing  more  than  one  amendment  to  be  moved  to  the  motion 
that  the  Speaker  leave  the  Chair  for  the  House  to  go  into 
Committee  of  Supply.  Our  Speakers,  since  Confederation 
have  persistently  decided  that  the  one  amendment  allowed 
cannot  be  amended.  This  doctrine  is  not  in  accordance  with 
British  practice,  as  may  be  ascertained  by  referring  to  Volume 
134  of  the  British  Journals,  dated  April  4,  1879,  where  two 
sub-amendments  to  such  a  motion  were  voted  on,  the  second 
one  having  been  proposed  after  the  first  one  had  been  passed 
in  the  negative.  The  principle  is  sound.  The  reasons  given 
by  a  member  for  the  Speaker  not  to  leave  the  chair  may  only 
be  acceptable  to  another  member  if  modified  to  a  certain 
extent,  and  the  only  way  to  modify  it  is  to  amend  the  pro 
posed  amendment.  But,  of  course,  only  one  main  amendment 
may  be  moved,  because,  by  voting  it  down,  the  House  decides 
that  the  Speaker  must  leave  the  chair,  and  lie  actually  has 
to  leave  it;  whereas  in  adopting  the  main  amendment  the  House 
decides  that  the  Speaker  shall  not  "  now "  leave  the  chair, 
meaning  that  it  will  not  go  in  Supply.  Whatever  may  be  the 
vote  on  the  main  amendment,  in  either  case  the  question  is 
finally  settled  and  there  is  no  possibility  of  proposing  another 
amendment.  In  other  words,  there  is  nothing  left  to  amend. 

Your  Committee,  after  mature  consideration,  recommends 
that  only  one  amendment  be  allowed  to  the  amendment  that 
the  Speaker  leave  the  chair  for  the  House  to  resolve  itself 
into  Committee  of  Supply  or  Ways  and  Means.

It  is  proposed  to  leave  out,  after  the  word  "House"'  in  the 
second  line  the  words  "at  least  eight  days  before  the  meeting  of 
the  House"  and  insert  "not  later  than  the  first  day  of  each 
session";  and  in  the  fourth  line  from  the  end  strike  out  "eighth 
day  before"  and  insert  "first  day  of";  and  in  the  last  line  strike 
out  "two  hundred"  and  insert  "one  hundred". 

With  regard  to  the  first  and  second  proposals,  it  lias  been 
found  somewhat  difficult  to  enforce  this  Rule  as  it  stands.  The 
intention  is  to  make  the  first  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  House 
the  last  day  upon  which  private  bills  may  be  filed  without  an 
extra  charge,  instead  of  the  eighth  day  before  the  House  meets. 
The  third  proposal  has  the  effect  of  reducing  the  maximum  charge 
for  late  filing  of  a  Bill.  Promoters  will  not  pay  as  high  as 
two  hundred  dollars  for  late  filing  of  a  Bill,  preferring  to  intro 
duce  their  Bills  in  the  Senate  where  no  such  fine 'is  imposed. 
Experience  show  that  promoters  will  pay  up  to  one  hundred 
dollars,  but  do  not  care  to  go  further.

(b)  When  a  Bill  is  presented  in  the  House  after  the  eighth  week  of 
the  session  and  before  the  end  of  the  twelfth  week,  $100. 

It  is  proposed  to  strike  out  the  word  "before"  in  the  second 
line  and  substitute  "not  later  than". 

This  is  to  make  it  clear  that  the  whole  of  the  twelfth  week  is 
included.

Publication  of  Notices 

Publication  91.  All  applications  to  Parliament  for  private  bills,  of 
any  nature  whatsoever,  shall  be  advertised  by  a  notice 
published  in  the  Canada  Gazette;  such  notice  shall  clearly 
and  distinctly  state  the  nature  and  objects  of  the  applica 
tion,  and  shall  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
with  the  address  of  the  party  signing  the  same;  and  when 
the  application  is  for  an  Act  of  incorporation,  the  name  of 
the  proposed  company  shall  be  stated  in  the  notice.  If  the

applicants,  with  the  address  of  the  party  signing  the  same;  and  when 
the  application  is  for  an  Act  of  incorporation,  the  name  of  the  proposed 
company  shall  be  stated  in  the  notice.  If  the  works  of  any  company 
(incorporated,  or  to  be  incorporated)  are  to  be  declared  to  be  for  the 
general  advantage  of  Canada,  such  intention  shall  be  specifically  men 
tioned  in  the  notice;  and  the  applicants  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  notice 
to  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  each  county  or  municipality 
which  may  be  specially  affected  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  such 
\vorks,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  in  which  such  works 
are,  or  may  be  located:  and  proof  of  compliance  with  this  requirement 
by  the  applicants  shall  be  established  by  statutory  declaration. 

It  is  proposed  to  amend  this  Rule  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"located"  in  the  second  line  from  the  end  the  substance  of  sub 
section  (d)  of  this  Rule,  as  follows:— 

"Every  such  notice  sent  by  registered  letter  shall  be  mailed  in  time 
to  reach  its  destination  not  later  than  two  weeks  before  the  consideration 
of  the  proposed  bill  by  the  committee  to  which  it  may  be  referred." 

That  part  of  the  Rule  will  then  read:— 

"and  the  applicants  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  be  sent  by 
registered  letter  to  the  Clerk  of  each  county  or  municipality  which  may 
be  specially  affected  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  such  works,  and 
also  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  in  which  such  works  are,  or  may 
be  located.  Every  such  notice  sent  by  registered  letter  shall  be  mailed 
in  time  to  reach  its  destination  not  later  than  two  weeks  before  the 
consideration  of  the  proposed  bill  by  the  committee  to  which  it  may  be 
referred,  and  proof  of  compliance  with  this  requirement  by  the  applicants 
shall  be  established  by  statutory  declaration."

This  change  is  suggested,  as  it  is  usually  the  property,  etc.,  of 
others  which"  is  affected,  rather  than  the  localities  themselves.

the  head  office  of  the  Company  is  situated  and  in  the  principal 
city  or  town  of  the  districts  affected. 

2.  (a)  For  the  continuation  of  a  charter  or  for  an  extension 
of  the  powers  of  the  Company  (when  not  involving  the  granting 
of  any  exclusive  rights)  or  for  the  increase  or  reduction  of  the

reduction  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  company;  or  for  increasing  or 
altering  its  bonding  or  other— borrowing  powers;  or  for  any  amendment 
which  would  in  any  way  affect  the  rights  or  interests  of  the  shareholders 
or  bondholders  or  creditors  of  the  company: — In  the  place  where  the 
head  office  of  the  company  is  situated  or  authorized  to  be. 

The  intention  is  to  provide  that  in  the  case  of  an  application 
for  an  extension  of  time  for  the  construction  of  a  railway  or 
canal,  or  of  branches  or  extensions  thereof,  notice  should  be 
published  in  the  district  affected  as  well  as  at  the  place  of  the 
head  office  of  the  company. 


RULE  91  (C)  1 

(C)  AA'hen  the  application  is  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  for  any 
person  or  existing  corporation  any  exclusive  rights  or  privileges  or  the 
power  to  do  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the 
rights  or  property  of  others: — In  the  particular  locality  or  localities 
which  may  be  affected  by  the  proposed  Act. 

The  proposed  change  is  the  same  as  the  one  proposed  to  par 
agraph  3  of  subsection  (A)  of  this  Rule. 


'  RULE  91  (C)  2 

All  such  notices,  whether  inserted  in  the  Canada  Gazette  or  in  a 
newspaper,  shall  be  published  at  least  once  a  week,  for  a  period  of  five 
consecutive  weeks;  and  when  published  in  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba,  shall  be  in  both  the  English  and  French  languages;  and  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  in  a  locality  where  a  notice  is  required  to  be 
given,  such  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  next  nearest  locality  wherein  a 
newspaper  is  published;  and  proof  of  the  due  publication  of  notice 
shall  be  established  in  each  case  by  statutory  declaration;  and  all  such 
declarations  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  endorsed  "Private 
Bill  Notice." 

The  proposed  change  reduces  the  time  of  publication  from  five 
weeks  to  four  weeks,  which  is  considered  ample;  the  other  amend 
ments  are  intended  to  make  the  meaning  of  the  rule  clearer  as  to 
the  publication  of  the  notice  in  both  languages. 


RULE  91   (D) 

(D)  Every  such  notice  by  registered  letter  shall  be  mailed  in  time 
to  reach  the  Secretary  of  the  Province  and  the  Clerk  of  such  County 
Council  and  Municipal  Corporation  not  less  than  two  weeks  before  the 
consideration  of  the  petition  by  the  Examiner  or  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  and  a  statutory  declaration  establishing  the  fact  of 
such  mailing  shall  be  sent  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  substance  of  this  subsection  of 
the  Rule,  as  adapted  to  the  present  procedure,  be  transferred  to 
paragraph  1  of  this  Rule:  and  if  this  be  concurred  in,  this  sub 
section  can  be  repealed. 
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RULE  91   (E)

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RULE  92 

The  Committee  recommends  that  Rule  92  be  repealed 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor:— 

NEW  RULE  92 

92.  (1)  The  Chief  Clerk  of  Private  Bills  shall  be  the 
Examiner  of  Private  Bills  and  as  such  shall  examine  and 
revise  all  private  bills  before  they  are  printed,  for  the  purpose 
of  insuring  uniformity  where  possible  and  of  seeing  that  they 
are  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  House  respecting 
private  bills. 

(2)  Every  bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation  shall,  where  a 
form  of  model  bill  has  been  adopted,  be  drawn  in  accordance 
with  a  model  bill  (copies  of  model  bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).      Any  provisions  contained 
in  any  such  bill  which  are  not  in  accord  with  the  model 
bill  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets  or  underlined,  and 
shall  be  so  printed. 

(3)  Where  a  private  bill  amends  any  section,   subsection 
or  paragraph   of  an  existing  Act,   such  section,   subsection 
or  paragraph  shall  be  repealed  in  the  text  of  the  bill  and 
re-enacted  as  proposed  to  be  amended,  the  new  matter  being 
indicated    by    under   lining;  and  the    section,    subsection    or 
paragraph  which  is  to  be  so  repealed,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is 
essential,  shall  be  printed  in  the  right  hand  page  opposite 
such  section,  subsection  or  paragraph. 

(4)  When  a  private  bill  repeals  an  existing  section,  sub 
section  or  other  minor  division  of  a  section  that  section,  sub 
section  or  division,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  essential,  shall 
be  printed  opposite  the  clause. 

(5)  A  brief  explanatory  note  giving  the  reasons  for  any 
clause  of  an  unusual  nature  or  which  differs  from  the  model 
bill  clauses,  or  standard  clauses  shall  be  printed  opposite  the 
clause  in  the  bill. 
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RULE  91   (E) 

(E)  All  private  bills  for  Acts  of  incorporation  shall  be  so  framed  as 
to  incorporate  by  reference  the  Clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  bills: — special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the 
introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from; — Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule,  shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters 
and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any  committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

As  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  are  obsolete  and  another 
method  of  drafting  bills  is  now  followed  (see  proposed  Rule  92) 
it  is  recommended  that  this  subsection  be  repealed. 

RULE  92 

Model  Bill 

92.  All  private  bills  for  Acts  of  incorporation,  or  in  amendment  of 
Acts,  where  a  form  of  a  Model  Bill  has  been  adopted  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(a)  The  provisions   contained  in  any  bills  which  are   not  in  accord 
with  the  Model  Bill,  shall  be  inserted  between  brackets,  and  when  revised 
by   the   proper   officer   shall   be   so   printed,   and   bills   which   are   not   in 
accordance    with    this   Rule   shall    be   returned    to    the    promoters   to    be 
recast  before  being  revised  and  printed; 

(b)  Any  sections  of  existing  Acts  which  are  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full  with  the  amendments  inserted  in  their  proper 
places  and  between  brackets; 

(c)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed  to  insert  in 
any  bill  shall   be   clearly  specified   in  the  notice   of   application  for  the 
same. 

It  is  suggested  that  this  Rule  be  repealed  and  a  new  one  sub 
stituted  for  it. 

The  proposed  rule  covers  all  provisions  of  the  present  Rule  92 
and  of  subsection  (E)  of  Rule  91,  and  is  so  drafted  as  to  con 
form  to  the  present  practice  and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
Report  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Session  of  1924  regarding 
the  manner  in  which  bills  should  be  drafted,  and  any  proposed 
changes  therein  indicated.

No  petition  praying  for  the  incorporation  of  a  railway

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RULE  93 
Map  or  Plan,  with  Petition 

93.  No  petition  praying  for  the  incorporation  of  a  railway  company, 
or  of  a  canal  company,  or  for  an  extension  of  the  line  of  any  existing 
or  authorized  railway  or  canal,  shall  be  considered  by  the  Examiner,  or 
by  the  Standing  Orders  Committee,  until  there  has  been  filed  with  that 
committee  a  map  or  plan,  showing  the  proposed  location  of  the  works, 
and   each    county,    township,    munipality    or    district    through    which    the 
proposed  railway  or  canal,  or  any  branch  or  extension  thereof,  is  to  be 
constructed. 

The  following  verbal  changes  are  suggested,  viz:— 

After  the  word  "canal"  in  the  third  line,  insert  "or  for  the 
construction  of  branches  thereto." 

In  the  fourth  line,  strike  out  "that  Committee"  and  insert  "the 
said  Examiner." 

These  suggested  changes  are  merely  to  clarify  the  meaning  of 
the  rule  and  to  provide  for  cases  where  the  construction  of 
branch  lines  is  contemplated.

Maps,  Plans  and  Exhibits,  with  Bills 

94.  (1)   No  bill  for  the  incorporation  of  a  railway  or  canal  company 
or  for  changing  the  route  of  the  railway  or  of  the  canal  of  any  company 
already  incorporated  shall  be  considered  by  the  Railway  Committee  until 
there  has  been  filed  with  the  committee,  at  least  one  week  before    the 
consideration  of  the  bill : — 

(a;  A  map  or  plan  drawn  upon  a  scale  of  not  less  than  half  an  inch 
to  the  mile,  showing  the  location  upon  which  it  is  intended  to  construct 
the  proposed  work,  and  showing  also  the  lines  of  existing  or  authorized 
works  of  a  similar  character  within,  or  in  any  way  affecting  the  district, 
or  any  part  thereof,  which  the  proposed  work  is  intended  to  serve;  a.nd 
such  map  or  plan  shall  be  signed  by  the  engineer  or  other  person  making 
the  same; 

It  is  suggested  to  insert  after  "for"  in  the  first  line  "authorizing 
the  construction  of  branch  lines  or  extensions  of  existing  lines  of 
railways  or  of  canals,  or  for". 

There  are  many  applications  at  the  present  time  for  the  con 
struction  of  branch  lines  and  the  present  Rule  does  not  provide 
for  them. 

RULE  94  (b) 

(b)  An  exhibit  showing  the  total  amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be 
raised  for  the  purpose  of  the  undertaking,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
proposed  to  raise  the  same,  whether  by  ordinary  shares,  bonds,  deben 
tures,  or  other  securities,  and  the  amount  of  each,  respectively. 

It 'is  recommended  that  this  paragraph  be  rescinded  as  the 
information  is  never  called  for,  and  if  required  in  any  particular 
case,  can  be  obtained  by  the  Railway  Committee  under  its  Order 
of  Reference.

RULE  95 

Toll  Bridge 

95.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  private  bill 
for  trie  erection  of  a  toll  bridge  is  presented  to  the  House  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  bill,  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  Rule  91,  also,  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner, 
give  notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments 
or  piers,  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also  whether 
they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 
It  is  recommended  that  this  rule  be  rescinded  as  it  is  obsolete. 
Any  bill  of  this  kind  that  might  be  applied  for  would  be  so 
drafted  as  to  require  that  the  details  called  for  by  this  rule 
should  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council  or 
the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners. 

RULE  96  (1) 

Examination  of  Petitions 

96.  (1)  There  shall  be  an  examiner  of  petitions  for  private  bills- 
It  is  proposed  to  change  this  to  read:— 

"The  Chief  Clerk  of  Private  Bills  shall  be  the  Examiner  of  Petitions 
for  Private  Bills." 

There  was  no  Chief  Clerk  when  the  present  rule  was  adopted, 
and  as  the  Examiner  is  directly  responsible  to  the  House  for  his 
reports,  it  would  not  be  conducive  to  good  discipline  in  the  Branch 
if  a  subordinate  officer  were  in  a  position  to  act  independently 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Branch. 

RULE  96  (2) 

(2)  Petitions  for  private  bills,  when  received  by  the  House,  are  to 
be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  examiner  who  shall  report  to  the 
House  in  each  case  the  extent  to  which  the  requirements  of  the  Rules 
regarding  notice  have  been  complied  with;  and  in  every  case  where  the 
notice  is  reported  by  the  examiner  to  have  been  insufficient  or  otherwise 
defective,  the  petition  shall  be  taken  into  consideration  without  special 
reference  by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  who  shall  report  to  the 
House  recommending  the  course  to  be  taken  in  consequence  of  such 
insufficiency  of  notice  or  other  defects  therein. 

The  proposed  amendment  mainly  provides  for  cases  where  the 
Examiner  cannot  determine  to  his  own  satisfaction  that  the 
requirements  of  the  rule  as  to  due  publication  of  notice  have  been 
complied  with.  The  suggested  provision  is  taken  from  the  English 
practice.  The  other  suggested  amendments  are  merely  to  clarify 
the  meaning  of  the  present  rule.  The  new  matter  in  this  proposed 
amendment  is  printed  in  italics.

98.  No  motion  for  the  suspension  of  the  rules  upon  any  petition  for 
a  private  bill  will  be  entertained,  unless  the  same  has  been  reported  upon 
by  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  and  the  committee  in  its  report 
shall  stat€  the  grounds  for  recommending  such  suspension.

RULE  106 
Provision  Not  Covered  by  Notice 

106.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  which  any  private  bill  may  be 
referred  by  the  House,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  House  specially  to  any 
provision  inserted  in  such  bill  that  does  not  appear  to  have  been  con 
templated  in  the  notice   or  petition  for  the  same,  as  reported  upon  by 
the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

It  is  suggested  to  amend  this  rule  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"upon"  in  the  second  to  last  line  the  words  "by  the  Examiner  of 
Petitions  or,"  and  to  add  to  the  end  of  the  Rule  the  following:— 
"and  any  Private  Bill  so  reported  shall  not  be  placed  on  the  Order  Paper 
for  consideration  in  Committee  of  the  Whole  until  a  Report  has  been 
made  by  the  said  Examiner  as  to  the  sufficiency  or  otherwise  of  the  notice 
to  cover  such  provisions." 

This  proposed  amendment  is  intended  to  give  logical  effect  to 
the  special  report  of  the  Committee.

117.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  cause  lists  of  all  private  bills  and 
petitions  for  such  bills  upon  which  any  committee  is  appointed  to  sit, 
to  be  prepared  daily  by  the  clerk  of  the  committee  to  which  such  bills 
are  referred,  specifying  the  time  of  the  meeting  and  the  room  where 
the  committee  sits  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  hung  up  in  the  lobby. 
The  rule  is  to  be  re-drafted  so  as  to  bring  it  into  conformity 
with  the  present  practice. 
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RULE  118  (SEC.  3  TO  BE  ADDED) 

"(3)  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  be  registered  as  a  par- 
Agents.         liamentary  agent  unless  he  has  paid  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars 
and  is   actually  employed  in  promoting   or  opposing  some 
private  bill  or  petition  pending  in  Parliament." 
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RULE  118 

Parliamentary  Agents 

118.  (1)  No  person  shall  act  as  parliamentary  agent  conducting  pro 
ceedings  before  the   House   of  Commons  or  its  committees  without   the 
express  sanction  and  authority  of  the  Speaker,  and  all  such  agents  shall 
be    personally    responsible    to    the    House    and    to    the    Speaker,    for    the 
observance    of    the    rules,    orders    and    practice    of    Parliament    and   rules 
prescribed   by   the   Speaker,   and   also   for   the   payment   of   all   fees  and 
charges. 

2.  A  list  of  such  persons  shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
and  a  copy  thereof  filed  with  the  Chief  Clerk  of  Committees. 

Liability  of  Agents. 

119.  Any  parliamentary  agent  who  wilfully  acts  in  violation  of   the 
rules  and  practice  of  Parliament  or  of  any  rules  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
Speaker,   or   who   wilfully  misconducts   himself   in   prosecuting   any   pro 
ceedings  before  Parliament,  shall  be  liable  to  an  absolute  or  temporary 
prohibition  to  practice  as  a  parliamentary  agent,  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Speaker;  provided,  that  upon  the  application  of  such  agent,  the  Speaker 
shall  state  in  writing  the  ground  for  such  prohibition. 

The  appointment  of  solicitors  as  parliamentary  agents  is  con 
sidered  a  very  serious  matter  in  all  the  great  parliaments  of  the 
world.  Members  of  the  legal  profession  may  be  accredited  before 
all  the  tribunals  of  the  country  and  yet  not  be  allowed  to  appear 
before  Parliament.  In  Great  Britain,  they  have  adopted  sixteen 
special  rules  which  may  be  found  at  pages  691,  692,  and  693,  of 
May's  13th  edition.  The  qualifications,  duties  and  responsibilities 
of  parliamentary  agents  are  therein  clearly  defined.  Time  has 
not  yet  arrived  when  we  should  have  such  rigid  regulations,  but 
there  are  two  rules  which  your  Committee  desires  to  suggest: 
first  that  these  agents  pay  a  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  on  receiving 
their  certificate  from  the  Speaker  and,  secondly,  that  they  be  not 
appointed  unless  they  have  some  business  before  the  House. 
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CONCLUSION 

If  the  proposed  changes  are  concurred  in  by  the  House, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  re-number  and  reprint  the  Rules. 
Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  present  report  be 
only  put  in  force  at  the  next  session  of  Parliament.

That  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  provisions  of  the  Pension  Act  relating  to 
the  Federal  Appeal  Board,  and  to  designate  the  number  of  members  of  which  the 
Board  shall  consist,  the  duration  of  their  term  of  office,  and  their  eligibility  for 
reappointment. 
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Whereupon,  Mr.  King  (Kootenay  East),  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy 
Council,  informed  the  House,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  having 
been  informed  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  proposed  Resolution,  recommends  it 
to  the  House. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  do  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to-morrow,  to 
consider  the  said  proposed  Resolution.

than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  to  imprisonment,  with  hard  labour,  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  twelve  months  and  not  less  than  six  months,  and,  in  default  of  pay 
ment  of  the  penalty,  to  a  further  term  of  imprisonment  equal  to  that  already 
imposed  by  the  Court  for  such  subsequent  offence;  and  all  spirits  so  unlawfully 
manufactured  or  imported  wheresoever  they  are  found,  and  all  horses,  and 
vehicles,  vessels  and  other  appliances  which  have  been  or  are  being  used  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  the  same,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Crown,  and  shall  be 
dealt  with  accordingly. 
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"  (2)  Every  person  not  being  a  dealer  therein  who  purchases,  or  has  in  his 
possession  any  spirits  knowing  them  to  have  been  unlawfully  manufactured  or 
imported,  whether  the  owner  thereof  or  not,  shall  for  a  first  offence  incur  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  not  less  than  two  hundred 
dollars,  and  for  each  subsequent  offence  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars;  and 
all  spirits  so  unlawfully  manufactured  or  imported  wheresoever  they  are  found, 
and  all  horses,  and  vehicles,  vessels  and  other  appliances  which  have  been  or  are 
being  used  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  same,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Crown, 
and  shall  be  dealt  with  accordingly."

Mr.  Stewart  (Edmonton  West),  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council, 
presented, — Return  to  an  Address  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  of 
the  21st  February,  1927:- 

1.  For  a  copy  of  the  original  treaty  concluded  between  his  late  Majesty 
King  George  III  and  the  band  of  Indians  commonly  known  as  the  Six  Nations, 
providing  for  a  transfer  to  Canada  of  the  said  Six  Nations  Indians,  and  the 
allotment  to  them  of  certain  lands  in  what  is  now  the  Province  of  Ontario.

4.  A  financial  statement  showing  all  moneys  received  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  or  by  the  former  Provinces  of  Canada,  on  account 
of  the  Six  Nations,  the  dates  of  receipt,  the  considerations  for  which  the  same 
were  received,  and  the  disposition  made  of  such  moneys  from  time  to  time. 

5.  A  statement  showing  what  moneys  or  other  properties  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  or  the  Government  or  any  department  thereof  now  holds  in  trust  for  or 
on  account  of  the  Six  Nations  Indians,  how  these  moneys  are  invested  and  for 
what  purposes  the  same  are  held.

Canadian  National  Railways 

Your  Committee  has  had  under  consideration  Item  408  of  the  Estimates, 
which  provides  for  loans  or  guarantees  of  $22,500,000  to  the  Canadian  National 
Railway  Company  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31st,  1928,  and  has  in  the 
course  of  its  deliberations,  examined  the  operating  statements  of  the  company 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1926. 

Your  Committee  notes  that  the  results  of  the  operations  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railway  System,  which  includes  for  the  first  time  the  operations  of  the 
Central  Vermont  Railway,  show  a  substantial  improvement  in  the  volume  of 
business  handled  and  a  continued  improvement  in  operating  methods,  resulting 
in  an  increase  of  $21,861,000  in  Operating  Revenue  accompanied  by  an  increase 
of  only  $7,079,000  in  Operating  Expenses. 

While  not  providing  for  interest  charges  due  the  Government  on  capital 
advances  your  Committee  notes  with  considerable  satisfaction  that  for  the  first 
time,  the  net  earnings  of  the  Railway  for  the  year  are  more  than  sufficient  to 
pay  all  fixed  charges  due  to  the  public. 

Your  Committee  is  led  to  believe  that  the  properties  embraced  in  the 
System  have  been  maintained  to  a  standard  commensurate  with  the  traffic 
requirements. 

Your  Committee  agrees  that  the  Estimate  of  $22,500,000  (being  a  reduction 
of  $8,500,000  from  the  amount  asked  for  last  year)  is  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  the  company  during  the  coming  year,  and  should  be  voted  by  the  House 
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Canadian  Government  Merchant  Marine 

Your  Committee  has  also  had  under  consideration  Item  409  of  the  Esti 
mates,  which  provides  for  a  loan  of  $18,500  to  the  Canadian  Government 
Merchant  Marine,  Limited,  and  has  in  the  course  of  its  deliberations  examined 
the  operating  statements  of  the  company  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 

1926.  Your  Committee  notes  with  considerable  satisfaction  that  the  operating 
deficit  has  been  reduced  to  $90,159,  an  improvement  over  the  previous  year  of 
$858,893,  and  it  is  recalled  that  the  improvement  in  1925  in  comparison  with 
1924  was  $492,826. 

From  the  evidence  given,  it  appears  that  there  has  been  an  improvement  in 
the  earnings  on  the  business,  handled  in  the  case  of  practically  all  the  routes 
operated  and  that  this  improvement  has  been  accomplished  at  a  relatively  small 
expen.se.  The  increase  in  operating  revenue  was  $1,114,735,  while  the  operating 
expenses  only  increased  $256,841. 

Your  Committee  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  the  appro 
priation  for  last  year  on  account  of  the  Canadian  Government  Merchant  Marine, 
Limited,  was  $600,000,  whereas  for  the  coming  year,  the  sum  of  $18,500  is 
asked.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  amount  is  necessary  for  the 
purposes  of  the  company  during  the  coming  year  and  should  be  voted  by  the 
House. 

Your  Committee  notes  with  satisfaction  that  the  Canadian  National  Rail 
ways  continues  to  hold  the  confidence  and  goodwill  of  the  public  through  the 
excellence  of  the  service  rendered  and  the  courtesy  extended  to  patrons. 

Your  Committee  further  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  President  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  and  the  Officers  assist 
ing  him  gave  their  evidence  to  the  Committee.

Your  Committee  further  recommends  that  its  proceedings  and  the  evidence 
adduced  before  the  Committee  be  printed  as  an  appendix  to  the  Journals  of  the 
House  and  that  Rule  74  in  respect  hereto  be  suspended.

Your  Committee,  having  heard  evidence  on  the  subject  matter  of  the 
resolution  from  the  Premiers  of  Alberta  and  British  Columbia  and  from  engineers 
who  have  investigated  this  project,  and  others,  is  of  opinion  that  building  a 
western  outlet  from  the  Peace  River  area  is  feasible  from  an  engineering  stand 
point. 

The  weight  of  evidence  before  your  Committee  indicates  that,  on  economic 
grounds,  such  construction  should  not  be  commenced  forthwith,  as  set  forth  in 
the  resolution  referred  to  your  Committee. 

Your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  much  greater  traffic  development  is 
necessary  in  the  area  to  make  the  building  of  such  outlet  economically  sound. 

Your  Committee  is  further  of  opinion  that  potentialities  of  that  area  are 
such  as  to  warrant  a  continuous  study  of  its  development.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEES  OF  THE  SENATE  AND 
THE  HOUSE  OF  COMMONS,  MEETING  IN  JOINT  SESSION, 
APPOINTED  TO  ENQUIRE  INTO  THE  CLAIMS  OF  THE  ALLIED 
INDIAN  TRIBES  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA,  AS  SET  FORTH  IN 
THEIR  PETITION  PRESENTED  TO  PARLIAMENT  IN  JUNE, 
1926. 

OTTAWA,  April  9th,   1927. 

The  Special  Committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  appointed 
to  enquire  into  the  claims  of  the  Allied  Indian  Tribes  of  British  Columbia,  as 
set  forth  in  their  Petition  presented  to  Parliament  in  June,  1926,  beg  to  submit 
their  second  and  final  Report: 

The  Committees  convened  on  March  22nd,  1927,  and  held  prolonged  sittings 
on  March  30th,  1927,  March  31st,  1927,  April  4th,  1927,  April  5th,  1927,  and 
April  6th,  1927,  at  which  the  following  witnesses  were  examined:— 

Mr.  Duncan  C.  Scott,  Deputy  Superintendent  General  of  Indian  Affairs; 

W.  E.  Ditchburn,  Indian  Commissioner  for  British  Columbia; 

Mr.  W.  A.  Found,  Director  of  Fisheries; 

Mr.  John  Chisholm,  Assistant  Deputy  Minister  of  Justice; 

Andrew  Paull,  Secretary  of  the  Allied  Indian  Tribes  of  British  Columbia; 

Chief  John  Chillihitza,  of  the  Nicola  Valley  Indian  Tribes  of  British 
Columbia; 

Rev.  P.  R.  Kelly,  Chairman  of  the  Allied  Indian  Tribes  iof  British 
Columbia: 

Chief  David  Basil,  of  the  Bonaparte  Indian  Tribe  of  British  Columbia; 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  witnesses,  there  also  appeared  the  following 
Counsel  who  addressed  the  Committee  on  behalf  of  their  respective  clients,  viz:—

Columbia. 
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As  Interpreters  for  Chief  John  ChiPihitza  and  Chief  David  Basil,  there  were 
also  present:— 

Mrs.  Julian  Williams  and  Mr.  William  Perreish. 

The  evidence  of  the  witnesses  and  the  arguments  of  Counsel  were  taken 
down  in  shorthand  and  printed  from  day  to  day.  The  printed  reports  of  such 
evidence  and  arguments  also  contain  the  documents  and  other  material  in  writ 
ing  that  were  submitted  to  your  Committee  by  the  witnesses  and  the  Counsel 
who  appeared  before  it. 

It  is  thought  proper  to  refer  to  the  manner  in  which  the  evidence  given  by 
,the  Rev.  P.  R.  Kelly,  Mr.  Andrew  Paull,  Chief  Chillihitza  and  Chief  Basil,  the 
Indian  witnesses  was  presented.  The  Chiefs  spoke  through  their  inter 
preters,  who  translated  the  Indian  language  into  English  in  a  competent  way. 
The  evidence  of  Messrs.  KeiHy  and  Paull  was  given  in  idiomatic  English,  clearly 
and  forcibly  expressed,  and  both  the  matter  of  their  evidence  and  the  manner 
of  presentation  were  highly  acceptable  to  your  Committee.  Due  praise  should 
be  accorded  them,  and  the  Indian  members  of  their  organization  can  be  assured 
of  the  competent  and  thorough  fashion  in  which  they  dealt  with  the  case. 

It  may  be  informative  to  include  here  a  brief  historical  retrospect  which 
will  summarize  the  facts  regarding  the  occupation  of  the  country  now  known  as 
British  Columbia. 

On  March  29th,  1778,  the  famous  explorer  Captain  Cook  with  two  ships 
(the  Resolution  and  the  Discovery)  arrived  at  Hope  Bay  near  Nootka,  which 
place  lie  made  his  headquarters  and  made  repairs,  and  from  which  point  he 
explored  the  coast  northward  until  he  struck  the  Arctic  ice.  The  next  year 
Captain  Clerke  who  had  accompanied  Captain  Cook  returned  to  the  coast  from 
the  Sandwich  Islands  where  the  vessels  had  wintered  and  continued  the  ex 
plorations,  again  making  Nootka  his  headquarters.  During  the  next  ten  years 
many  ships  visited  the  coast  exploring  and  trading.  In  1788  Captain  John  Meares 
formed  an  extensive  establishment  at  Nootka,  and  in  1799  two  Spanish  warships 
under  Don  Stephen  Joseph  Martinez  appeared  at  Nootka  and  seized  Captain 
Meares'  buildings  and  settlement  and  ships,  one  of  which  named  the  Northwest 
American  was  the  first  boat  to  be  built  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  As  a  result  of  this 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Spaniards  the  British  Government  demanded  of  Spain 
restitution  of  Nootka  and  the  territory  tributary  thereto,  together  with  an 
indemnity  for  losses  sustained.  For  a  time  Spain  resisted  this  demand  and  it 
appeared  that  war  would  be  the  result,  but  finally  a  settlement  was  made  by 
Articles  of  Convention  of  October  28th,  1790.  The  Articles  of  Convention  were 
to  'be  given  effect  to  at  Nootka  and  Spain  despatched  Don  Juan  Francisco  de  la 
Bodega  y  Quadra  while  Britain  entrusted  her  interest  to  Captain  George  Van 
couver  with  instructions  that  he  should  explore  the  coast  and  then  go  to  Nootka 
"  to  be  put  in  possession  of  the  buildings,  districts  or  parcels  of  land  which  were 
occupied  by  His  Majesty's  subjects  in  the  month  of  April,  1789,  agreeable  to  the 
first  article  of  the  late  Convention."  These  two  parties  met  finally  at  Nootka 
but  failed  to  agree  >as  to  the  area  that  was  to  be  delivered.  Captain  Vancouver 
insisted  upon  all  of  that  area  in  which  trading  and  exploration  had  been  carried 
on  by  the  British,  while  the  Spaniards  desired  to  restrict  the  area  ceded  to 
Nootka.  During  the  following  year  Captain  Vancouver  continued  his  ex 
plorations  to  Alaska  and  the  following  year  concluded  his  survey  of  the  whole 
coast.  Finally  on  March  28th,  1795,  the  actual  surrendering  of  the  country  was 
made  to  Lieut.  Thomas  Pierce  of  the  Royal  Marines  by  Brig.-General  Alva  and 
Lieut.  Cosme  Bertodano.  The  whole  area  claimed  by  Captain  Vancouver  was 
included  in  the  transfer;  which  area  included  that  territory  later  known  as  the 
State  of  Washington  and  the  whole  coast  of  British  Columbia  northward  to  the 
Alaskan  bound arv. 
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Two  other  explorers  Simon  Fraser  and  Alexander  Mackenzie  explored 
portions_  of  interior  British  Columbia  approaching  from  East  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  In  each  case  these  we'll  known  explorers  mistook  what  was  later 
called  the  Fraser  River  for  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Columbia  River,  indicating 
that  it  was  considered  at  that  early  time  that  the  British  territory  East  of  the 
mountains  extended  through  to  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  River. 

In  1846,  the  boundary  line  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  was  fixed 
at  the  49th  parallel  by  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  after  a  period  of 
warm  dispute.  Prior  to  this  the  British  had  claimed  the  territory  now  known 
as  the  States  of  Washington  and  Oregon,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  these  two 
Governments  at  that  time  recognized  that  one  or  the  other  were  in  possession 
of  this  area  and  by  Treaty  between  the  two  countries  fixed  the  boundary  line. 

Later  a  dispute  arose  as  to  whether  or  not  Saji  Juan  Island  was  in  British 
territory  or  American.  The  British  Government  maintained  their  right  to  this 
Island  as  evidenced  by  a  despatch  from  Lord  Russell  to  Lord  Lyon,  British 
Minister  at  Washington,  dated  August  24th,  1859,  in  which  he  said: 

Her  Majesty's  Government  must  therefore  under  any  circumstances 
maintain  the  right  of  the  British  Crown  to  the  Island  of  San  Juan. 
Again  indicating  that  the  land  was  viewed  as  belonging  to  the  Crown.     This 
dispute  was  finally  settled  by  reference  to  the  Emperor  of  Germany  for  arbitra 
tion  in  favour  of  the  United  States  on  October  21st,  1872. 

In  1858  Lord  Lytton  wrote  Governor  Douglas  instructions  regarding  the 
attitude  of  the  British  Government  towards  the  Colony,  and  used  the  following 
language: 

You  will  keep  steadily  in  view  that  it  is  the  desire  of  this  country 
that  representative   institutions   and   self-government  should   prevail   in 

British  Columbia A  party  of  Royal  Engineers  will  be  despatched 

to  the  Colony  immediately.  It  will  devolve- upon  them  to  survey  those 
parts  of  the  country  which  may  be  considered  most  suitable  for  settle 
ment,  to  mark  out  allotments  of  land  for  public  purposes,  etc. 

Here  again  is  evidence  of  the  recognition  of  the  lands  as  belonging  to  the  Crown. 
And  the  record  shows  that  the  land  was  surveyed  and  lots  were  later  put  on 
sale. 

It  is  claimed  that  no  conquest  had  ever  been  made  of  the  territory  of 
British  Columbia.The  historic  records  would  seem  to  indicate  that  this  is  not 
accurate.  All  the  posts  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  were  fortified  and  the 
officers  and  servants  of  the  Company  were  prepared  to  resist  hostile  attacks. 
When  a  fort  was  established  at  Victoria  a  band  of  Cowichan  Indians  undier 
Chief  Tzouhalen  seized  and  slaughtered  several  animals  belonging  to  the  whites. 
The  official  in  charge,  Roderick  Finlayson  demanded  payment  for  the  animals 
which  was  preremptorily  refused.  In  this  action  Chief  Tzouhalen  was  upheld 
by  Chief  Tsilaltchach  of  the  Songhees  and  the  Indians  attacked  the  fort,  but 
were  easily  over-awed  by  artillery  and  later  approached  the  fort  to  sue  for 
peace.  The  historic  records  contain  numerous  other  like  references.  The  fort 
just  mentioned  was  established  at  Victoria  in  1848,  and  in  1849  Vancouver  was 
made  a  Crown  colony.  British  Columbia  (the  mainland  and  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands)  was  made  a  Crown  Colony  in  1858  and  the  two  colonies  were  united 
in  1866.  British  Columbia  entered  Confederation  on  the  20th  July,  1871. 

The  Report  of  your  Committee  on  the  proceedings  may  now  be  resumed. 

At  the  outset  it  was  made  evident  that  the  Indians  were  not  in  agreement 
as  to  the  nature  of  their  claims.  For  instance,  the  representatives  of  the  Indian 
Tribes  in  the  interior  of  British  Columbia  did  not  make  any  claim  to  any  land 
of  the  Province  based  on  an  aboriginal  title.  The  representatives  of  the  Allied 
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Indian  Tribes,  on  the  other  hand,  practically  rested  their  whole  case  upon  an 
alleged  aboriginal  title  through  which  they  claimed  about  251,OC  3  square  miles 
out  of  a  total  area  of  approximately  355,855  square  miles  in  the  Province  ol 
British  Columbia,     This  latter  point,  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  should 
first  dealt  with,  as  its  elimination  will  leave  for  consideration  only  matters 
regard  to  which  the  Indians  of  British  Columbia  may  be  said  to  have  a  common 

interest. 

Early  in  the  proceedings  it  developed  that  the  aboriginal  title  claimed  was 
first  presented  as  a  legal  claim  against  the  Crown  about  fifteen  years  ago.  The 
claim  then  began  to  take  form  as  one  which  should  be  satisfied  by  a  treaty  or 
agreement  with  the  Indians  in  which  conditions  and  terms  put  forward  by  them 
or  on  their  behalf  must  be  considered  and  agreed  upon  before  a  cession  of  the 
alleged  title  would  be  granted.  Tradition  forms  so  large  a  part  of  Indian  men 
tality  that  if  in  pre-Confederation  days  the  Indians  considered  they  had  an 
aboriginal  title  to  the  lands  of  the  Province,  there  would  have  been  tribal  records 
of  such  belief  transmitted  from  father  to  son,  either  by  word  of  mouth  or  in 
some  other  customary  way.  But  nothing  of  the  kind  was  shown  to  exist.  On 
the  contrary  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Kelly  goes  to  confirm  the  view  that  the  Indians 
were  consenting  parties  to  the  whole  policy  of  the  government  both  as  to  reserves 
and  other  benefits  which  they  accepted  for  years  without  demur.  (See  page 
224  for  Mr.  Kelly's  evidence,  also  the  dispatch  of  Mr.  Pearse  at  page  227  to  be 
found  in  full  in  a  dispatch  dated  21st  October,  1868,  from  B.  W.  Pearse  to  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works  in  the  Sessional  paper  of  British 
Columbia  39  Vic.  page  212-13).  The  fact  was  admitted  that  it  was  not 
until  about  fifteen  years  ago  that  aboriginal  title  was  first  put  forward  as  a 
formal  legal  claim  by  those  who  ever  since  have  made  it  a  bone  of  contention 
and  by  some  a  source  of  livelihood  as  well. 

The  Committee  note  with  regret  the  existence  of  agitation,  not  only  in  British 
Columbia,  but  with  Indians  fti  other  parts  of  the  Dominion,  which  agitation  may 
be  called  mischievous,  by  which  the  Indians  are  deceived  and  led  to  expect 
benefits  from  claims  more  or  less  fictitious.  Such  agitation,  often  carried  on  by 
designing  white  men,  is  to  be  deplored,  and  should  be  discountenanced,  as  the 
Government  of  the  country  is  at  all  times  ready  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
Indians  and  to  redress  real  grievances  where  such  are  shown  to  exist. 

Counsel  representing  the  Allied  Indian  Tribes  continued  ito  press  the 
aboriginal  title  claim  upon  the  attention  of  successive  Governments,  and  although 
the  Government  was  willing  to  litigate  the  claim,  Counsel  for  the  Indians  sought 
permission  to  take  the  matter  direct  to  the  Imperial  Privy  Council,  instead  of 
first  submitting  it  for  judicial  decision  to  the  Courts  of  Canada.  This  the  Gov 
ernment  very  properly  declined  to  do;  but  at  the  same  time  it  made  a  generous 
offer  to  the  Indians,  the  details  of  which  are  embodied  in  an  Order  in  Council 
passed  on  June  20th,  1914.  The  full  text  of  this  Order  in  Council  was  as 
follows:—

by  His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor  General  on  the  20th  June,  1914. 

The  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had  before  them  a  Report  from 
the  Superintendent  General  of  Indian  Affairs,  dated  llth  March,  1914,  submitting 
the  accompanying  memorandum  from  the  Deputy  Superintendent  General  of 
Indian  Affairs  upon  the  Indian  claim  to  the  lands  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  in  which  he  concurs. 
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The  Committee,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  General  of 
Indian  Affairs,  advise  that  the  claim  be  referred  to  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada 
with  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Privy  Council  under  the  following  conditions:— 

1.  The  Indians  of  British.  Columbia  shall,  by  their  Chiefs  or  representatives, 

in  a  binding  way,  agree,  if  the  Court,  or  on  appeal,  the  Privy  Council, 
decides  that  they  have  a  title  to  lands  of  the  Province  to  surrender  such 
title,  receiving  from  the  Dominion  benefits  to  be  granted  for  extinguish 
ment  of  title  in  accordance  with  past  usage  of  the  Crown  in  satisfying 
the  Indian  claim  to  unsurrendered  territories,  and  to  accept  the  finding 
of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Indian  Affairs  in  British  Columbia  as 
approved  by  the  Governments  of  the  Dominion  and  the  Province  as 
a  full  allotment  of  Reserve  lands  to  be  administered  for  their  benefit 
as  part  of  the  compensation. 

2.  That  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  by  granting  the  said  reserves  as 

approved  shall  be  held  to  have  satisfied  all  claims  of  the  Indians  against 
the  Province.  That  the  remaining  considerations  shall  be  provided 
and  the  cost  thereof  borne  by  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada. 

3.  That  the  Government  of  British  Columbia  shall  be  represented  by  counsel, 

that  the  Indians  shall  be  represented  by  counsel  nominated  and  paid  by 
the  Dominion. 

4.  That,  in  the  event  of  the  Court  or  the  Privy  Council  deciding  that  the 

Indians  have  no  title  in  the  lands  of  the  Province  of -British  Columbia, 
the  policy  of  the  Dominion  towards  the  Indians  shall  be  governed  by 
consideration  of  their  interests  and  future  development. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted  for  approval.

Instead  of  accepting  the  offer  thus  made  by  the  Government,  it  was  rejected 
and  Counsel  for  the  Indians  kept  up  a  correspondence  on  irrelevant  issues  with 
the  then  Minister  of  Justice  until  the  latter  gentleman  ended  the  controversy 
with  the  following  letter:

SIR:  It  is  in  my  view  unnecessary  to  correct  the  narrative  of  your 
letter  of  the  26th  ultimo,  because  except  in  the  two  points  which  I  am 
going  to  mention  it  is  immaterial  to  any  question  now  under  considera- 

'As  to  your  remark  that  it  has  always  been  the  view  of  those  advising 
the  Nishgas  that  the  only  feasible  method  of  securing  a  judicial  deter 
mination  of  the  rights  of  the  Indians  of  British  Columbia  is  that  of  brmg- 
ino-  their  claims  directly  before  His  Majesty's  Privy  Council,  I  wish  you 
would  realize  and  endeavour  to  convince  those  whom  you  describe  as 
advising  the  Nishgas  that  this  Government  has  no  power  or  authority

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to  refer  a  question  directly  to  His  Majesty's  Privy  Council;  that  the 
only  constitutional  method  of  obtaining  the  judicial  view  of  His  Majesty 
in  Council  relating  to  a  question  limited  to  the  internal  affairs  of  Canada 
is  by  appeal  from  the  local  tribunals,  and  that  His  Royal  Highness' 
Government  is  determined  for  these  reasons,  which  have  been  so  often 
explained  to  you  and  those  whom  you  profess  to  represent,  not  to  advise 
or  concur  in  any  proceedings  looking  to  a  decision  in  which  the  courts 
of  the  Dominion  shall  not  have  an  opportunity  to  express  their  views. 
If,  therefore,  it  be  possible  for  me  to  make  any  statement  here  which 
can  consistently  with  the  amenities  of  official  correspondence,  impress 
you  with  the  futility  of  urging  upon  this  government  a  reference  direct 
to  the  Judicial  Committee,  I  beg  of  you  to  consider  that  statement 
incorporated  in  this  letter. 

The  policy  of  the  Government  with  regard  to  the  British  Columbia 
Indian  question  is  very  clearly  stated  in  the  Order  in  Council  of  20th 
June  last,  and  you  should,  I  think,  be  able  to  perceive  that  one  of  the 
conditions  upon  which  further  progress  may  be  made  is  that  the  Indians 
shall  come  under  the  obligation  defined  by  the  first  enumeration  of  the 
Order  in  Council.  You  state  that  the  Order  in  Council  has  been  brought 
before  the  Ndshgas  Indians,  and  that  they  will,  as  soon  as  possible,  place 
their  answer  before  the  Government.  So  far  it  is  well,  but  when  you 
say  that  it  is  clearly  necessary  that  before  the  Nishgas  answer  they 
should  be  advised  regarding  the  procedure  of  the  courts,  and  demand 
to  be  informed  under  the  authority  of  what  enactment  and  for  what 
reasons  a  reference  to  the  Exchequer  Court  is  proposed,  I  may  I  trust 
be  permitted  to  observe  that  the  essential  question  for  consideration  of 
the  Nishgas  is  as  to  whether,  if  their  alleged  title  be  upheld  by  the 
ultimate  tribunal,  they  are  willing  to  surrender  that  title  in  consideration 
of  benefits  to  be  granted  in  extinguishment  according  to  the  ancient 
usage  of  the  Crown.  I  think  it  would  be  a  pity  that  this  question  should 
be  obscured  or  involved  in  the  difficulties  which  you  have  encountered 
about  the  procedure,  and  which  the  Indians  presumably  would  be  no 
better  able  to  'understand.  Therefore,  without  making  any  further 
attempt  to  explain  the  procedure  which  perhaps  could  not  succeed  within 
the  compass  of  an  ordinary  letter,  I  suggest  that  the  Indians  should  be 
permitted  to  consider  the  question  in  which  they  are  really  interested 
as  submitted  by  the  Order  in  Council.  It  is  unlikely  I  should  think  that 
the  Indians  would  concern  themselves  with  procedure.  They  have  I 
imagine  sufficient  discernment  to  perceive,  if  their  deliberations  be  not 
influenced  to  the  contrary,  that  a  question  of  procedure  is  at  present 
quite  irrelevant;  but  if  necessary  you  may  unhesitatingly  assure  them 
that  no  point  of  procedure  will  be  permitted  to  prejudice  a  decision  upon 
the  merits  of  the  case,  and  that  the  Government  will  see  to  it  that  the 
proceedings  are  brought  and  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  provide 
for  the  admission  of  all  the  facts  and  arguments  which  are  material  to 
the  controversy. 

May  I  be  allowed  to  add  that  in  view  of  what  I  have  stated  I  do 
not  propose  to  consider  the  procedure  until  it  is  ascertained  that  the 
Indians  have  acquiesced  in  the  conditions  of  the  Order  in  Council  which 
are  preliminary  to  any  procedure.

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The  Indians  did  not  acquiesce  in  the  conditions  of  the  Order  in  Council  as 
the  Right  Honourable  C.  J.  Doherty  informed  their  Counsel  in  the  above  letter 
they  would  have  to  do  before  he  would  move  farther  in  the  matter.  Con 
sequently,  there  was  no  further  action  on  the  part  of  the  Dominion  Government. 

A  change  of  tactics  was  adopted  in  June,  1926.  In  that  month  a  Petition 
embodying  the  Indian  claim,  based  on  aboriginal  title,  was  presented  to  Parlia 
ment.  The  session  then  in  progress  terminated  abruptly  and  action  on  the 
Petition  was  not  taken  until  the  present  session,  when  the  Petition  in  question 
was  referred  to  your  Committee  for  enquiry  and  report. 

Having  given  full  and  careful  consideration  to  all  that  was  adduced  before 
your  Committee,  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  members  thereof  that  the 
petitioners  have  not  established  any  claim  to  the  lands  of  British  Columbia 
based  on  aboriginal  or  other  title,  and  that  the  position  taken  by  the  Government 
in  1914,  as  evidenced  by  the  Order  in  Council  and  Mr.  Doherty's  letter  above 
quoted,  afforded  the  Indians  full  opnortunity  to  put  their  claim  to  the  test.  As 
they  have  declined  to  do  so,  it  is  the  further  opinion  of  your  Committee  that 
the  matter  should  now  be  regarded  as  finally  closed. 

While  making  this  declaration  the  Committee  wish  to  state  that  they  are 
impressed  by  the  fact  that  the  Indians  of  British  Columbia  recdive  benefits 
which  are  in  excess  of  those  granted  by  Treaty  to  Indians  in  other  parts  of 
Canada.  Comparison  of  these  expenditures  will  be  found  in  the  statements 
made  by  the  Deputy  Superintendent  General  of  Indian  Affairs  at  pages  15-17 
of  the  printed  evidence.  It  is  clear  that  they  are  not  discriminated  against, 
that  reserves  have  been  set  aside  for  them  sufficient  for  their  needs,  and  that 
the  obligation  for  Indians  assumed  by  the  Dominion  when  British  Columbia 
entered  Confederation  has  been  generously  fulfilled.  In  considering  the  extent 
of  this  bounty  the  Committee  could  not  fail  to  notice  from  facts  submitted  that 
it  had  exceeded  the  benefits  which  appertain  to  Indian  treaties,  and  that  if  a 
treaty  had  been  made,  the  compensation  would  have  been  in  comparison  much 
less  than  the  generous  expenditures  now  made  on  behalf  of  the  Indians  in  British 
Columbia,  which  amounted  to  $690,683  in  1925-26. 

As  it  was  the  desire  of  your  Committee  to  give  the  very  fullest  and  most 
sympathetic  consideration  to  all  the  claims  "of  the  Indians  and  to  give  them 
every  opportunity  to  state  any  existing  hardships  or  disabilities  under  which 
they  suffered  as  residents  of  the  province  owing  to  their  native  blood,  all 
branches  of  the  subject  were  dealt  with,  and  by  questioning  the  witnesses  and 
eliciting  information  from  departmental  officers,  the  Committee  came  into  pos 
session  of  a  mass  of  interesting  facts  in  connection  with  the  various  subjects 
under  review.  The  Indians,  in  claiming  aboriginal  title,  had  given  to  the  pro 
vincial  government  under  date  of  November  12th,  1919,  an  exhaustive  statement 
of  the  case,  and  set  forth  "  conditions  proposed  as  a  basis  of  settlement "  It  is 
thought  to  be  highly  desirable  that  your  Committee  should  review  these  claims 
and  inform  Parliament  of  the  extent  to  Avhich  the  conditions  are  at  present 
being  met,  and  to  make  recommendations  that  would  tend  to  meet  the  conditions 
proposed,  where  they  are  not  already  provided  for.  It  is  thought  well  to  deal 
with  these  conditions  under  each  sub-head  in  sequence  as  shown  at  page  36  of  the 
Proceedings,  and  to  make  such  remarks  as  are  relevant: 

(1)  That  the  Proclamation  issued  by  King  George  III  in  the  year 
1763  and  the  Report  presented  by  the  Minister  of  Justice  in,  the  year 
1875  be  accepted  by  the  two  Governments  and  established  as  the  main 
basis  of  all  dealings  and  all  adjustments  of  Indian  land  rights  and  other 
rights  which  shall  be  made. 

The  subject  matter  of  the  foregoing  paragraph  has  already  been  dealt 
with  by  your  Committee  in  their  Finding  contained  in  the  recommendation 
hereinbefore  made,  and  further  comment  thereon  is,  therefore,  unnecessary. 
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(2)  That  it  be  conceded  that  each  Tribe  for  whose  use  and  benefit 
land  is  set  aside  (under  Article  13  of  the  'Terms  of  Union')  acquires  there 
by  a  full,  permanent  and  beneficial  title  to  the  land  so  set  aside  together 
with  all  natural  resources  pertaining  thereto;  and  that  Section  127  of  the 
Land  Act  of  British  Columbia  be  amended  accordingly. 

(5)  That  adequate  additional  lands  be  set  aside  and  that  to  this  end 
a  per  capita  standard  of  160  acres  of  average  agricultural  land  having  in 
case  of  lands  situated  within  the  dry  belt  a  supply  of  water  sufficient  for 
irrigation  be  established.     By  the  word  "  standard . "  we  mean  not  a  hard 
and  fast  rule,  but  a  general  estimate  to  be  used  as  a  guide,  and  to  be 
applied  in  a  reasonable  way  to  the  actual  requirements  of  each  tribe. 

(6)  That  in  sections  of  the  Province  in  case  of  which  the  character 
of  available  land  and  the  conditions  prevailing  make  it  impossible  or 
undesirable  to  carry  out  fully  or  at  all  that  standard,  the  Indian  Tribes 
concerned    be   compensated   for   such   deficiency    by    grazing   lands,   by 
timber  lands,  by  hunting  lands  or  otherwise,  as  the  particular  character 
and  conditions  of  each  such  section  may  require. 

(7)  That  all  existing  inequalities  in  respect  of  both  acreage  and  value 
between  lands  set  aside  for  the  various  Tribes  be  adjusted. 

(8)  That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  two  Governments  to  set  aside 
adequate  additional  lands  and  adjust  all  inequalities  there  be  established 
a  system  of  obtaining  lands  including  compulsory  purchase,  similar  to 
that  which  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Land  Settlement  Board  of  British 
Columbia. 

It  may  be  stated  at  once  that  the  reserves  as  set  apart  under  Article  13  of 
the  "Terms  of  Union"  and  allotted  in  the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on 
Indian  Affairs  for  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  confirmed  by  both  gov 
ernments,  are  held  by  the  Dominion  in  trust  for  the  full  and  permanent  beneficial 
interest  of  the  Indians,  and  all  such  natural  resources  pertaining  thereto  as  are 
the  property  o/  the  Indians.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  progressive  steps  which 
have  been  taken  by  the  two  interested  governments  in  the  settlement  of  the  claims 
of  the  Indians  for  reserve  lands.  Such  reserves  as  were  set  apart  before  Con 
federation  were  granted  by  the  Colonial  Government.  After  Confederation,  the 
lands  reserved  were  set  apart  by  a  Joint  Reserve  Commission,  and  later  by  a 
single  Commissioner,  and  the  reserves  so  set  apart  were  scheduled  by  the  prov 
ince  and  appropriated  as  Indian  reserves.  As  it  was  desirable  to  further  and 
complete  this  work,  and  to  allot  reserves  in  territories  which  were  becoming 
settled  and  in  which  it  might  be  difficult  later  to  get  suitable  lands  for  Indians, 
the  two  governments  made  an  agreement  known  as  the  McKenna-McBride 
Agreement,  and  later  formed  a  Royal  Commission  on  Indian  Affairs  for  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia;  the  duty  of  the  Commission  being  to  review  and 
revise  the  whole  reserve  situation,  to  provide  new  reserves,  and  to  have  the  power 
of  disallowing  reserve  lands  not  required  for  Indian  use,  but  in  such  cases  pre 
serving  one  moiety  of  the  Indian  interests.  By  this  arrangement  when  final  con 
firmation  of  the  reserves  was  made,  any  provincial  interests  would  disappear  and 
the  Dominion,  in  trust  for  the  Indians,  would  have  the  full  use  and  benefit  of  these 
reserves.  The  Commissioners  visited  all  parts  of  the  Province,  and  everywhere 
and  at  all  times  the  Indians  gave  evidence  as  to  their  requirements,  and  it  is 
clear  that  the  Commissioners  endeavoured  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Indians 
wherever  it  was  possible  to  do  so  and  to  give  them  adequate  reserves. 

After  the  report  had  been  received  by  both  governments,  two  competent 
officers  of  the  governments  were  delegated  to  make  a  further  examination  into 
the  needs  of  the  Indians,  and  representative  Indians  were  appointed  to  confer 
with  these  officers  and  to  make  further  representations.  This  action  was  com 
pleted  and  the  report  of  the  Commission  and  a  schedule  of  reserves  was  adopted 
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and  confirmed  by  both  governments  under  the  statutory  provisions  of  Chap.  51, 
1920.  It  is  apparent  that  the  average  of  agricultural  land  set  up  by  the  proposed 
conditions  of  settlement  is  not  applicable  to  British  Columbia,  where  the  Indians 
generally  cannot  derive  their  subsistence  from  agriculture.  The  allottment  of 
reserves,  of  which  there  are  1,573  in  the  province,  preserves  to  the  Indians  in  a 
remarkable  degree  their  old  fishing  stations  and  camping  grounds,  and  the  action 
of  the  Commissioners  was  evidently  extended  to  preserving  Indian  rights  in 
traditional  locations  which  the  Indians  had  enjoyed  in  the  early  days. 

(3)  That  all  existing  reserves  not  now  as  parts  of  the  Railway  Belt 
or  otherwise  held  'by  Canada  be  conveyed  to  Canada  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  various  Tribes. 

This  work  is  now  in  progress,  and  without  delay  the  reserves  confirmed  by 
both  Governments  will  be  conveyed  by  the  province  to  the  Dominion. 

(4)  That  all  foreshores  whether  tidal  or  inland  'be  included  in  the 
reserves  with  which  they  are  connected,  so  that  the  various  Tribes  shall 
have  full  permanent  and  beneficial  title  to  such  foreshores. 

The  Indians  have  riparian  rights  on  all  reserves  on  tidal  waters.  The  owner 
ship  of  the  foreshore  being  in  the  province,  the  Superintendent  General  of  Indian 
Affairs  endeavoured  to  obtain  some  concessions  on  'behalf  of  the  Indians  in  this 
regard.  The  Prime  Minister  of  British  Golum'bia  under  date  of  April  23,  1924, 

stated  as  follows: 

The  Honourable 

The  Superintendent  General  of  Indian  Affairs, 
Ottawa. 

DEAR  SIR, — Referring  to  our  conversation  of  yesterday  and  having 
reference  to  the  fears  expressed  by  the  Indians  that  where  their  reserves 
fronted  on  the  water,  access  to  their  lands  might  be  interfered  with  by 
construction  of  wharfs,  docks,  booms  or  other  obstructions  erected  or 
placed  along  any  foreshore  on  account  of  ownership  of  such  foreshore 
'being  in  the  Province,  as  I  expressed  myself  yesterday,  I  would  favour  a 
policy  treating  the  Indians  on  exactly  the  same  footing  as  I  would  treat 
the  whites,  and  would  if  necessary  advise  the  Government  of  -the  Province 
to  give  the  Indian  Department  a  written  assurance  to  that  effect.  I  am, 
however,  of  the  opinion  that  no  such  assurance  is  necessaiy,  as  I  think 
the  principle  of  Riparian  Rights  would  apply  to  any  Indian  reserves 
having  water  frontage  to  the  same  extent  as  Riparian  Rights  would  apply 
to  the  same  lands  were  such  lands  subject  to  the  private  ownership  of  any 
person  other  than  an  Indian.  In  other  words,  Riparian  Rights  would 
accrue  to  the  Indians  (through  the  Indian  Department)  to  the  same  extent 
as  they  would  apply  to  a  white  owner.  I  should  be  pleased  if  you  would 
obtain  the  advice  of  your  legal  Department  on  this  phase  of  the  situation

(9)  That  if  the  Governments  and  the  Allied  Tribes  should  not  be 
able  to  agree  upon  a  standard  of  lands  to  be  reserved  that  matter  and  all 
other  matters  relating  to  lands  to  be  reserved  which  cannot  be  adjusted  in 
pursuance  of  the  preceding  conditions  and  by  conference  between  the  two 
governments  and  the  Allied  Tribes  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Colonies  to  be  finally  decided  by  that  Minister  in  view  of  our 
land  rights  conceded  by  the  two  Governments  in  accordance  with  our 
first  condition  and  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  Article  13  of  the 
"Terms  of  Union"  by  such  method  of  procedure  as  shall  be  decided  by 
the  Parliament  of  Canada. 
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It  would  appear  to  be  a  sufficient  answer  to  this  condition  to  state  that 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  13  of  the  "  Terms  of  Union  "  a  reference  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  was  only  to  be  resorted  to  if  the  two  govern 
ments  failed  to  agree.  They  have  agreed  under  statutory  authony  and  the 
allotment  of  reserves  is  therefore  concluded. 

(10)  That  the  beneficial  ownership  of  all  reserves  shall  belong  to 
the  Tribe  for  whose  use  and  benefit  they  are  set  asiide. 

When  the  reserves  are  conveyed  by  the  Province  to  the  Dominion,  which 
procedure  is  now  in  progress,  they  shall  belong  to  the  Indian  Bands  for  which 
they  are  set  apart.  Tribal  ownership  is  not  recognized  unless  by  desire  of  the 
Bands  comprising  the  Tribe.  If  any  such  case  arises  due  consideration  will 
be  given  to  all  the  surrounding  circumstances. 

(11)  That  a  system  of  individual  title  to  occupation  of  particular 
parts  of  reserved  lands  be  established  and  brought  into  operation  and 
administered  by  each  Tribe. 

Provision  is  already  made  in  the  Indian  Act  for  the  issue  of  location  tickets 
which  are  equivalent  to  a  title  in  fee  simple.  Indians  of  British  Columbia  are 
at  liberty  to  take  advantage  of  this  provision  at  any  time. 

(12)  That  all  sales,  leases  and  other  dispositions  of  land  or  timber 
or  other  natural  resources  be  made  by  the  Government  of  Canada  as 
trustee  for  the  Tribe  with  the  consent  of  the  Tribe  and  that  of  all  who 
may  have  rights  of  occupation  affected,  and  that  the  proceeds  be  disposed 
of  in  such  a  way  and  used  from  time  to  time  for  such  particular  purposes 
as  shall  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Government  of  Canada  and  the 
Tribe  together  with  all  those  having  rights  of  occupation. 

Apart  from  the  emphasis  which  seems  to  be  placed  upon  tribal  ownership 
in  this  paragraph,  it  merely  contains  a  statement  of  what  is  now  the  procedure 
of  the  Department  as  provided  by  statute. 

(13)  That  the  fishing  rights,  hunting  rights  and  water  rights  of  the 
Indian  Tribes   be   fully   adjusted.     Our   land  rights    having    first    been 
established  by   concession  or  decision  we  are  willing  that  our  general 
rights,  shall  after  full  conference  between  the  two  Governments  and  the 
Tribes  'be  adjusted  by  enactment  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada. 

Your  Committee  heard  evidence  on  the  disabilities  of  the  Indians  of 
British  Columbia  arising  from  restrictive  regulations  regarding  fishing,  hunt 
ing  and  the  use  of  water  for  irrigation  purposes.  The  Indian  Commissioner 
for  British  Columbia  and  the  Director  of  Fisheries,  of  the  Department  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries,  were  heard  on  this  .subject.  The  fishing  industry  is  a 
most  important  one  in  the  life  of  the  Indians,  and  at  least  one-third  of  the 
fishermen  engaged  in  the  commercial  fisheries  are  Indians  and  a  large  number 
of  Indian  women  are  employed  in  the  canneries.  The  chief  complaint  was 
against  the  restriction  to  take  fish  for  food  purposes,  and  in  this  matter  the 
sympathies  of  the  Committee  are  with  the  Indians;  at  the  same  time  the  neces 
sity  of  preserving  by  adequate  regulations  the  fisheries  is  paramount.  By 
co-operation  between  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  and  the  Department  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries  grievances  have  gradually  disappeared  and  we  would 
commend  to  the  Government  the  desirability  of  having  as  close  co-operation 
as  possible  not  only  between  these  two  Departments,  but  between  all  the  Depart 
ments  of  the  Dominion  Public  Service  that  have  to  deal  with  problems  affecting 
Indians  or  Indian  reserves,  and  that  in  all  cases  an  extremely  sympathetic 
and  liberal  view  of  the  Indian  situation  should  influence  regulations  and  their 
enforcement  as  against  Indians.  The  amelioration  of  local  difficulties  must 
be  worked  out  by  local  officers,  and  we  are  convinced  of  the  importance  of 
leniency  in  the  enforcement  of  the  regulations  that  might,  if  rigidly  enforced, 
work  hardship  and  even  suffering  upon  Indians. 
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It  must  be  recognized  that  Indians  have  had  from  the  earliest  times,  special 
interest  in  hunting,  and  that  in  those  regions  where  their  subsistence  is  obtained 
from  the  hunt  they  should  receive  every  consideration.  It  is  dearly  to  the 
benefit  of  the  Indians  that  there  should  be  strict  regulations  to  conserve  the 
fur-bearing  animals,  and  the  Provincial  regulations  appear  to  have  that  in 
view.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  to  see  that  any  privi 
leges  or  rights  which  the  Indians  have  under  these  regulations  are  taken  advan 
tage  of  to  the  fullest  degree.  In  this  connection  it  is  noted  that  the  Provincial 
authorities  do  not  exact  any  license  fee  from  Indians  for  hunting  or  trapping, 
and  like  exemption  of  Indians  in  so  far  as  commercial  fishing  licenses  is  con 
cerned  might  be  considered  favourably  by  the  Department  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries. 

Water  for  irrigation,  where  this  is  a  necessity  for  successful  agriculture,  is 
a  matter  of  the  utmost  importance  in  certain  districts  of  British  Columbia. 
These  affairs  are  regullated  by  the  Province,  and  the  Indians  are  on  the  same 
footing  as  ordinary  citizens  in  the  allotment  of  the  available  water.  In  the 
endeavour  to  obtain  water  records  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  has  been 
insistent  in  advocating  the  claims  of  the  Indians  to  sufficient  water  for  their 
reserve  lands,  and  where  success  has  not  followed,  it  has  been  owing  to  the 
insufficiency  of  water  for  all  claimants  or  from  some  inherent  flaw  in  the  original 
records.  The  number  of  cases  of  the  latter  class  is,  however,  very  small.  We 
would  recommend  that  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  continue  to  give  the 
most  careful  attention  to  the  development  of  irrigation  systems  on  the  reserves 
so  that  the  wrater  may  'be  utilized  to  the  fujllest  extent,  and  we  commend  co 
operation  between  that  Department  and  the  Water  Powers  Branch  of  the  De 
partment  of  the  Interior. 

(14)  That  in  connection  with  the  adjustment  of  our  fishing  rights 
the  matter  of  the  international  treaty  recently  entered  into  which  very 
seriously  conflicts  with  those  rights,  be  adjusted.     We  do  not  at  present 
discuss  the  matter  of  fishing  for   commercial  purposes.     However,   that 
matter  may  stand.     We  claim  that  we  have  a  clear  aboriginal  right  to 
take  salmon  for  food.     That  right  the  Indian  Tribes  have  continuously 
exercised  from  time  immemorial.    Long  before  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
came  into  existence  that  right  was  guaranteed  by  Imperial  enactment,  the 
Royal  Proclamation  issued  in  the  year  1763.     We  claim  that  under  that 
Proclamation  and  another  Imperial  enactment,  Section  109  of  the  British 
North  America  Act,  the  meaning  and  effect  of  which  were  explained  by 
the  Minister  of  Justice  in  the  words  set  out  above,  all  power  held  by  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  for  regulating  the  fisheries  of  British   Columbia 
is  subject  to  our  right  of  fishing.    We  therefore  claim  that  the  regulations 
contained  in  the  treaty  cannot  be  made  applicable  to  the  Indian  Tribes, 
and  that  any   attempt  to   enforce  those  regulations   against  the  Indian 
Tribes  is  unlawful,  being  a  breach  of  the  two  Imperial  enactments  men 
tioned. 

The  privilege  of  taking  salmon  for  food  purposes  has  been  dealt  with  under 
heading  No.  13.  As  there  is  no  international  treaty  in  existence  between  the 
Dominion  and  the  United  States,  further  reply  to  this  clause  seems  unnecessary. 

(15)  That  compensation  be  made  in  respect  of  the  following  par 
ticular  matters: 

1.  Inequalities  of  acreage  or  value  or  both  that  may  be  agreed 
to  by  any  Tribe. 

2.  Inferior  quality  of  reserved  lands  that  may  be  agreed  to  by 
any  Tribe. 

3.  Location  of  reserved  lands  other  than  that  required  agreed 

to  by  any  Tribe. 
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4.  Damages  caused  to  the  timber  or  other  natural  resources  of 
any  reserved  lands  as  for  example  by  mining  or  smelting  operations. 

5.  All  moneys  expended  by  any  Tribe  in  any  way  in  connec 
tion  with  the  Indian  land  controversy  and  the  adjustment  of  all 
matters  outstanding. 

Of  the  sub-heads  of  this  section,  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  have  been  dealt  with. 
No.  4,  re  damages  to  timber  and  other  natural  resources;  Claims  have  been 
made  and  compensation  received  in  such  cases,  and  as  other  cases  arise,  they 
should  be  dealt  with  in  a  like  manner.  No.  5:  As  the  expenditure  of  money* 
by  Indians  in  connection  with  their  alleged  land  claims  have  been  undertaken 
without  the  authority  or  control  of  the  government,  the  request  should  not 
be  complied  with. 

(16)  That   general    compensation    for   land   to    be   surrendered    be 
made: 

1.  By    establishing    and    maintaining    an    adequate    system    of 
education,    including    both    day    schools    and    residential    industrial 
schools,  etc. 

2.  By    establishing    and    maintaining    an    adequate    system    of 
medical  aid  and  hospitals. 

Regarding  Sub-head  No.  1:  There  is  already  in  existence  throughout  the 
province  a  system  of  education  for  Indians.  There  are  at  present  16  resi 
dential  schools  and  42  day  schools  in  operation  in  the  province.  The  enrol 
ment  in  residential  schools  is  1506  and  in  day  schools  1309.  The  residential 
schools  are  conducted  under  an  arrangement  with  the  Churches  interested  in 
Indian  education.  They  are  financed  by  payment  of  a  Government  per  capita 
grant.  The  Department  reserves  the  privilege  of  approving  the  more  im 
portant  appointments  to  the  staffs  of  these  institutions  and  has  in  effect  a 
thorough  and  efficient  system  of  inspection.  Tuition  is  academic  and  voca 
tional.  In  addition  to  the  scholastic  studies  girls  are  taught  domestic  science 
and  boys  are  given  manual  and  technical  education  that  will  fit  them  to  meet 
the  conditions  of  life  in  the  respective  sections  of  the  province  to  which  they 
belong.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  it  is  desirable  that  this  system  should 
be  maintained  and  extended  and  that  residential  and  day  schools  be  gradually 
established  in  districts  not  already  provided  for;  that  the  tuition  should  tend 
to  emphasize  the  industrial  side;  and  that  individual  Indians  should  be  given 
opportunities  to  develop  natural  aptitudes.  Arrangements  should  also  be  made 
to  enable  Indians  of  pronounced  ability,  who  wish  to  qualify  for  the  professions 
or  fit  themselves  for  positions  in  the  industrial  fields,  to  pursue  the  necessary 
studies  in  institutions  of  higher  learning,  each  case  to  be  considered  on  its 
merits. 

Regarding  Sub-head  No.  2:  There  is  already  a  system  of  medical  aid  and 
hospitals  throughout  the  province,  and  we  note  that  one  large  item  of  expendi 
ture  made  on  behalf  of  the  Indians  is  for  this  very  purpose,  the  expenditure  for 
the  last  fiscal  year  being  $102,000.  It  seems  to  your  Committee  that  this  item  of 
expenditure  might  be  developed  and  that  as  Parliament  provides  funds  for  the 
purpose,  hospitals  should  be  established,  particularly  for  the  treatment  of  tuber 
cular  Indians  or  for  the  fullest  use  of  such  hospitals  established  for  the  citizens 
of  the  province.  Special  efforts  should  at  all  times  be  made, — and  it  is  as  much 
in  the  interest  of  the  white  citizens  as  of  the  Indians, — to  diminish  the  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  and  other  diseases  that  are  communicable.  Where  necessary 
hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  general  diseases  should  be  established,  and  by  the 
employment  of  nurses  and  field  matrons,  the  Indian  women  should  be  instructed 
in  the  care  of  children,  and  as  required,  the  medical  staff  should  be  enlarged. 
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(17)  That  all  compensations  provided  for  by  the  two  preceding 
paragraphs  and  all  other  compensation  claimed  by  any  Tribe  so  far  as 
may  be  found  necessary,  be  dealt  with  by  enactment  of  the  Parliament  of 
Canada  and  be  determined  and  administered  in  accordance  with  such 
enactment. 

The  Parliament  of  Canada  has  power  to  legislate  for  Indians  and  Indian 
reserves,  and  no  doubt  will,  as  occasion  requires,  exercise  that  power. 

(18).  That  all  restrictions  contained  in  the  Land  Act  and  other 
Statutes  of  the  Province  be  removed. 

By  the  confirmation  of  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Indian 
Affairs  the  restrictions  of  the  Land  Act  have  been  removed,  and  as  it  was  not 
shown  that  other  statutes  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  were  oppressive  or 
had  not  been  enacted  in  the  interests  of  the  Indians,  your  Committee  does  not 
consider  it  proper  to  make  any  reference  in  this  regard. 

(19).  That  the  Indian  Act  be  revised  and  that  all  amendments  of  that 
Act  required  for  carrying  into  full  effect  these  conditions  of  settlement, 
dealing  with  the  matter  of  citizenship,  and  adjusting  all  outstanding 
matters  relating  to  the  administration  of  Indian  Affairs  in  British 
Columbia  be  made. 

Parliament  will  no  doubt  revise  and  amend  the  Indian  Act  from  time  to  time 
in  the  interests  of  the  Indians  as  often  as  found  necessary. 

(20).  That  all  moneys  already  expended  and  to  be  expended  by  the 

Allied  Tribes  in  connection  with  the  Indian  land  controversy  and  the 

adjustment  of  all  matters  outstanding  be  provided  by  the  Governments. 

Your  Committee  cannot  recommend  the  appropriation  of  any  public  funds 

for  this  purpose,  but  rather  that  parliamentary  appropriations,  if  and  when  made, 

should  be  to  further  the  progress  and  civilization  of  the  Indians  themselves. 

In  addition  to  the  paragraphs  already  dealt  Math,  the  Indians  had  made 
certain  additional  claims  before  the  Deputy  Superintendent  General  in  Victoria 
in  1923,  and  these  may  now  be  dealt  with  seriatim:— 

MOTHERS'  AND  WIDOWS'  PENSIONS  WERE  ASKED  FOR  AS  EFFECTIVE  IN  BRITISH 

COLUMBIA  FOR  WHITE  WOMEN 

Parliament  provides  funds  for  sustaining  indigent  or  destitute  Indian?  in 
British  Columbia  and  applications  from  Indians  who  require  assistance  in  this 
way  should  be  made  through  the  Indian  Agents  to  the  Department. 

CASH   COMPENSATION   FOR   ANNUITIES    SIMILAR    TO   TREATY   ANNUITIES 

It  may  be  remarked  with  reference  to  the  payment  of  annuities  that  the 
policy  for  the  payment  of  annual  sums  to  individual  Indians  was  inaugurated 
in  the  early  days,  having  in  view  the  then  condition  of  the  Indians,  and  that  the 
annuity  might  be  a  source  of  revenue  for  their  support,  but  conditions  have 
changed  so  materially  that  the  need  and  usefulness  of  such  a  per  capita  payment 
to  Indians  of  British  Columbia  is  negligible.  In  lieu  of  an  annuity  your  Com 
mittee  would  recommend  that  a  sum  of  $100,000  should  be  expended  annually 
for  the  purposes  already  recommended,  that  is,  technical  education,  provision  of 
hospitals  and  medical  attendance,  and  in  the  promotion  of  agriculture,  stock- 
raising  and  fruit  culture,  and  in  the  development  of  irrigation  projects.  An 
annual  expenditure  of  this  amount  for  these  purposes  would  seem  to  be  far  more 
applicable  to  the  Indians  in  their  present  condition  than  the  payment  of  any 
per  capita  amount. 

In  concluding  this  Report  your  Committee  would  recommend  that  the 
decision  arrived  at  should  be  made  known  as  completely  as  possible  to  the 
Indians  of  British  Columbia  by  direction  of  the  Superintendent  General  of 
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Indian  Affairs  in  order  that  they  may  become  aware  of  the  finality  of  the 
findings  and  advised  that  no  funds  should  'be  contributed  by  them  to  continue 
further  presentation  of  a  claim  which  has  now  been  disallowed.  Furthermore, 
the  committee  recommend  that  this  report  together  with  the  evidence,  be  printed 
as  an  appendix  to  the  journals  of  the  House,  and  also  in  Blue  Book  form  to  the 
number  of  one  thousand  (1,000)  copies  and  that  Rule  74  relating  thereto  be 
suspended. 

ADDENDA 

Your  Committee  begs  to  report  that  after  all  evidence  had  been  received, 
the  expected  letter  referred  to  by  Mr.  Andrew  Paull  at  pages  96  and  97  of  the 
printed  evidence  was  laid  before  the  Committee.  The  text  of  the  letter  follows, 
and  it  will  be  observed  that  the  diary  of  Father  Fouquet,  while  it  mentions  the 
meeting  referred  to  does  not  disclose  that  any  promises  were  made  by  the 
Governor:  — 

ST.  MARY'S  MISSION,  Jan.  3,  1923. 

DEAR  PAUL, — Excuse  me  of  my  d'elay  on  answering  to  your  letter  of 
Nov.  the  16th.  I  looked  over  our  old  papers.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  I 
could  not  find  anything  that  would  help  the  Indian  cause.  Rev.  Father 
Fouquet  mentioned  an  Indian  meeting  on  the  24th  of  May,  1864,  when 
several  Indian  chiefs  made  some  speeches  to  the  new  Governor  at  New 
Westminster.  The  Governor  answered  to  them.  But  unfortunately  Father 
never  mentioned  what  has  been  said  in  that  circumstance,  when  4,000 
Indians  were  gathered  headed  by  60  Indian  chiefs.  Look  please  in  New 
Westminster  archives  of  1864.  You  may  find  some  information;  if  those 
papers  have  not  been  destroyed  by  the  big  fire. 

I  hope  Dear  Paul  that  the  year  1923  will  successfully  terminate  that 
long  struggle  about  the  Indian  rights.  I  enclose  here  an  almanack  and 
wish  to  you  and  your  family  a  good  and  happy  year.

Your  Committee  have  also  considered  Bill  No.  79,  An  Act  to  incorporate 
Niagara  Falls  Memorial  Bridge  Company,  and  have  agreed  to  report  the  pre 
amble  thereof  not  proven,  as  in  their  opinion  it  is  not  in  the  public  interests  that 
the  said  Company  should  be  incorporated. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  fee  and  charges  paid  on  the  said  Bill 
under  Rule  89  be  refunded,  less  the  cost  of  printing  and  translation. 

Mr.  Duff,  from  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Marine  and  Fisheries, 
presented  the  First  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  is  as  follows:— 

Your  Committee  has  had  under  consideration,  matters  in  connection  with 
the  lobster  fisheries  in  certain  sections  of  the  Atlantic  coastal  waters,  and  also 
the  salmon  fisheries  of  British  Columbia. 

Several  meetings  of  the  Committee  have  been  held.  These  meetings  have 
been  attended  by  the  Deputy  Minister,  and  the  Chief  officials  of  the  Fisheries 
Branch  of  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  who  have  rendered  much 
valuable  assistance  in,  determining  policies  in  the  best  interests  of  the  fishing 
industry  of  Canada. 

Through  resolutions  passed  during  the  meetings_  of  your  Committee,  the 
following  recommendations  are  submitted  to  the  consideration,  of  the  House:  — 

That,  owing  to  very  strong  representations  having  been  received  from  the 
fisheries  of  Kent  County,  N.B.,  and  Prince  County,  P.E.I.,  to  have  the  present 
lobster-fishing  season,  of  August  15th  to  October  15th,  on  that  section  of 
Northumberland  Straits,  beginning  at  a  point  ten  miles  south  of  Ricbibucto, 
Kent  County,  N.B.,  and  extending  to  River  Philip,  Cumberland  County,  N.S., 
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changed,  to  commence  on  August  1st  and  end  on  September  30th,  your  Com 
mittee  recommends  that  such  change  be  made  for  the  present  year;  and  your 
Committee  further  recommends  that  the  Biological  Board  be  requested  to  make 
a  thorough  investigation  of  the  lobster-fishing  conditions  in  said  section,  before 
and  during  the  period  of  the  catch,  and  report  its  findings  as  soon  as  possible 
thereafter,  in  order  to  determine  what  injury,  if  any,  would  be  caused  by  such 
change  in  dates  of  season. 

Having  regard  for  the  best  interests  of  the  salmon  fisheries  of  British 
Columbia,  your  Committee  recommends  that:  Purse-Seine-Nets  used  in  British 
Columbia  waters  shall  have  a  minimum  length  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
fathoms. 

Mr.  Rinfret,  a  Member  of  the  King's  Privy  Council,  presented, — Return  to 
an  Order  of  the  House  of  the  16th  March,  1927,  for  a  copy  of  all  correspondence, 
letters,  telegrams,  and  other  documents  exchanged  between  the  Vancouver  Har 
bour  Board  or  the  Government,  and  the  former  owners  or  their  agents  or  any 
other  parties,  regarding  the  purchase  of  the  Hastings  Mill  site. 

Also— Return  to  an  Order  of  the  House  of  the  23rd  March,  1927,  for  a 
copy  of  all  correspondence  between  residents  of  Revelstoke  or  vicinity,  or  any 
Government  officials  in  that  vicinity,  and  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  or  any 
departmental  officials,  concerning  the  abolition  of  the  position  of  Superintendent 
of  Revelstoke  National  Park. 

Also,— Return  to  an  Order  of  the  House  of  the  9th  March,  1927,  for  a 
Return  showing:— 

1.  Number  of  private  cars  owned  or  leased  by  the  Government  and  what 
they  are  named  or  numbered. 

2.  The  total  cost  of  said  cars  and  the  amount  expended  during  the  last 
years  in  making  repairs  or  changes  to  such  cars. 

3.  The  cost  of  operating  same  during  the  calendar  years  1922,  1923,  1924, 

1925  and  1926. 

4.  Whether  anything  was  paid  for  hauling  or  shunting  of  said  cars  during 

each  of  the  said  years.    If  so,  how  much. 

5.  Where  the  said  cars  are  located,  how  many  at  Montreal,  how  many  at 
Ottawa  and  how  many  elsewhere. 

6.  Whether  any  of  the  departments  of  the  Government  or  Ministers  of  the 
same  have  cars  for  their  particular  use  and  the  names  and  numbers  of  such  cars 
and  the  departments  and  Ministers  making  use  of  the  same. 

7.  Whether  any  of  the  cars  referred  to  have  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
other  Ministers  or  other  persons  during  the  last  five  years.    If  so,  when  and  by 

8  If  any  of  the  railways  in  Canada  or  in  the  United  States  make  any  charge 
for  transportation  or  handling  of  said  cars.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Beaubien,  it  was  ordered, — That  the  fee  and  charges  paid 
under  Rule  89  on  Bill  No.  237,  An  Act  to  incorporate  The  Red  River  Driving 
Club,  be  refunded  less  the  costs  of  printing  and  translation. 

A  Message  was  received  from  the  Senate  informing  this  House  that  the 
Senate  had  passed  the  following  Bill,  to  which  the  concurrence  of  this  House 
was  desired: — 

Bill  No.  339  (Letter  N6  of  the  Senate),  intituled:  "An  Act  to  amend  The 
Railway  Belt  Water  Act." 

Mr.  Irvine,  seconded  by  Mr.  Jelliff,  moved, — That  the  Eleventh  Report  of 
the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Railways,  Canals  and  Telegraph  Line's,  be 
concurred  in. 

Mr.  Kennedy,  seconded  by  Mr.  Garland  (Bow  River), — moved  in,  amend 
ment  thereto: — 

"That  the  said  Report  be  not  now  concurred  in  but  that  the  same  be  referred 
back  to  the  Select  Standing  Committee  on  Railways,  Canals  and  Telegraph 
Lines  with  instructions  that  they  have  power  to  amend  it  by  striking  out  the 
three  following  paragraphs:— 

:  'The  weight  of  evidence  before  your  Committee  indicates  that,  on  econ 
omic  grounds,  such  construction  should  not  be  commenced  forthwith,  as  set 
forth  in  the  resolution  referred  to  your  Committee. 

"Your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  much  greater  traffic  development  is 
necessary  in  the  area  to  make  the  building  of  such  outlet  economically  sound. 

"Your  Committee  is  further  of  opinion  that  potentialities  of  that  area  are 
such  as  to  warrant  a  continuous  study  of  its  development.' 
and  substituting  the  following  three  paragraphs  therefor: 

''  'The  evidence  shows  that  there  are  four  possible  outlets  but  that  a  com 
plete  survey  has  been  made  of  two  only. 

"Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  complete  survey  should  be  under 
taken  of  the  Peace  Pass,  Pine  Pass,  and  Monkman  pass,  and  that  on,  com 
pletion  of  this  survey  a  definite  policy  of  railway  development  for  the  Peace 
River  Country  should  be  decided  upon. 

"Your  Committee  further  believes  that  the  potentialities  of  the  Peace  River 
District  justify  the  commencement  of  a  permanent  outlet  as  soon  as  the  best 
route  is  definitely  ascertained.'  " 
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By  leave  of  the  House,  at  One  o'clock,  p.m.,  Mr.  Speaker  informed  the

owing  allegiance  to  His  Majesty  the  King. 

It  is  the  earnest  wish  of  Parliament  that  the  Diamond  Jubilee  Celebration, 
for  which  plans  are  now  being  rapidly  matured,  shall  commemorate  appro 
priately  and  enthusiastically  the  accomplishment  of  Confederation  and  the  sub 
sequent  progress  of  the  Dominion.  We  trust  that  this  commemoration  will

To  these  Bills  the  Royal  Assent  was  pronounced  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate 
in  the  following  words: — 

"In  His  Majesty's  name,  the  Right  Honourable  the  Deputy  Governor  Gen 
eral  doth  assent  to  these  Bills." 

Then  the  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons  addressed  the 
Right  Honourable  the  Deputy  Governor  General  as  follows: — 

"MAY  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  HONOUR: 

"The  Commons  of  Canada  have  voted  Supplies  required  to  enable  the 
Government  to  defray  certain  expenses  of  the  Public  Service. 

"In  the  name  of  the  Commons,  I  present  to  Your  Honour  the  following 
Bill:— 

_"An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money  for  the  public 
service  of  the  financial  year  ending  the  31st  March,  1928. 

"To  which  Bill  I  hum'bly  request  Your  Honour's  Assent." 

To  this  Bill  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  by  command  of  the  Deputy  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor  General,  did  thereupon  say: — 

"  In  His  Majesty's  name  the  Right  Honourable  the  Deputy  Governor 
General  thanks  His  Loyal  Subjects,  accepts  their  benevolence,  and  assents  to 
this  Bill." 
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After  which  the  Right  Honourable  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the  Gov 
ernor  General  was  pleased  to  close  the  First  Session  of  the  Sixteenth  Parliament 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  with  the  following  Speech:— 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  oj  the  House  of  Commons: 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  expedition  with  which  you  have 
discharged  your  duties  in  a  Session  marked  by  much  important  legislation.  The 
revision  by  the  House  of  Commons  of  its  rules  should  serve  to  expedite  the 
transaction  of  public  business  at  future  Sessions. 

Important  government  measures  which  passed  the  House  of  Commons  during 
the  last  Parliament,  but  which  failed  to  become  law,  have  now  been  passed  by 
both  Houses,  and  have  received  the  Royal  Assent.  They  include  provision, 
in  co-operation  with  the  provinces,  for  a  system  of  long  term  mortgage  loans 
for  farmers  and  for  old  age  pensions.  Amendments  have  been  made  to  the 
Canada  Grain  Act,  affecting  the  grain  growing  interests,  and  equally  important 
amending  legislation  has  been  enacted  affecting  live  stock  interests. 

The  increasingly  satisfactory  showing  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways' 
net  earnings  affords  concrete  evidence  of  our  expanding  trade  and  commerce. 
The  extension  of  the  Canadian  National  railway  system  by  another  compre 
hensive  program  of  branch  line  construction,  will  make  possible  the  rapid 
development  of  communities  hitherto  lacking  railway  facilities.  Further  sub 
stantial  provision  has  also  been  made  for  work  on  the  Hudson  Bay  route. 
The  Agreement  concerning  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Debenture  Issue  has  been 
approved. 

The  expansion  of  our  trade,  which  is  rapidly  penetrating  the  diversified 
markets  of  the  world,  is  further  reflected  in  the  increasing  importation  of  raw 
material  for  the  use  of  our  manufacturers  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  our 
exportation  of  manufactured  goods.  Our  exports  of  food  products  continue 
satisfactory.  Supplementing  the  work  of  the  Empire  Marketing  Board,  pro 
vision  has  been  made  to  assist  in  a  substantial  manner  the  marketing  of  Canadian 
produce  in  Great  Britain.  Arrangements  are  also  nearing  completion  for  the 
improved  steamship  service  to  the  British  West  Indies. 

The  favourable  consideration  given  the  recommendations  of  the  Royal 
Commission  appointed  to  examine  and  report  upon  conditions  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  has  been  received  with  general  approval  throughout  the  Dominion. 
The  substantial  money  grants  made  to  these  provinces,  the  reduction  to  be 
effected  in  their  freight  rates,  the  encouragement  given  the  production  of 
domestic  fuel  from  coal  mined  in  Canada,  the  provision  for  a  Deputy  Minister 
of  Fisheries,  and  for  Harbour  Commissions  at  Halifax  and  St.  John,  together 
with  other  administrative  measures  contemplated  in  accordance  with  the  recom 
mendations  of  the  Commission,  will,  it  is  confidently  expected,  materially  assist 
in  furthering  the  economic  prosperity  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and 
Prince  Edward  Island,  and  in  advancing  the  welfare  and  unity  of  the  whole 
Dominion. 

The  protection  of  the  public  revenues  has  been  enhanced  by  the  heavier 
penalties  provided  for  violation,  of  the  Customs  and  Excise  laws  and  by  the  con 
solidation  of  the  Customs,  Excise  and  Income  Tax  branches  of  the  public  service 
into  one  Department  of  the  Government  to  be  known  as  the  Department  of 
National  Revenue. 

Additional  protection  for  the  public  has  been  afforded  by  the  amendments 
made  to  the  laws  respecting  insurance,  loan  and  trust  companies. 

Amendments  of  importance  to  ex-soldiers  have  been  made  to  the  Pension 
Act,  extending  the  period  for  filing  pen.sion  claims,  and  making  provision  for  a 
second  appeal  in  case  of  newly  discovered  evidence. 
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The  position  of  the  Civil  Service  of  Canada  has  been  improved  with  respect 
alike  to  salaries  and  superannuation. 

To  aid  in  the  celebration  of  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  Confederation,  a 
National  Committee  has  been  incorporated.  Its  efforts  have  been  directed  to 
securing,  in  co-operation  with  the  provinces,  a  worthy  commemoration  of  this 
important  stage  in  our  national  development.  Especially  appropriate  is  the  con 
stitution  at  this  time  of  a  Federal  District  Commission  with  enlarged  jurisdiction 
and  powers  in  respect  of  the  permanent  beautification  of  the  Capital  of  our 
Dominion. 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  you  have  been  able  to  effect  further  substantial 
relief  from  taxation.  I  thank  you  for  the  provision  you  have  made  for  the  public 
service. 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

The  Minister  Plenipotentiary  accredited  by  His  Majesty  to  represent  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  in  the  United  States  has  presented  his  credentials  and  has 
entered  upon  his  duties.  The  President  of  the  United  States  has  appointed  the 
former  United  States  Ambassador  to  Belgium  as  Minister  Plenipotentiary  in 
Canada;  the  new  Minister  will  shortly  take  up  his  duties  at  Ottawa.  This 
exchange  of  representatives  will  undoubtedly  help  to  maintain  and  develop  the 
existing  good  relations  between  the  two  countries. 

The  prosperity  which  Canada  so  happily  enjoys  at  the  present  time  gives 
every  indication  of  continuing  in  increasing  measure.  For  this,  and  many  other 
blessings  upon  our  land,  I  join  with  you  in  heartfelt  thanks  to  Divine  Providence.
